Seoul, July 20. — A proclamation was 
published at 5 o'clock, this evening 
warning the people to remain In their 
houses. At dusk machine guns were 
Intrenched behind breastworks built in 
the streets approaching the palace, in 
anticipation of a night attack. Militia 
are patrolling the suburbs. 

Japanese troops aro arriving hero, 
but they aro too few In numbers to 
make any attempt to disarm the Kor- 
ean so'dlers, and they aro now con- 
fined to their barracks. 

At tho formal audience this after- 
noon Marquis Ito WR3 the first to be 
received. Ho had a conversation with 
tho former emperor lasting ten min- 
utes. Tho new emperor is performing 
his duties In a purely perfunctory man- 
ner, >rb is said to show little strength 
of character, and tho outlook for his 
administration of public affairs is not 
promising. 

Tokio, July 21. — (Sunday morning) — 
Telegrams received In official circles 
virtually confirm tho press dispatches 
regarding tho situation In Seoul. A 
message received hero at midnight 
stated that the Marquis Ito would 
havo an audience with tho new em- 
peror this afternoon. All telegrams 
aro delayed owing to the sudden con- 
gestion of tho wires. 

Late advices from Seoul say that 
tho rioting Is growing in magnitude. 
Attempts to burn tho railway station 
and tho police building were frustrated 
by prompt action by tho Japanese 
police and gendarmes, Tho powder 
magazine of the Korean government is 
strongly guarded, at the request of tho 
minister of war, by Japanese. Rioters 
are shooting wildly out of windows and 
two JTrpano's'e u'ro reported to have been 
killed. Murderous assaults aro fre- 
quent and tho city is verging almost 
on a reign of terror. Business Is com- 
pletely suspended. 

When tho news of the probable ab- 
dication of tho Emporor of Korea 
was first received hero it was con- 
strued as a cunning move to escapo 
the consequences of tho Hague Inci- 
dent. It Is suggested in a certain 
quarter which has strong influence, 
with the government. That the abdic- 
until tho problem caused by the Kor- 
ean government's action at Tho Hague 
Is definitely settled. Nobody however 
will be aware of Marquis Ito's plans 
until after his formal audience with 
tho new emperor is held. The result 
of this audience will first be rnado 
known in the official reports from 
Korea and then published hero. 

The feeling is growing that tho time 
has come to put a finishing touch to 
Japan's authority over Korea. It is 
premature, however, to surmise what 
form tills will take, but the rioting and 
mutinous behavior of tho Korean sol- 
diers in Seoul, attributed solelv to 
Korean internal affairs, and necessitat- 
ing the imperial appeal to Marquis Ito 
for repression, is regarded as a con- 
fession of tho administrative impot- 
ency of the Korean government.

COPTIC MANUSCRIPTS. 

London, July 20. — Two archaeologi- 
cal discoveries In Egypt of excep- 
tional Interest liavo become known 
here. They consist of some new say- 
ings of Christ and of extremely an- 
cient crude manufactures, conjec- 
turally a thousand years old. The 
sayings of Christ were found near an 
old Coptic monastery at Eofu. They 
wero found by natives who sold them 
for a few pounds to an Arab trader. 
There aro about a dozen rolls of sixtli 
century Greek papyrus. They include 
twenty-five leaves of apocryphal' say- 
ings of Christ in a Coptic translation 
of a lost Greek, original of which pre- 
viously only thirteen leaves were 
known, twelve of them being In tho 
national gallery at Paris and one at 
Berlin. Tho discovery also includes 
parts of the Gospels of St. Mathews, 
St. Mark and St. Luke in Greek. 



COUNSEL FOR THE STATE 

Mr. Hawloy. Concluded His Arrju.-nent 
In Haywood Case 

Boise, Idaho, July 20.— James Haw- 
Icy, leading counsel for tho State of 
teaho, presenting th« llrst argument 
to the jury in the caso against Wm. 
D Haywood, 3poke for nearly eight 
hours, distributed orer tlirca Herons 
of the court. Evou when tho session 
today had extended beyond tho cus- 
tomary llmht every seat in the court- 
room was occupied, and remained 
so until the last word was spoken- 
None listened more attentively to the 
aigument than HaywjoJ. From time 
to timo he took copious notes in a small 
book, and frequently made sugges- 
tions to one or other of his lawyer's 
seven of whom were m court today. 
Throughout analysis of the testimony 
in contradiction of Orchard's story 
concluded frequently with tho denun- 
ciation of witness after, witness as a 
wilful perjurer or lntjfilional falslilir. 

When ho had spoken nearly six 
hours, Mr. Hawloy reached Caldwell, 
where, in December, 1.11017, tho prepar- 
ations for tVro assassination of Stou- 
nenberg with a bomb wero afoot. His

ABDICATION EDICT. 

Tho Korean Emperor's Farewell Ad- 
dress to His People, 

'Scaul, Korea, July 20. — Tho abdica- 
tion edict of tho Emperor of Korea 
is tho first communication to tho 
world since repudiation of tho con 
vention of 1905. A translation of the 
text of tho edict follows: 

"I have been in succession to my 
ancestors on tho throne 44 years, and 
have met many disturbances. I havo 
not reached my own desire. While 
ministers are freqountly improper men 
and progress is not controlled by men, 
tho times aro contrary to natural 
events. A crisis extremely urgent in 
tho life of tho people has arisen, and 
the progress of the state Is more than 
before Imperilled, I fear danger like that 
that befalls a person crossing the ice. 
Fortunately wo have a son endowed 
by nature with virtue, brilliant and 
iwell wotfthy of being charged with 
tho plans for the development of the 
government to whom we transfer our 
Inheritance, sanctioned by the cus- 
toms of ancient times. 

"'Therefore bo It known, that as 
soon as It Is proper to be done, we will 
hand the affairs of state to tho crown 
prince as our representative." 

Court usage is said to make the 
meaning of tho above an actual abdl- 
ctlon. While insufficient time lias 
elapsled in show tho efforts of the 
Emperor's action upon tho situation, 
advisory opinion at the Japanese resi- 
dence-general regards tho abdication 
as taking away tho force of Japan's 
intended blow.

Crowded Excursion Train Crashes 
Into Freight at Full 



DISASTER ON 1 



Coaches of Excursion Train Piled up 
in Heap— More Doad May Yet 

Bo Found , 



Salem, Mich., July 20.— Thirty-ono 
people aro dead and more than seventy 
injured, many of them seriously, aa 
the result of a head-on collision to- 
day between a Pero Marquette excur- 
sion train bound from Ionia to Detroit 
and a westbound freight train, on a 
sharp curve in a cut of the Pero Mar- 
quette railroad about a mile east of 
Salem. 

Tho passenger train of cloven cars, 
carrying employees of the Pero Mar- 
quette shops at Ionia and their famil- 
ies to the Michigan metropolis for their 
annual excursion, was running prob- 
ably 50 miles per hour down a steep 
grade. It struck the lighter locomo- 
tive of tho freight train with such 
terrlfllc force as to turn tho freight 
engine completely around. Both loco- 
motives wero wrecked, but only a, few 
of tho freight cars were smashed. 

Six cars of the passenger train wero 
piled up in a mass. Four of tho 
coaches remained on the track undam- 
aged, and were used to convey the 
dead and injured to Ionia. One coach 
was entirely undamaged, with only 
its forward trucks off the rails. Two 
of tho coaches were thrown crosswise 
on tho track and lay from bank to 
bank livo feet above the rails. Of tho 
baggage car not enough remained to 
show where it had been tossed. Por- 
tions of the baggage car and freight 
cars wero mere debris. 

James Boylo, a farmer, was work- 
ing in a field 400 foet away from the 
track when tho two trains approached. 
The freight was moving slowly up tho 
heavy grade, nnd had just reached 
tho curvo when tho passenger train 
appeared running at high speed. Boylo 
saw tho passenger engineer shut off 
his steam and apply tho brakes, and 
saw the crows of both engines jump 
just before tho collision. Ho ran to 
the tracks, where he found uninjured 
passengers from the rear coaches run- 
ning forward, and joined with them 
in pulling out tho injured, who could 
bo seen on all sides. 

Tho doad wero placed in a. row 
alongside the track, and tho Injured 
were made as comfortable as posslblo 
under the circumstances until tho ar- 
rival of tho wrecking trains from Do- 
troit, Grand Rapids and Saginaw, 
when it was possible to send them to 
Ionia and Detroit. Tho dead bodies 
wero sent to Ionia and the injured 
placed on two trains, ono of Which 
headed for Detroit and tho other for 
Ionia. There were about 35 Injured on 
each train. 

Lato in the day tho body of Cor- 
wan, tho bead brakoman of the, pas- 
senger train, was taken out of the 
wreck. Fireman Knowles died en 
route to Detroit. This swells tho list 
of dead to thirty-one with a possibility 
that more bodies may bo found in the 
wreckage and that several of tho in- 
jured may die. 

Responsibility for tho wreck la 
placed upon the crew of the freight 
train by officials of the road. Officials 
who arrived at the scene soon after it 
happened obtained from tho crew of 
tho freight train the order under 
which it was running, which clearly 
shows that tho freight encroached 
upon tho other train's running time. 
The excursion train left Ionia, crowd- 
d with men, women, and children at 
G o'clock this morning. Every family 
had Its lunch basket, and many of 
tho excursionists wero eating when 
the trains collided. 

Tho Impact was so great that a, 
number of tho passengers sitting near 
the windows of tho roar coach wero 
thrown out of the windows to tho 
ground. There was a panic among tho 
passengers in tho undamaged coaches 
for a few moments, then tho unin- 
jured, realized that they had not been 
hurt, rushed from the cars to tho res- 
cue of their friends and relatives who 
were pinioned In tho wreckage. Fam- 
ilies wero scattered among different 
cars, and there was frenzied searching 
for missing relatives. 

Detroit, July 20. — A statement ex- 
plaining the cause of today's wreck 
at Salem, Mich., and placing tho res- 
ponsibility entirely on the crow of 
tho freight train, was given out to- 
night at the general offices of the Pore 
Marquette railroad In this city. Tho 
statement, after explaining that tick- 
ets for the excursion wero distributed 
among the company's employees at 
Ionia on Friday, says that tho local 
freight pulled out of Plymouth at 8.47 
for Salem, having seven merchandise 
cars in the train. "It is reported," 
savs tho statement,' "that Conductor 
Hamilton of the local freight remark- 
ed to tho operator at Plymouth on 
pulling out that he could make Salem 
before the arrival of the special. Tho 
freight had 10 minutes time, In which, 
under tho rules, it should be on tho 
siding at Salem and a half mile from 
Plymouth." 

Shot for a Robbor 
Kingston, July 20. — Early Wednes- 
day morning the paymaster at th 
Richardson Feldspar mines shot a. ana 
who was trying to effect nn cntranco 
to liis room through a screened wla- 
dow. The paymaster had $1,500 In his . 
possession, and thought It was in dan- 
ger. Ho warned the follow to go away 
but as ho persisted In breaking In ho 
pulled a revolver and tho intruder re- 
ceive 1 ! a chargo In the leg. The fellow 
was taken Into custody and his wound 
drossod. He denied that ho had any 
intention .whatever of robbery

Big Fish Are Again Found in the 
Fishermen's Nets. 

P'rom present indications, says the 
Columbian, it seems as if the sturgeon 
which were fished out of tho river a 
few years ago are returning and that 
before long tho valuable industry in 
connection with tho shipping and 
packing the fish and tho caviar, which 
bus been at a standstill for nearly six 
years, may come back to tho banks of 
tho river, if care Is preserved with the 
young sturgeon now appearing in the 
river for the first timo since the whole- 
sale slaughter for the American market 
about eight years ago. 

Since the fishermen have started to 
use their sockeye nets this year they 
have found that large numbers of the 
small-sized sturgeon, not over three 
feet in length are going up tho river. 
These fish become entangled in the 
sockeye nets and owing to tho prickly 
spines find it almost impossible to ex- 
tricate themselves. The fishermen ham' 
them into tho boats with the nets, 
and, according to the law, return those 
under four feet to tho water. The 
difllculty lies in the fact that the 
sturgeon struggle so hard when 
emeshed In the nets that the fishermen 
are forced to kill them before they 
can take hold of tho fish to remove 
them. After tho fish are killed the 
ones undorslze arc returned to the 
water while tho larger ones arc mark- 
eted for a good price. 

Possibly hundreds of sturgeon have 
been caught this season, but the 
greater majority of them are only 
small-sized, and have not reached 
anything like the size which tho fish 
used to attain in the Eraser river. Ten 
ars ago a sturgeon weighing four or 
live hundred pounds was unite a com- 
mon fish, but until yesterday there has 
not been a sturgeon weighing over 
five hundred pounds taken in the river 
for three years. Yesterday when 
Harry Wright, of Green's Landing, 
was pulling in his sochoye net, ho was 
surprised to find a sturgeon over 
eleven feet long In It. The monster 
almost upset tho 'fishing hoat as it lay 
in the 'net, but fortunately it could 
not struggle and was knifed as he lay 
in the water and pulled on board. Tho 
fish was brought down to Monk & Co. 
and shipped East. The fish weighed 
545 pounds, and was paid for at tho 
rate of 9 cents a pound, netting the 
fortunate fisherman almost $50. 

An Indian living at tin; I!. C. Can- 
nery, who was fishing witli hooks, also 
caught two large sturgeon, yesterday 
and brought them over to Mr. Monk 
today. They, however, were much 
smaller, than the one caught by Mr. 
Wright.

spent on labor. And on Saturday many 
of them were seen working' like 
healthy navvies in building a con- 
crete reservoir to hold 500,000 gallons 
of rain and surface water. It was al- 
most impossible to believe that these 
men were invalids. The work was 
hard, honest toil, and yet these were 
"sick" men who years ago would have 
been mewed up in a hot house atmos- 
phere. As soon ns a patient is con- 
sidered fit to be discharged ho Is put 
to work at his trade, .if he has one, 
for six hours a day for three weeks 
in order to get the necessary muscles 
into play again. 

Ono hundred and ten patients were 
last year discharged with "total ar- 
rest" of disease, and of these ninety- 
three are at work, following all; kinds 
of Indoor and outdoor occupations, five 
are not at work, and twelvo have fail- 
ed to report themselves. 

It is tho poor man's and the poor 
woman's hospital, as only patients un- 
able to pay for treatment are admit- 
ted.

Says Premier Bows Before Dic- 
tates of Numerous 
Grafters

Montmagny, Que., July 1'4: — (Special 
correspondence. — Henri Bourassa, M, 
P. for Labelle, whose name has lately 
been much in the public news owing to 
tho report that he would resign from 
the Commons to take an active part 
in Quebec politics, delivered a notable 
speech before a largo meeting held 
here on Saturday afternoon. Mr. 
Howard Lavergnc, M, P. for the 
county, in opening tho meeting, warm- 
ly defended ills course in parliament. 
Ho declared that ho had not been a 
mero political mannikin' or voters' ma- 
chine. He was a Liberal and yielded 
tq no man in his admiration for Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, but lie was a free 
man, and had in the past, and intended 
in tho future to vote as an indepen- 
dent. He was a Liberal, but the es- 
sence of Liberalism was liberty. He 
and Mr. Bourassa were true friends of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. They had stood 
by him when ills chief supporters of 
today had threatened him with politi- 
cal death unless he followed his prin- 
ciples. "1 am a Liberal," he declared, 
"but not a sheep that jumps through 
any place where the bell may lead 
him." 

"They say 1 am excommunicated by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier," .said Mr. La- 
vergnc. "I; will not be the first time 
that tho most faithful adherent has 
been excommunicated. Excommuni- 
cated from what? From the Liberal 
parliament? No, I am still a true Lib- 
eral. Prom tho Catholic church? It 
was Mr. Bourassa and your deputy 
who, unaided, fought for the rights of 
your compatriots in tho Northwest." 

He defended his course in oppsing 
the Lord's Day act, and the infamous 
North Atlantic trading company con- 
tract. Mr. Lavergnc declared that the 
English-speaking people of Ontario 
were fair-minded. They were willing 
to give their felow-citizens of Quebec 
their rights. They would do .so with- 
out question, except for the cowardly 
Liberals in Quebec, who clamored to 
bo led like lambs to the slaughter for 
an Imaginary gain to their party. 
Mr. Bourassa. 

Mr. Bourassa, who was also re- 
ceived with enthusiasm by the large 
crowd, said that he did not need to 
refer to Dominion politics; that sub- 
ject has been touched upon by Mr. 
Lavergnc. He did not doubt but that 
at the next elections tho free men of 
Montmagny would show their ap- 
proval of their brave and gifted deputy 
by returning him again to parliament. 
He was sure that the people of Mont- 
magny heartily agreed with their 
member in his stand upon the autono- 
my bill. It was to be regretted that 
the man acclaimed by all Canada, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, had yielded to the 
clamor of the 15 or 20 members from 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

What was the situation? 500,000 
immigrants had poured into these two 
provinces. Befre long tho majority of 
members from the House of ''Com- 
mons would come from west of Lake 
Superior. The people of Quebec would 
be at the mercy of freshly-arrived im- 
migrants from Europe, indifferent 
alike to British and Canadian tradi- 
tiuns. 

' 'I do not oppose immigration," said 
Mr. Bourassa, 'but I do oppose pay- 
ing large salaries to innumerable poli- 
tical hacks, as immigration agents, to 
bring over here paupers and jail birds 
to out-vote native Canadians, in order 
to make dividends for politicians with 
a taste for speculation." 

Mr. Bourassa indignantly denounced 
those "valets of the government" who 
sought to turn the people against Mm 
by declaring lie was a • fanatic and 
French-Canadian provinciallst. He 
declared that he had ample confidence 
in the English majority, and all he 
asked of them was to respect the 
French-Canadians, as they did with 
tho English. The French-Canadians, 
lie said, were devoted to Canada alone, 
having no European affiliation, as the 
rest of the people had, since fqr 200 
years they had given their lives and 
labor to the building up of tho coun- 
try. 

Referring to the attempts made in 
Quebec to create prejudice against the 
people of Ontario, Mr. Bourassa said 
"Bo not deceived, my compatriots, 
about the people of Ontario: They 
are not the narrow-minded bigots de- 
picted by the politicians who picture 
me as stirring up racial strife; they 
are fair-minded people willing to listen 
to reason; to give us a square deal. 
Let us only bo frank and fair with 
them." 

Ministerial Tactics. 

Mr. Bourassa said that he had ex- 
pressed himself freely and fearlessly 
In Toronto, St. Catharines and other 
places in Ontario, lie had not adopted 
tho ministerial tactics of making one 
kind of a speech in Quebec and the op- 
posite kind in Ontario. He denounc- 
ed the popular theory In many pro- 
vinces that Sir. Wilfrid Laurier was 
doing a great work for Canada by 
keeping the French Canadians "quiet." 
'Why should they be quiet. Why 
should not French Canadians say what 
they thought." 

Mr. Bourassa declared that he and 
Mr. Lavergnc were not like certain 
ministers who had come to Quebec and 
called upon the French Canadians to 
support Laurier In order to uphold 
their national prestige. Mr. Bourassa 
said lie had used the same language in 
Ontario as in Quebec, and he was glad 
in a French Canadian town, under the 
shadow of tho parish church, to pay 
tribute to the toleration of tho Eng- 
lish-speaking Protestants o.' Ontario. 

"I love this English domination," 
said Mr. Bourassa, "because I respect 
it. But the day It shows itself the In- 
strument of tyranny and tries to hum- 
ble our national pride and rights, I 
shall condemn It, and I denounce those 
Liberals who say we must humble 
ourselves because of the intolerance of 
the English people in Canada." 
Will Not be Crushed. 

Mr. Bourassa said ho had known Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier for twenty years, and 
felt sure ho would never have excom- 
municated Lavergno had he followed 
his own instincts. "How is It I have 
not been excommunicated, too?" he 
said, "for I have voted against the 
government too. But I have found in 
my county that the more Indepndent 
a man Is the better bis electors are 
treated, and if the government tried 
to crush mo, as they have tried to

crush Mr, Ltivergno, there would be a 
rebellion amongst four-fifths of the 
Liberals of my country.' 

Scratch these people and' you will 
find that, they have all had the knife 
into some of their friends, whether Mr. 
Parent 1 or others. They do not hesi- 
tate to knife their leaders for thoir 
own Interests, but When it is only your 
interest that are concerned, thev say 
their leaders must be supported. 
Whenever Mr. Lavergno and I have 
voted aginst the government we have 
voted for Liberal principles, and in the 
interests of the people." 

Mr. Bourassa ironically stated what 
would have happened In 1896 If the 
Liberals had said that Instead of set- 
tling the Manitoba school question 
they would bury it; if instead of im- 
porting .60,00.0 good-for-nothing ' set- 
tlers a year they would bring in half 
it million; if instead of spending $30,- 
000,000 a year they, would spend $100,- 
000; if after denunclng tho Conserva- 
tives for appointing their members to 
all sorts of ofllces they would appoint 
many more; If after denouncing the 
Conservatives for selling public lands 
too cheaply, they would do tho same 
and more; and give 1200,000 acres to 
Slfton and his brother-in-law, Adam- 
son, at a ridiculous price to make a 
fortune for them? 

Much Graft Today. 

"As a member of parliament," said 
Mr. Bourassa, "I feel that when- we 
Liberals denounce these things as 
done by the Conservatives, I must still 
denounce them when thoy are done on 
a much largor settle by tho Liberals. 
There Is more corruption today than 
when tho Conservatives were in power, 
but tho Conservatives had no one to 
denunce it as I and Mr. Lavergno 
do." (Applause.)' 

Mr. Bourassa said ho thought 
enough of Sir Wilfrid Laurier to say 
that if lie Had surrounded himself 
with men of his own honesty ho would 
support him with devotion. He be- 
lieved' in Laurler's policy, but not In 
the men around him. 

Referring to provincial politics, Mr. 
Bourassa referred to the report that 
he was to resign from tho Dominion 
parliament to enter provincial politics. 
Should he be called upon to cross a 
bridge before he emtio to it? No dis- 
solution had been announced, and how 
could there be any dissolution? ■ No 
emergency had arisen to justify it. 
Mr. Gouin, ho declared, should not 
head off an investigation by snatching 
a snap judgment at the polls under 
increased subsidy. Mr. Gouin could 
not afford to ignore the charges made 
against members of Ills government. 
Depends on tho Future. 

Mr. Bourassa chould not say whether 
or not lie would - enter provincial poll- 
tics. It would depend upon what the 
future brought forth. Personally, he 
hoped that Mr. Gouin would do what 
he denounced Mr. Parent for not do- 
ing — ho hoped that he would protect 
tile settler and rely upon that policy 
and not upon contributions from tho 
lumber merchant. 

"For me," concluded Mr. Bourassa, 
"wise administration and true princi- 
ples come before party. Mr. Gouin 
can count on Independent support 
rrom me If he carries out these prin- 
ciples, just as can Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
Rut they cannot if they wish to 'carry 
elections by referring to tho faults of 
the Conservative party of fifteen years 
ago. Such appeals will not save them 
from whatever I can do against them. 

"We French-Canadians must see to 
it that we so carry: on our govern- 
ments in tlie province, so that when we 
meet tho English-speaking Canadians 
of tho country we 'can show that, like 
them, we can appreciate and f-roperlv 
apply the free institutions of British 
rules. AVc need a government which 
does Its work and does not try to live 
on the prestige of the Laurier ad- 
ministration. Wo must no more sell 
our forests and mines to foreign spec- 
ulators in order to bolster up fictitious 
surpluses."

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ACTRESS'S DANCE OF DEATH. 

Tragedy ,of Jealousy in Copenhagen 
Theatre. 

Copehagen, July 19.— Frau Nathan- 
sen, a young Danish actress, who had 
established a considerable reputation, 
was mortally wounded last night by 
her husband during a performance of 
"The .Merry Widow" in a theatre at 
Aalborg. 

The husband also wounded an actor 
who appeared with his wife in the 
piece, and the manager of the theatre, 
and then shot himself dead. 

A dance is stated to have been re- 
sponsible for tho tragedy. Fran Nath- 
ansen had made a great success of a 
valse which she performed with, the 
actor who was shot. 

For some unaccountable reason the 
husband became blindly jealous of the 
performance, and requested his wife to 
discontinue the dance. 

When she refused to listen to him 
ho threatened to shoot her, but she 
declared she would appear again last 
night. 

Tho husband attended tho perfor- 
mance and saw the dance through. 
Then In an access of rage he broke 
into her dressing room and fired at 
her point blank with a revolver. 

As she fell he shot her partner in 
the dance and then the manager of tho 
theatre, who attempted to strike the 
weapon from bis hand. He then blow 
out his own brains. 



NEW PARTY IN COMMONS 

Sinn Fein Party has Begun a Vig- 
orous Campaign in Ireland 
Against Redmond 

London, July 10. — The Sinn Fein 
party lias begun a vigorous campaign 
In Ireland against .Mr. Redmond and 
the Parliamentary party, and has al- 
ready enticed away two of tho Irish 
leaders' supporters in the House of 
Commons. Mr, O'Mara has resigned 
his seat, and Mr. Dolan has repudiated 
Mr. Redmond's leadership, 

Mr. Dolan has written to Sir Thomas 
Esmonde; the Nationalist Chief Whip, 
severing his connection with the party 
;ts a protest against the refusal of the 
National Directory to adopt the resolu- 
tion calling on the Irish party to with- 
draw from tho House of Commons. 

Mr. Dolan continues: 

"As the North Leitrim Executive of 
tho United Irish League has expressed 
approval of my views, I do not intend 
to resign my seat." 

Mr. Dolan, the Sinn Fclncr, will thus 
be the lender of a new party In the 
House of Commons, which will include 
only himself. 

The National Council of the Sinn 
Fein party has issued a manifesto to 
Mr. Redmond's repudiating 1 the de- 
mands of the National Directory of tho 
United Irish League. Those they de- 
clare lo be a "rehash" of the old pro- 
gramme which has been put forward 
for many years, but never acted on.

How Europe Views the Jap- 
American Situation— The 
Position of Russi? 



London, July 20.— There Is still a 
disposition in most of the European 
capitals to take the American- Japan- 
ese situation rather seriously. Eur- 
ope, however, suspects that the crisis 
is largely artificial, or, rather, that it 
is being aggravated by a sinister man- 
ipulation which is not entirely Ameri- 
can or Japanese. It is sufficiently ob- 
vious, for instance, that Russia would 
be only too glad to see her late enemy 
embroiled with America. The idea 
held in St. Petersburg and Merlin is 
that in case of war the Japanese 
would seize tho Philippines and a 
practical deadlock would follow for 
perhaps throe or four years. America 
would never compromise such a <innr- 
rel but would go to work building 
ships. Anv time that she was ready 
to strike effectively Russia would be 
prepared to take her revenge also. 
Then in case Great Britain took a 
hand Germany would join in tho gen- 
eral melee on the side of America 
ami Russia. . 

This Is a lino cold-blooded proposi- 
tion, but it is not worth losing sleep 
over.' It merely suggests that the mo- 
tives Of some lingo agitation in tho 
press should lie closely watched.

Welsh Specialists Have Hands 
Full of Business — Keep 
Their Remedy Secret 



Cardigan, Wales, July 20. — That the 
claims of the Evans brothers, the her- 
balist cancer, specialists, have been 
taken seriously by people from all 
parts of England, Scotland and Wales 
is readily believed by any one now 
visiting this picturesque Welsh town. 

Last February there were about 
fifty cases in Cardigan. Cases of all 
kinds were accepted, and the disease 
included rodent ulcer, lupus, polypi of 
the nose, epithelioma of tho Hp and 
tongue and true scirrhus of the 
breast. 

A few patients were then treated at 
tho Evans surgery, but most of the 
cases were scattered about in various 
cottages throughout the town. The 
two brothers, who were formerly ship's 
carpenters, made no pretence of hav- 
ing any system In visiting their pa- 
tients. They kept no books and vis- 
ited their patients at no fixed time. 

Since their operations have become 
so widely known, tho whole aspect of 
the town is changed.- Lodgings are 
crowded, and one meets on the streets 
patients and relations of patients from 
all classes of society. Various esti- 
mates have been made of the num- 
ber of cases under treatment in and 
about Cardigan. One of the herbal- 
ists said today that lie believed they 
were treating over 500, but ho could 
not say exactly. 

This morning in 'the surgery, a sin- 
gle room about 12 feet by 10 feet, 
there were some fifteen patients being 
treated, while a crowd awaited In the 
street for' their turns. Each patient 
has his own camel-hair brush, which 
tho herbalist dips into a littlo bottle of 
the secret remedy carried in his waist- 
coat pocket. 

After the application lias been 
made to tho tumor or diseased part, 
the brush Is wiped and given back to 
the patient and fresh green leaves are 
applied. Tho cases treated this morn- 
ing Included four cases of cancer of 
tho breast, two of which would have 
been quito Inoperable from a surgical 
standpoint; two of obstruction of the 
nasal passages from growths, two of 
either rodent ulcer or epithelioma of 
the face, one of necrosis of tho nasal 
bones following injury and sme half 
dozen cases Of lupus of varying de- 
grees of severity. 

So groat has been the press of 
work that tho brothers make an ap- 
peal that no further applicants pro- 
sent themselves without first writing 
to ask when it will be convenient for 
the brothers to commence treating 
thorn.

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ISLAND AWAKENING 

Wo present for the use of Colonist 
r6aders this; morning three maps, a 
few illustrations and .some descrip- 
tive matter bearing upon the poten- 
tial development of Vancouver Is- 
land. Tho information is not as com- 
plete as could be wished, but the 
subject Is such a large one that full 
justice could not be done it in a single 
issue of the paper, without excluding 
the usual departments and general 
reading. As it is the issue had to bo 
enlarged to 82 pages. Other aspects of 
the subject will be considered at an- 
other time. One object In publishing 
the maps was to give the public a 
more definite idea of what the Colo- 
nist lias been agitating than could 
•be conveyed by mere description. We 
have found that only comparatively 
few peoplo arc able to keep the map 
of tho country in their memories and 
hence that much that is said upon a 
'geographical question is not as well un- 
derstood as it ought to be. Therefore 
wo suggest to rearlers that they shall 
give all tnese maps very careful study, 
so that the general features of tho 
geographical -situation may be im- 
pressed upon their minds. A few ex- 
planatory notes have been appended 
to two of the maps, which may be. of 
some assistance In the ^examination 
of them. The illustrations specially 
pertinent to this subject are two show- 
ing car ferries and one giving a view 
of Seymour Narrows. 

The points of view from which we 
invito Colonist readers to regard 
"The Awahening of the Island" are, 
speaking generally, five, namely: 

The development of the Island as 
such: 

The east bound traffic which the 
Island can contribute. 

The advantage offered by the Island 
harbors as shipping ports for a large 
section of interior Canada. 

Tho strategic value of the. Island as 
a part of one of the greatest of the 
Imperial frontiers. 

It will be necessarily impossible to 
do much more than direct attention 
to those several aspects of the ques- 
tion. To deal with any one of them 
in full detail would require many 
columns. But we regard it as a matter 
of no small Importance that In dis- 
cussing what is now considered a mat- 
ter of great local importance, and we 
hope will come to be regarded as of 
great provincial and federal import- 
ance, we can without laying ourselves 
open to the charge of exaggeration 
make the claim that Vancouver Island 
may he treated in the? broad and far- 
reaching way above Indicated. Wo 
claim witli confidence that the cam- 
paign to which the Colonist has com- 
mitted itself is no agitation of a 
local character, but is one with fea- 
tures, which, when once understood 
as they ought to be, will commend 
themselves to the people of British 
Columbia generally and to the peo- 
ple of Canada as a whole, ami are 
not unworthy of consideration even in 
connection with projects for Imperial 
consolidation and defence. 

The development of such an area as 
Vancouver Island would be regarded 
of itself in any other part of the 
world than Canada as achievement 
worthy of tin. best efforts of a govern- 
ment. It may well be doubted if 
there is another part of the world of 
equal area containing as great natural I 
wealth or possessing such an extent 
and diversity of resources and advan- 
tages. This statement is not made 
hastily, but only after due considera- 
tion has been given to what would 
have to be said in support of it. For 
convenience of comparison let us take 
the province of Nova Scotia exclusive 
Of Cape Breton. The two areas are 
substantially alike. Each projects 
into the ocean and furnishes a sort 
of outpost of Canada. Both possess 
grrfU natural wealth. Nova Scotia has 
coal, but we feel warranted in saying 
that there is more coal on Vancou- 
er island than upon the Mainland of 
Nova Scotia. Nova Scotia has gold 
mines and Vancouver has much gold- 
bearing rock. Nova Scotia has noth- 
ing to set against our deposits of iron 
and copper and the other minerals of 
which wo have known deposit:* of un- 
ascertained values. Nova Scotia forests 
arc Insignificant as compared with 
ours. Nova Scotia's fisheries are not 
equal to ours. Nova Scotia in some 
parts is fine fruit growing region, 
but it in' not superior to Vancouver 
Island. In point of general fertility 
of the soil our Island Is in advance of 
the eastern province. In climate we 
have very much tho advantage. This 
comparison is not made for the sake 
of disparaging Nova Scotia, which is 
a. rich and prosperous province, with 
a population in Its mainland portion of 
more than half a million people, but 
for tho purpose of demonstrating the 
nature and magnitude of tho prob- 
lem involved in tho development of 
.Vancouver Island. Such an island, at 



all fully developed, would support a 
population of many hundreds of thou- 
sands of people, and have upon It sev- 
eral cities of large size and great im- 
portance. Here is another Illustration: 
If the Strait of Juan de Fuca worn a 
groat hinge, and Vancouver island' 
could bo turned upon if and laid down 
upon tho state of Washington, It 
would cover all the Puget sound re- 
gion and all tho great country lying 
south" of Tacoma along the Northern 
Pacific line to Portland and Hardy 
Bay would be somewhere In the 
neighborhood of the city of Walla Wul- 
la. If the natural wealth of western 
Washington could bo ascertained in 
dollars and It could be compared with 
the natural wealth of Vancouver Island 
ascertained In the same way, it is an 
open question, with probabilities on our 
favor, as to which sum would bo tho 
greater. Think of tho cities, the rail- 
ways, tho industrial interests of 
western Washington and then perhaps 
you can form some Idea of the mag- 
nitude of the results to the accomplish- 
ment of which the Colonist invites tho 
hearty co-operation of its readers and 
the people generally. 

Railways are' built for traffic, and 
this traffic must be in both directions, 
if the roads are to be profitable ven- 
tures. There must also bo local traf- 
11c. On the latter point we are often 
told that water transportation would 
render rail transportation on this Isl- 
and unnecessary and therefore un- 
profitable. Fortunately, we are under 
no necessity of making any argument 
on that point. The localities referred 
to in the last paragraph afford a com- 
plete refutation of such a claim. Nova 
Scotia is all but an island. It is just 
as accessible to water transportation 
as Vancouver Island is, and yet it is 
gridironed with railways. Western 
Washington has exceptional facilities 
for water transportation and yet it has 
hundreds of 'miles of railways. In 
respect to east bound traffic, Vancou- 
ver Island can furnish more than 
could be carried by three transcontin- 
ental railways. The Prairie Provinces 
will always bo groat consumers of tim- 
ber and there is no available source 
of supply at all comparable to this 
Island in point of quantity and qual- 
ity. In addition to this the agricul- 
tural products of tho island are the 
complement of those of the prairies, 
our fisheries will supply a very nec- 
essary article of diet, and our iron 
mines, taken in connection with our 
timber, will ensure the establishment 
here of factories producing these ar- 
ticles, which the peoplo of the prairies 
will heed in yearly . increasing quan- 
tities. A very large portion of Cen- 
tral Canada will naturally look to the 
Pacific coast for these things which 
are now brought from the eastern 
provinces. 

Give railways to carry the goods 
and the products of Alberta and to a 
certain extent those of Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba will seek the Pacific 
Coast in preference to the Atlantic. 
For this there are several reasons, 
which can only be briefly alluded to 
here. The ports on the Pacific Coast 
are open to navigation all the year 
round; the Oriental market will take, 
a very large proportion of the yield 
of the grain fields; the water route 
from this Coast to Europe even now 
can successfuly compete with the At- 
lantic route, If the grain were deliver- 
ed here, and after the completion of 
the Panama Canal the situation will 
be yet more favorable to this Coast. 
Vancouver Island, when fully develop- 
ed will itself be no inconsiderable con- 
sumer of the products o the Prairies, 
for while our soil is capable of pro- 
ducing excellent grain crops, it can 
be more profitably employed tor other 
purposes. If a line were drawn from 
the Southwest corner of Manitoba to 
the Northwest corner of Alberta it 
would be to the eastward of what 
will be the greatest grain-growing re- 
gion in the world, and for all this im- 
mense area, a land now rapidly filling 
up with people, where new towns are 
springing up and railways cannot be 
bull! fast enough to accommodate 
traffic, the Pacific Coast affords bet- 
ter shipping facilities than the Atlan- 
tic Coast, and yet up to the present 
the , rgies of the Dominion govern- 
ment and the transportation com- | 
panics have been devoted to forcing j 
this traffic lo tlic Atlantic Coast. T.o ' 
this policy no objection can lie justly 
taken, but it is submitted that the 
time has now come when greater at- 
tention OUghl to be paid to affording 
means whereby tile products of the 
area mentioned can be brought to the 
Pacific Coast. 

Little more than examination of the 
mail is needed to show that a rail- 
way running lengthwise of Vancouver 
Island would play a very important 
part in the traffic between Alaska, 
the Yukon and Northern British Col- 
umbia on the land, and the United 
States, Southern British Columhiaand 
the world generally on the other. Tho 
great north land, which lies beyond 
tho 54th parallel is rapidly coming to 
Hie front. As yet only the fringe of 
Its immense resources has been touch- 
ed. Year after year will witness a 
great expansion in population and in- 
dustry. It may be that a considerable 
amount of freight bound for the North 
will always be carried from Vancou- 
ver and the Puget Sound ports by 
water, but with flic Installation of 
an improved system of car-ferries, 
loaded cars would be carried to the 
terminus of a railway on Vancouver 
Island, and It is by no means chimeri- 
cal to suggest that they may be 
transshipped thence by car ferries to 
railway lines in the North. This view 
of the case was suggested to tho Col- 
onist in the first place by Francis J. 
Leo, at the time traffic manager of 



the White Pass & Yukon railway, and 
was heartily endorsed by the 
general managers of the Peto 
Marquette and D. R. & E. railways, 
both of which lines operate largo ear- 
ferries over long routes. In this 
connection reference may be made to 
the article on car-ferries print- 
ed elsewhere la this issue and to the 
Illustrations, one of which shows a 
modern car-ferry in use on long ox- 
posed trips, and the other a ferry now 
In use across tho Gut of Canso in con- 
nection with the Intercolonial Rail- 
way. For passenger traffic and as a 
route for mails and express parcels, tho 
proposed railway on the island would 
be of very great utility. 

Concerning the part which Van- 
couver Island Is destined to play in 
tho affairs of the Empire it is im- 
possible to say more than a few 
words. Wo shall only mention tho 
greatness^ of the commercial and pol- 
itical problem which must bo worked 
out on the North Pacific ocean. it 
will bo tho greatest in tho history of 
conization. Such an Island as ours, 
forming as it does one-half, and by 
far the best half, of that part of the 
eastern shore of tho Pacific ocean 
which acknowledges the sway of Bri- 
tain, must in the natural order of 
things play a groat part In tho events 
now rapidly developing. The refer- 
ence is not to Impending political 
questions, but to the great problem 
of human progress which Is coming 
Upon the world with giant strides. If 
tho Empire is to be able to fulfill its 
groat duties In tho emergencies of the 
future this highly favored Island, so 
rich in all the essentials of national 
power, must be peopled by a strong 
Anglo-Saxon community; Jts resources 
must be turned to advantage; its 
strategic value must be fully utilized, 
and it must be connected with the 
great continental mass of the Domin- 
ion with tho most improved means of 
modern transportation. 

We close with a few practical sug- 
gestions. 

First, for the reasons set out in the 
foot-note to the map on page 2C, we 
suggest that tho Dominion govern- 
ment should forthwith authorize a re- 
connaissance survey of the country be- 
tween tho liomathco Valley and 
Loughborough Inlet: also between Tat- 
la Lake and the Yellowhead Pass in 
the most direct lino possible. 

Second that tho Provincial govern- 
ment should take into consideration 
a general railway policy designed to 
develop tho province locally and to 
bring the traffic of the Prairie Prov- 
inces to the Pacific Coast as well as 
to afford access to the markets of 
those provinces for the produce of 
Vancouver Island and other :>arts of 
tho Coast section of British Columbia. 

Third that a definite and persistent 
campaign should bo inaugurated for 
he purpose of bringing under the at- 
tention of the Dominion government 
and all the great transportation com- 
panies tho matters set out in this issue 
of the Colonist bearing upon tho sub- 
ject matter of this article. 

In order that our position may not 
bo misunderstood we add that in mak- 
ing, tho above suggestions the Colon- 
ist has no political object in mind, but 
is actuated solely by a desire to do 
what it can to promote the welfare of 
a community with whose whole history 
it has been Identified and whoso fu- 
ture progress will mean much for us 
all.

example, it is the subject of extended j 
favorable comment by the Montreal Ga- 
zette which prints an editorial sum- 
mary of the "strong and wise words" j 
in which he set forth his views of Ini- 
'perlal unity and the duties that it im- 
plies. Br. Alward recited some of the 
prophecies of tin: pessimists of pre-Cort- 
fcdcrutlon days— the men who said 
Providence clearly Intended the North- 
west for Indians and buffaloes. "Yet." 
said Br. Alward, "as fact is sometimes 
stranger than fiction, out of tills Great 
Lone hand have been carved three Hour- 1 
ishing provinces, into which are pouring 
annually hundreds of thousands of Im- 
migrants from all parts of the world, 
attracted by their marvellous fertility 
of soil. Their yield of wheat last year 
amounted to over one hundred millions | 
of bushels, or two of them, the lust 
created, it lias been siid: "But togother 
the whole Gorman ISmpire, the Republic 
of France and vour England and Scot- 
land, and you shall find place for them 
hi those two new provinces. . . . .

Hoi 
spoke hopefully of the work done by the 
Imperial Conference, and "after noting 
the advance achieved In the reaffirma- 
tion of the preferential trade resolution 
of 1902— recalled some of tho imperial- 
ly patriotic speeches of the late confer- 
ence, and closed his stirring oration by 
an appeal to that impulse to unity 
which made practicable the Empire of 
Germany, tho Australian Common wealth 
and the Dominion of our own once 
divided provinces. With such an im- 
pulse, well directed, everything is pos- 
sible." says the Gazette. 

There are many reasons to support 
those who like Dr. Alward an-' • «-':>- 
zctto regard the Imperial outlook with 
confidence and faith. Tho very tact 
that In every self-governing portion of 
the Empire unitv Is the subject of ear- 
nest attention and discission is In It- 
self a happy omen. True, the ready 
made plans of some onthuslats who aro 
Impatient at the slow but characteris- 
tically British pane at which we move 
nro not always or everywhere received 
with enthusiasm. Yet tho trend to- 
ward unity is none the less certain be- 
cause It Is the safe Bri'h'h ba'dt to 
build solidly mid only when both the 
need for building and the plan of con- 
struction are past doubting. Sometimes 
when we are told that the drift Is to- 
ward disintegration, or that the Im- 
nerial bonds :<rc already too loose to 
justify belief iii their continued 
strength, some member of the great 
family gives fresh and clear evidence of 
its love for the common flag nnd the 
doubters and separatists nro silenced. 
It Is a stout Tanillv iicul one whoso In- 
dividual members are tenacious of their, 
rights and nvlvlloeoH and self-respect, 
but say n word against the h'mRehnId 
and see how thev ctam* • — -»ttuu'.

New Westminster, July 19. — Tlio 
members o£ the National Council of 
Women who visited Now Westminster 
yesterday afternoon were royally en 
tertained by the Mayor and city coim- 
c 1 and the members of the local Coun- 
cil of Women. 

Over a hundred and fifty visitors ar 
rived on the special cars from Vancou 
vcr, and were escorted' on board tho 
steamer Beaver, and tnkon for a run 
up tho river to tho Frascr river saw- 
mills, and down to tho St. Mungo can- 
nery, both plants being in full oper- 
ation now. On returning to tho city 
tho visitors were taken to Queen's 
park, and later to tho home of Mrs. A 
J. Hill, president of tho local council, 
whero afternoon tea was served on 
tho lawn. The party returned to Van- 
couver about seven in the evening, and 
_each one expressed great pleasure with 
the visit to tho Royal City. 

Tho domestic servant difficulty has 
naturally engaged the thought of some 
of the ablest minds connected with the 
National Council of Women, and much 
good work in this regard has been 
done by affiliated societies in Eastern 
Canada. Tho subject came up at the 
morning session of the council at St. 
Andrew's church yesterday, Mrs. Skin- 
ner of Kingston, Ont., and Miss Fitz- 
gibbon of Toronto taking part in tho 
discussion, and expiating on the ob- 
stacles in tho household path on ac- 
count of the scarcity of help. The lat- 
ter lady has had much experience in 
the matter, and Is the presiding geni- 
us of the Toronto hostel for tho re- 
ception of immigrant women and chil- 
dren, of tho domestic servant order..

MRS. HEBERER'S DEATH 

Coroner's Jury Returns Verdict of Ac- 
cidental Drowning 

Vancouver, July in.— The inquest 
held at North Vancouver last evening 
to inquire into the circumstances of 
tho death of Mrs. Eliza Heberer, who 
was drowned yesterday morning at 
Capllano canyon, resulted In tho sim- 
ple verdict that the deceased had met 
her death by drowning in the Capll- 
ano river near the suspension bridge 
and the jury added a rider directing 
the municipality to take precautions 
against further accident by safeguard- 
ing dangerous places in tho river. 

There were only three witnesses 
called, the evidenco of each corrobor- 
ating the belief that death had been 
accidental. Dr. Campbell, who had 
examined tho body shortly after it had 
been taken out of the water, said that 
the case was clearly one or drowning, 
and that no marks of violence or other 
suspicious indications were present. 

Tlio evidence of W. D. Land, with 
whom Mrs. Heberer had gone to camp, 
went to show that she had gone down 
to tlio water's edge to enjoy the morn- 
ing ablutions in the stream that nro 
such a refreshing feature of camp life. 
Wlillo engaged in those she had evi- 
dently slipped from the rocks into the 
water about twenty feet in depth. Mr. 
Land's son, a small boy, who was not 
far distant, gave the alarm, and Mr 
Land had thrown a fishing rod to tho 
struggling woman, but without avail

to tho city by water, and transported 
to the tank through pipes, 

Assistant Manager Glover explained 
to the committee the coal situation, 
saying that four thousand tons was 
tlio largest guarantee the companies 
would mako for tlio coming season, 
hence tlio company was forced to. take 
other measures to ensure Its supply 
of gas. The company intended to sink 
the old gas tank for a reservoir. 

Aid. Heaps expresed fear that . the 
tank might be a source of danger in 
tho crowded district about the gas 
works. If there was an explosion, 
burning oil might spread along the 
creek and do great damage. He add- 
ed that ho considered tho sugar re- 
finery tanks a menace to industries 
along the Inlet. 

Fire Chief Carlisle said that tho class 
of oil which was used was of very 
high test, and thero would lie much 
less danger from tho proposed tank 
than from the tanks of tho Imperial 
Oil company, which contained highly 
dangerous oils. 

The desired permission was then 
granted, tlio work to be done to tho 
satisfaction of the fire chief. A rider 
was added to the effect that tho city 
was not to bo deemed responsible for 
tho effects of any damage which might 
result through accident. 



Residents within tho adjacent city 
limits were very apprehensive last 
night lest the flro would imperil their 
homes. 

Tho fire is ascribed to the careless- 
ness of berrypickcrs, who at this sea- 
son of tho year visit tho townsito In 
scores. Their omission to put out 
their camp-fires lias resulted In the 
destruction of np llttlo timbor. , 

Bush fires aro raging at many points 
throughout tho district. Fire Warden 
McKay received word this morning 
that a bush flro is raging at Eagio 
Harbor on Howe Sound, and that Val- 
uable cedar limits aro threatened. He 
at onco left for the scene, accompanied 
by a number of his deputies.

R'USh RAILWAY BUILDING. 

Guggcnlieims Give Orders That Throe 
Shifts Must Be Employed. 

Guggenheim Interests havo given 
instructions to rush work on tho con- 
struction of the Copper River & North- 
western, employing three shifts and 
working crews all night on an elec- 
trically lighted right-of-way. For the 
first time in railroad history a rail- 
road company will fight its' right-of- 
way by electricity and keep grading 
and construction crews at work all 
night. 

An electric light plant is being con- 
structed nt Katalla, power being gen- 
erated from a small stream ' with a 
fifty-foot fall that empties into the 
Copper river near the new Alaska 
town. Ono thousand horsepower will 
bo generated, and this will be suffi- 
cient to light tho town of Katalla and 
Illuminate the right-of-way where 
grading and construction crews will bo 
employed. Another electric power 
plant will bc built at Aborcrombio 
Rapids, fifty miles above Katalla, and 
either from this plant or the ono at 
Katalla power will be generated to 
operate the machine-shops of tho Cop- 
per River & Northern and all other 
plants owned by the Guggenheim in- 
terests. 

Telegraphic orders have been given 
by Now York officials of the company 
to rush steel rails north as fast as 
they can bo carried by specially char- 
tered boats. Nino cars filled with 
railroad-building materials aro n'ow 
on their way to Seattle from St. Paul, 
and will bo sent north as soon as pos- 
sible. 

It Isi planned by Chief. Engineer 
Hawkins to make a thorough inspec- 
tion of the railroad routes to the Ber- 
ing Lake coal and oil fields and to 
the big copper belt where the Guggen- 
heim millions aro invested. He will 
probably postpone for somo months a 
proposed trip Into tho Yukon river 
country, following the proposed route 
of the lino to Fairbanks and Eagle. 

With tho instructions to put on 
threo crews of men is a peremptory 
order that tho Copper River and Nor- 
thern must bo built as far as Abor- 
crombio Rapids by fall. Tills necessi- 
tates nlghtwork. Electric transmis- 
sion wires are to be strung along tho 
right-of-way, and three powerful elec- 
tric headlights will bo sent north to 
light up tho district In which the men 
aro- now working. As fast as the con- 
struction crews can bo pushed for- 
ward other electric headlights will be 
sent north to illuminate tlio work. 
Cleaning, grading and- tracking are to 
bo carried on both day and night.

It transpires, however, that tho dead 
nurse had been in somewhat poor 
health for the two months prior to her 
death and this in conjunction with a 
disposition naturally inclined to mel- 
ancholia may have induced her to take 
her life. Why sho should have chosen

was tho cause, when as a nurse she 
had the comparatively painless method 
lent by the. hypodermic syringe at her 
disposal Increases the mystery. 

Additional details gathered by tho 
Colonist prove that the dend woman 
was a native of Bodmin, Cornwall. 
Upon her arrival here sho boarded 
with Mrs. Knight, Pandora street, and 
was a regular attendant of St. Bar- 
nabas' Anglican church. For some 
time, since becoming interested In the 
speculations of the spiritualists she had 
discontinued attendi'ng church ser- 
vices, and about tho same time her 
natural melancholia deepened. She 
evinced considerable distaste for com- 
pany, and on several occasions when 
cases offered sho refused them for no 
apparent reason, 

Tho police are still engaged upon the 



That the city dispose of its wet sew- 
age by hauling it out to sea by scow 
will bo the substance of a recommen- 
dation by tho streets, bridges and 
sewers committee at Monday evening's 
session of tho city council. The ques- 
tion lias become an acute one. When 
tlie property owners of the city turned 
down the proposition to erect an in- 
cinerator for tho sanitary disposal of 
garbage It left the council in an awk- 
ward dilemma. Practically tho only 
method left Is the one proposed. "In 
most cities of tho size of Victoria tho 
Incineration of tho garbage has been 
found to bo tho cheapest and best sys- 
tem of disposal," remarked one of the 
aldermen in commenting upon the mat- 
ter. "In many cases it practically I 
pays for itself. But since the action 1 
of the property owners in turning | 
down tho bylaw, there has boon 
other course of action than tho one 
which the streets, bridges and sow- 
ers committee will recommend, that 
of carrying tho barbage out to sea 
and dumping it there." 

If tho recommendation is adopted 
it will necessitate calling for tenders 
for the disposal in tills manner. The 
successful tenderer will have to suj: 
ply a scow which may remain at some 
point for tho reception of wet sow- 
ago and a tug which will bo required 
every other day or so to convey tho 
scow to sea. 

Tho city has a scow of its own 
which at a, pinch "might be utilized, 
but to put it Into a state of repair 
would cost in tho neighborhood of 
$1,000. 

The streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee will also recommend that a 
surface drain nn Fernwood road com- 
plained of at the last meeting of the 
cc«uncll bo repaired. 

Tho committee decided at their 
meeting 011 Friday evening last to call 
a meeting of the property owners 011 
Vancouver street to consider the prob- 
lem of straightening that thorough- 
faro between Broughton street and 
Beacon Hill park. There Is an agi- 
tation looking to the undertaking of 
this work afoot and if there is a ma- 
jority of the property owners In favor 
of tho proposal the matter will prob- 
ably bo undertaken by the city. It 
will Involve tho expropriation nf a 
strip of land on the west aide of the 
street. 

The action of the majority of the 
board of license commissioners with 
regard to tho new license regulation 
bylaw will again coino up for discus- 
sion It will bo remembered thnViho 
matter was merely shelved last .{Sk'i- 
day evening and by no means "set- 
tled.

, . FINANCING HILL LINES 

Proposed Readjustment of the Three 
Roads in Final Stages 

New York, July lfl. — The proposal 
for a readjustment of the relations ex- 
isting between t ho three Hill lines, the 
Northern Pacific, the Great Northern 
and the Burlington, has readied such 
a stage that it was stated on excellent 
authority today that in all probability 
steps In this direction will probably 
be taken before the end of thls,'year. 

•What is proposed, according to well- 
informed predictions,' Is the purchase 
by the Great Northern of the Northern 
Pacific equity in the Burlington, the 
distribution. of a $20 cash dividend to 
the Northern Pacific stockholders, and 
such, arrangement with the -'holders of 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific ' and 
Burlington collateral trust, bonds as 
will permit, the ' distribution of the 
Burlington stock to the Great Northern 
stockholders, with provision for' the 
guaranteeing of the Great Northern 
dividends by the Burlington road. 
Details Not Defined 

Tho details of the plan were not 
very clearly defined In today's reports 
and it Is recognized that many legal 
and other, difficulties will have to be 
overcome to carry such a plan into ef- 
fect. Tho purchase of the Northern 
Pacific requlty in the Burlington has 
been discussed on several occasion 
over a period of two years or more, and 
at one time Hill Interests were under- 
stood to be practically prepared to an- 
nounce the plan. The matter went 
over, however, and it Is only recently, 
It is said, that it has been again taken 
up for serious consideration, the plan 
being now . amplified to include the 
eventual •distribution of Burlington 
stock. ' ' 

Earnings Have Increased 

Since the Burlington was acquired 
by the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific in 1901, the road's earnings 
have increased at a rapid rate, and 
each year a large surplus over divi- 
dends has been earned and expended 
In the Improvement of the property. 

The forthcoming annual report, it is 
stated, will show that the expense ac- 
counts are now beginning to lie re- 
lieved of some of the heavy expendi- 
tures for improvements, and as a re- 
sult the road's earnings are expected 
to show from this time on even larger

Aylesworth, Paterson, Lemieux and 
Brodeur, Premier Gouin and Turgeon. 

At the close of the meeting Sir Wil- 
frid was escorted to the government 
steamer Frontenac, in which a trip will 
he made to Three Rivers and Mon- 
treal. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier on rising was 
greeted with loud and prolonged cheers 
He was evidently laboring under con- 
siderable emotion as he faced his old 
friends from Quebec Rust, and indeed 
the whole province. His voice at first 
was weak but gradually li,c warmed to 
his task and soon bis words rang out 
in tones that were familiar to his 
friends in years gone by. 

"I could not" be said, "try to ex- 
press to you emotions which 1 feel 
at tin: sympathetic reception you have 
given mi' tonight. 1 am no longer 
young. It is many years since I first 
came to Quebec East and since then 
I have seen many manifestations both 
in Canada and In London, the heart of 
the empire, but never have I seen such 
a demonstration as that of tonight 
(cheers.) 

"What can I say to you? If Can- 
ada was dear to me when I felt for 
England, it Is a hundred times dearer 
tonight. That is no vain sentiment. 
Every Canadian returning from a visit 
to the old countries of Eurpoe must 
fcel.lt." 

"Canada is one of the young nations 
of the world and It most attracts the 
attention of civilized Europe. 

At 'the conference I , took the ground 
that the giving of preference was a 
matter for the British people them- 
selves, but wo would not allow them to 
interfere with our policy, nor do we 
wish to impose our opinions upon 
them. 

"The 'All ' Red' would mean the 
great development of the whole of 
Canada. 

"I have been long in the public ser- 
vice but before 1 go there are two 
things I would like to finish, tho Que- 
bec, bridge and the national transcon- 
tinental railway.

London Times, July 4.— A dinner 
was given-last night by the Merchant 
Taylors' Company. The Master, Mr. 
Coles Child,, presided, and among 
•those present wore Lord Curzon, the 
Maharajah of Alwar, Lord St. Aldwyn, 
Mr. C. S. Gordon Clark (Master Elect) 
and- Mr. Edward Nash Uhe Clerk). 
Before the dinner Lord Curzon was 
admitted to the honorary freedom ot 
the company!, Mr. Balfour was pre- 
sent at the ceremony, but left imme- 
diately afterwards for the House of 
Commons. 

The loyal toasts have been duly 
honored, 

Tho Master proposed "The Worship- 
ful' Company of Merchant Taylors, 
root and branch, 'and may it nourish 
for ever." He referred to the educa- 
tional and other work done by the 
company- in the past year, and inci- 
dentally mentioned that a' tablet was 
about to be erected In the school to 
the memory of Lord Clive, who was a 
"Merchant Taylors', boy." That even- 
ing they had elected Lord Curzon, 
who had made a great name in India, 
an honorary freeman of their com- 
pany (cheers), and they felt that in 
doing so they were carrying out. the 
great traditions of the company." Ho 
then handed to Lord Curzon an old 
Indian casket of tortolseshell and 
ivory containing the documents relat- 
ing to his presentation, and"\cour)led 
his name with the toast. 

Lord Curzon, who was warmly re- 
ceived on rising to respond, after ac- 
knowledging the honor which had 
been conferred upon him by the com- 
pany, alluded to the master's refer- 
ence to the tablet which was about 
to be erected in their school to the. 
memory of Lord Cllce, and remarked 
that he had himself been engaged re- 
cently in a parallel attempt to honor 
that great man. He did not think 
that anything was needed to justify 
the policy of commemorating great 
men; it had been a coy.mon Instinct 
of mankind in all times and in all 
countries. Of course, it might bo said 
that a man's work was his truest 
monument, and that in that work lay 
the only true immortality. If that 
wcro the case, did any ninn ever live 
who had so noble a monument as 
Lord Clive? His monument was an 
empire of 300,000,000— an empire 
which was the greatest achievement, 
not of warfare — because we did not 
win the greater part of India by the 
sword— but of tho science of civil 
government and civil administration 
Which the history of the world could 
show. But Clive returned from India 
to this country to bo persecuted, in- 
sulted, and reviled. Warren Hastings 
who rendered, if possible, still greater 
services to England than qiive, re- 
turned home, and the best intellects 
devoted themselves for years to com- 
pass his ruin. A little later Lord 
Wellesley, on his return from India 
to England, only narrcf.Iy escaped 
the ignominy 'of a pji-bj/S poseeutlon; 
and 50 years afterwards Lord Dal- 



prlnces and chiefs would, throw, their 
forces on the side of rapine and dis- 
order. Tho British Crown was not a 
foreign institution, but tho accredited 
centre and seat of authority in that 
country. (Cheers.) It was to them a 
guarantee of their rights and liber- 
ties, and it was the symbol, which 
they intensely valued, of good govern- 
ment and order. Further, the best 
men In India — the nobility and gen- 
try, and the most (thoughtful class of 
tl\e population — we're all'on the side of 
good government and ' good order. 
They know that our government alone 
I stood between good government in 

I India and that chaos from which wo 
rescued it (cheers), and they were too 
good patriots to acquiesce in the ruin 
of their country. All tho possible 
sources- of discontent in/ India were, 
however, being exploited by the agi- 
tator, and attempts had even been 
made to get at the loyalty of tho na- 
tive troops, although entirely without 
success, as he was informed. (Cheers.) 
The movement was also fomented to 
a degree which those present would 
scarcely believe to be possible by tho 
ineautiousness of a small knot of Eng- 
lishmen — men who were little Itnown 
here, but who were taken by their 
dupes in India to be representatives 
of public, opinion In this country. He 
was convinced that the English peo- 
ple would never commit the great sin 
of abandoning their work in India. 
(Cheers.) And he thought that pub- 
lic opinion In this country was also 
unanimous on this point — that when- 
over- discontent broke out Into y. disor- 
der we always supported whatever 
government might bo in power. There 
was no such thing as party among us 
in the face of a great national emer- 
gency. (Cheers.) 

Other toasts followed.

It is near- 
ly half a mile long and will accommo- 
date the largest vessels afloat, so 
that they can turn and leave the dock 
stern first without disturbing other 
vessels which are also docked.

tlie Calgary Albertan. Mr. Moseley, 
who Is In his ninetieth year, was born 
on March 5th, IS IS, In Muddy Little 
York, what is now the city of Toronto 
one year and three months before tho 
birth of the late Queen Victoria. 

Ho relates many Interesting anec- 
dotes In regard to the early history 
of that part of Ontario, and was ac- 
tively engaged in tho rebellion of 
18IS7 on the loyalist side. 

He was a personal friend - of Wil- 
liam Lyon Mackenzie up to the time 
of tile rebellion, and tried to dissuade 
him from the course which ho took 
to bring about tho reforms which he 
advocated. 

Mr.- Mosoley was the first man to 
bring the news to the garrison at 
York that there was going to bo arm- 
ed resistance against tho then exist- 
ing order of things. 

Ho Is an ardent Sir John A. Ma'cf 
donold Conservative, nnd hopes to live 
to cast another vote and see the parly 
restored to power. 

Ho Is hale and hearty, and his mind 
Is clear in talking over the old days 
when the history of old Upper Canada 
wns In the making. He Intends to 
spend tho/ remainder of his days In 
Calgary, with which he Is delighted, 
with hJs son. '

Out of that 250,000,000, in 
all probability, had not the slightest 
idea of the remaining 50,000,000 a large 
proportion did not In the smallest de- 
gree share such sentiments. The great 
mass of the population of India were 
peasants engaged' in the cultivation of 
the soli; their wants were not poli- 
tical, but material. What wo had to 
give them was a just and liberal, a 
pure and patient administration. 
(Cheers.) So long as we did that 
there was not the slightest fear of 
their being found on the side of re- 
bellion, unless — which, God forbid! — 
some great wave of racial feeling 
should be aroused which would ' de- 
stroy the balance of their reason and 
sweep them Into tho cause of disor- 
der. He could not conceive of any 
situation arising in India, hmvevc>-

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Adjourned Annual Meeting of British Columbia Football 
Association, at Which Cup Tie Rules Are Rejected by 
Island Clubs— Mainland Clubs Will Try Them. 



A compromise was effected at the 
adjourned annual meeting of the Bri- 
tish Columbia Football Association 
held last evening- at the olliee of J. G. 
Brown at the post oriice whereby the 
threatened split to the association 
ranks between the Island and Main- 1 
: .-land;-'cUt,U6. -was •avfcrted'. .•~Thcr--obJec- 
tionaolc amendment passed at the last 
meeting converting tne competition for 
the British Columbia championship 
into a cup tie system patterns after 
the English cup competition was re- 
scinded and another one adopted 
whereby the cup tie system will be 
tried by the mainland clubs and the 
old league system will be retained by 
the Island clubs, for the next season, 
after which a uniform set of rules 
will be adopted by the association, 
based on the experiences of next sea- 
son. 

Last night's meeting was a stormy 
one and several times it looked as 
though the threatened split would 
eventuate. Both sides persisted in 
their stand, the Mainland to have the 
cup tie system and the Island to re- 
tain the league method and it was 
only after much vocal exertion on the 
part of the various delegates that the 
compromise solution of the trouble 
was reached. B. F. Armstrong of 
Vancouver, president of the associa- 
tion, was not present, and T. J. Ma- 
honey of New Westminster, vice-presi- 
dent, occupied the chair. The dele- 
gates present were: 

.Mainland Association — D. McCallum, 
W. Ellis, W. Riske, F. McColl. 

Island Association — R. Morrison, A. 
Morrison, A. Micklo, J. G. Brown. 

Mr Brown introduced the subject of 
the rules by moving that the amend- 
ments passed at the last meeting be 
reconsidered. Bis motion was second- 
ed by Mr. Bills, who acted as secre- 
tary Mr. Brown read the resolution 
passed bv the Island Association the 
previous week objecting to the cup tic 
system. The motion to reconsider the 
amendment carried and an open dis- 
cussion followed in which all the dele- 
gates took part. 

The ease for the Island was pre- 
sented by Mr. Brown, who stated that 
after the fullest and freest discussion 
of the point in question, there was a 
decided opinion that the rules were 
entirely against the good of the game. 
The clubs were unalterably opposed to 
the principle of the thing and under 
circumstances he felt it 'necessary to 
introduce the following motion: 

"That no change be made in the 
constitution or bylaws for this year 
and committee be appointed consisting 
of delegates from the Mainland and 
Island Association be appointed to 
make observations as to the defects if 
any in the present rules and report 
with suggestions to a meeting to bo 
called for this purpose." 

Mr. Mickie seconded the motion, but 
k never came to a vote. Tho Main- 
land delegates could not see any merit 
In it. Mr. Ellis stated that as far as 
he could see it was simply a return to 
the old -style. He and his fellow dele- 
gates from the Mainland wanted to see 
a medium struck, but they could not 
see one in this action. Mr. McCallum 
said he did not want to upt anything 
down anybody's throat, but the Main- 
land clubs wanted this change. Under 
the old system they did- 'not derive 
any benefit from the B. C. Association 
and the prospect of cup games would 
give them a chance to recoup ex- 
penses. Mr. Klske claimed that the 
cup tio system was the only one to 
develop the game in the Kootenays and 
the other outlying sections of tho pro- 

V T h°6 discussion, went along with no 
change in the attitude of the delegates 
until finally Mr. Fills proposed that 
the Mainland clubs play the cup tio 
svstem and the Island clubs play any 
old way they liked so as to give the 
new system a trial. This opened up a 
new line of argument, which ended In 
Mr Brown withdrawing his motion in 
support of a motion from Mr. Ellis. 

Thereupon a motion was carried 
that "the former motion realterhig the 
constitution which was passed at the 



last meeting be rescinded" and the 
following motion proposed by Mr. 
Bills and seconded by Mr. Brown was 
put to the meeting, f 

"That the British Columbia cham- 
pionship be played under the follow- 
ing -rules.— the -Mainland - clubs'- be sal- 
lowed to play their division under the 
cup tie rules and the Island clubs play 
theirs under- the present system, the 
finals to be played under league; rules, 
and that a committee be appointed to 
follow the two systems and report at 
the next annual meeting." 

The motion carried unanimously, 
and tho danger of a split had passed. 

A motion was passed raising the ago 
limit in the junior series from 16 to 18 
years and another 1 one was carried 
making the annual fee $10 from tho 
subsidiary associations. The advisl- 
blllty of forming a referee's association 
was discussed, but no action taken. 
The North Ward juniors of this city 
wore formally declared junior cham- 
pions of the association. Notice was 
received from F. J. Wall, London, 
England, that affiliation of the British 
Columbia Association with the Eng- 
lish Football Association had been 
granted. A resolution was passed cen- 
suring the secretary, Colin Campbell of 
Vancouver, for his dilatory methods in 
turning over the money for the prizes 
for the champion teams, a sum of $112 
In all. 

The erection of officers then 'took 
place. Last year tho officers were 
from the Mainland, and this year it is 
the Island's turn to hold the positions. 
The election resulted as follows:

Extra Japanese Steamer Passes up to 
Seattle — Admiral Yamamoto to 
Sail on Tango 



B. M. S. Empress of China is due 
from Hong Kong and Oriental ports 
via Yokoliaiia, which port she left 
July 11. The Empress of China is 
bringing a largo contingent of Chinese 
among her passengers, there being 51) 5 
steerage passengers, most of whom 
aro celestials. For Victoria the 
steamer has 125 Chinese and thero are 
250 for Vancouver, others being tick- 
eted to Puget Sound, San Francisco 
and overland points as far removed as 
Demorera and Havana. Thero are 
about 100 saloon passengers, most of 
them booked through to the home 
country. The cargo Includes a large 
shipment of silk, valued, it is said, 
at over tlireo million dollars. There 
Is a full freight, 035 tons in all, al- 
though the Empresses do not carry 
much freight, their agents have the 
pick of the cargoes offering, and take 
only tho best, that is, silk, opium, ci- 
gars, etc. Thero is 50 tons of her 
cargo for Victoria consignees, mostly 
Chineso merchandise from Plong Kong 
Tho Moyoro Maru, the steamer char 
tercd from the naval department of 
Japan by the Nippon Yuscn Kaisha to 
make an extra voyage to Seattle, ar- 
rived Inward last night and proceeded 
to Seattle without calling hero. E. R. 
Stephen, local ageut here, has 
been advised to book freight 
■ for tho vessel's outward voyage, and 
a call will be made at Victoria if suf 
flcient cargo offers, but not otherwise. 
Tho Aki Maru, tho next regular 
steamer of this lino expected here, Is 
scheduled to arrive on Tuesday, when 
the Tango 3Iaru will leave port on her 
outward voyago to Yokohama and the 
ports of the Ear East between that 
place and Hong Kong. .Tho Aki Maru 
is bringir. g 309 steerage passengers, 
mostly Japanese, and about 250 tons of 
general freight for this port. 

The Tango Maru, when she arrives 
hero from Seattlo on Tuesday about 
noon, will havo some distinguished 
Japanese passengers on board,' Includ- 
ing Admira' Yamamoto Gombci and 
party, who accompanied Prlnco Fu- 
shiml to England and remained longer 
abroad than did tho prince. Tho Jap- 
anese, admiral, now on his way across 
Canada by the C. P. B., will not come 
to Vancouver, the intention being to 
branch off at Mission Junction for 
Seattle, whore tho party will embark 
on tho Tango Maru, which is the larg- 
est and best of tho Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha fleet. 

Admiral Yamamoto, who was created 
a baron In 1002, was born in 1S52 in 
Satsuma, and is ono of the pioneer 
graduates of 'the naval academy of 
Japan, which ho left in 1S77, and five 
years later became a lieutenant of the 
Japaneso navy. In 1S&G lie was pro- 
moted to the rank of captain and com- 
manded thes cruiser Takao, Taka- 
chlho and somo other vessels, before 
his service afloat camo to an end and 
ho was transferred to the naval office, 
first as personal secretary to tho min- 
ister of tho navy, and afterwards as 
director of a naval bureau, a position 
to which ho was promoted. Ho bc- 
camo vice-minister in 1S00, when he 
was promoted to rear-admiral and was 
minister of tho navy from 1898 to 
January of last year. He Js a mem- 
ber of the imperial military council of 
Japan and with Generals Yamagata, 
Kodama and Oyama was at tho head 
of military operations during tho war 
with Russia. 

Tho Tango Maru will also havo a 
largo cargo, being filled, and the 
Trcrnont, which has been docked at 
Bremerton for inspection by prospec- 
tive buyers, has also been booked to 
carry a full outward freight cargo. 

Tho Moana, of the Canadian-Aus- 
tralian line, after spending the night 
at tho outer dock, proceeded yester- 
day morning on her way to Sydney, 
via Honolulu, Suva and Brisbane. The 
Manuka, tho next steamer of the 
Canadian-Australian lino expected 
■here, is bringing a largo complement 
of passengers. She is duo at Hono- 
lulu on Tuesday and Is expected to 
roach Victoria on tho following Tues- 
day. She has 2GS passengers on board, 
89 in tho saloon. 84 second class and 
95 steerage. Of her passengers 101 
of all classes, half steerage, aro bound 
to San Francisco. 



Gate. Tho San Francisco Call says: 
Tho slovenly done at the New- 
port News shipbuilding yard, over 
which a big lawsuit is probable, is not 
the only trouble with the Santa. Maria. 
Tho vessel leaks to such an extent 
that to keep It ufloat great pumps aro 
constantly at work. A stream of water 
as big around as a man's body pours 
steadily over tho tanker's side. Many 
of tho rivets holding the outside plates 
together are loose. Tho wooden plugs 
doing service as rivets In tho bulk- 
heads filled two sacks and three may 
be yet found. 

In a sea, say those who rounded 
the Horn on the Santa Maria, tho hull 
worked like a basket and tho pumps 
were kept constantly in commission. 
When tho vessel reached this port tho 
cargo was In an awful condition and 
it is because of the damage to tills 
cargo that tho lawsuit probably will 
be instituted. The cargo was -stowed 
in the oil tanks that had been built at 
Newport News. Loose rivets in the 
hull plates admitted tho ocean freely 
but those on board folt safo because of 
l>io fine new watertight bulkheads, 
partly filled with cargo. The wooden 
rivets, however,, allowed part of tho 
ocean to enter the bulkheads. 

"When oil was put Into these tanks 
It leaked out whore the water had 
leaked in, and when the survey of tho 
steamer was made the surveyors waded 
waist deep in liquid fuel as they made 
their way through tho bilges. 

Many changes are to bo made in tho 
Internal structure of the oil ship and 
great rivets properly driven homo will 
take the place of tho half rivets, wood- 
en plugs and wedges that have served 
to hold the structure together. "When 
the Santa Maria leaves tho Union Iron 
Works it will bo a good ship. Until 
that result shall havo havo been 
achieved tho government inspectors 
will not allow the vessel to leave.

IS INTERFERED WITH 



Plantation Owners Sought to 
Have Steamer Prevented 
From Taking Japanese 



Tho steamer Kumeric, which is 
bringing 1,177 Japaneso from Hono- 
lulu and is over a week late, being ex- 
pected to arrlvo about Tuesday next, 
was retarded considerably by tho ac- 
tions of those interested in tho Ha- 
waiian pantations, according to ad- 
vices received yesterday from Hono- 
lulu. The steamer was held from day 
to day by various pretexts, and finally 
when tho vessel got away tho plant- 
ers began to criticize the collector of 
customs, E. B. Stackable, bocauso of 
an omission which made it possible 
for tho Kumeric to carry tho Japan- 
ese from the islands. Tho criticism of 
Mr. Stackable is because of his fail- 
ure while acting as immigration re- 
cruiting agent of the immigration 
commission, to havo inserted in his 
charter agreement for the Kumeric a 
clauso prohibiting her from taking 
Japanese or other passengers from 
the islands. Stackablo claims to havo 
had a verbal agreement with the own- 
ers or agents of the vessel when lie 
chartered her in London but appar- 
ently this agreement is not recognized 
by the master of the ship or her local 
agents. Nothing to prohibit tho vqssel 
taking away Japaneso passengers ap- 
pears, it is said, in tho contract. Tho 
predicament of the plantation interests 
In consea.uenco of this oversight or ne- 
glect is far from satisfactory to them. 
The Kumeric arrived with about 1,200 
Portuguese, many of them women and 
children, and she has departed with 
1,200 Japanese, the majority of them 
able-bodied laborers. The plantation 
owners instead of getting additional 
labor by importing the Portuguese 
from Madeira secured only a change 
of Portugueso for Japanese. 



ONE VESSEL IS UNIQUE TYPE 



Everett G. Griggs Only Craft of Her 
Rig in the World's Shipping, 
Hails from Victoria 



Victoria as a shipping port has 
several distinctions. Tho largest 
steamers on the Canadian shipping 
registers havo their home port here, 
the only six-masted barkentino in tho 
world's shipping, tho largest iron 
bark and the world's largest fleet of 
schooners engaged In pelagic scaling, 
ail have Victoria as their home port 
and tho name "Victoria, B. C," painted 
on their hulls. 

Tho steamers Bessie Dollar and 
Hazel Dollar, four masted steam 
freighters of the most modern type, 
have tho office of their owning com- 
pany on Wharf street There, too, 
is tho office of the British bark Lord 
Temploton, now on her way from 
San Francisco to Sydney, Australia, 
and the office of the ships Dunbritton, 
and numerous others. The office of 
the Antiopo company is there, too, but 
the Antione is gone, having, like the 
steamer M. S. Dollar, another of tho 
locally registered craft, passed as a 
prize of war to the Japanese guard- 
ships that patrolled the eastern seas 
during the recent war. 

Tho British barkentine Everett G. 
Griggs, which Is operated from tho 
company's oflces on Bastion street, Is 
tho only one of her class in all tho 
seven seas. The Everett G. Griggs 
was formerly the German ship Colum- 
bia, which was dismasted a low years 
ago off tho west coast of Vancouver 
Island when on her way from Kobe 
to Royal Hooads. When her master, 
Captain Schwarting, had given u] 
hope and had thrown messages in bnt 
ties into tho sea to tell thoso who 
found them of his fate, the Norwegian 
tcamor Norman Isles picked up tho 
derelict and towed her to Esquimau 
where she was sold and converted 
into a largo barge, renamed the Lord 
Wolseley and registered at this port. 
Ultimately tho rig was changed 
that of a six-masted barkentine, the 
only one afloat. 

Of the sealing fleet, somo of the 
schooners are well known. Ono, the 
schooner Cased, was the vessel in 
which the late Robert Louis Steven 
son made his notable Soutli Sea 
cruises, concerning which he wroto in 
tho books which bear that title. Tho 
schooner Vera, now hunting off Cop- 
per Islands, where also is tho Casco, 
was formerly tho notorious smuggler 
Halycon, owned by tho coast opium 
ring.

"Several days ago the news camo 
from Vancouver that there was strong 
sentiment against tho Japaneso com- 
ing there. It -was announced that 
strict quarantino regulations would be 
enforced agjalnst the Japanese, and 
they would, moreover, bo required to 
show that they possessed at least $25 
before they would bo permitted ' to 
land. 

"The street in front of Chilling- 
worth's office has been packed for sev- 
eral days" with Japanese seeking to 
secure tickets to depart. Only those 
able to pass tho physical examination 
and to show at least $25 in cash are 
allowed to purchaso transportation. 

"Tho Kumorlc will not get away be- 
foro the middlo of tho week. The 
Territorial authorities will, it Is said, 
take a final crack at tho Japanese 
There will bo collectors from tho Tax 
assessor's office on hand to demand 
the payment of $5 personal tax from 
every Japaneso. If tho Pap is unable 
to show a receipt for 3uch tax, his bag- 
gago will bo seized. It is anticipated 
that this final attempt to hold up the 
Japanese will meet with resistance 
and a row will ensue. 

"Tho result of the experiment of 
sending Japaneso in such wholesale 
numbers to British Columbia Is being 
watched with keen Interest here. Offi- 
cial advices to the Japanese Consul 
havo boon against tho Japanese going 
to that country.'

She is one. of several 
British steamships chartered to bring 
coal to this port. It Is assumed that 
the largo quantity of coal engaged to 
be brought here within the next few 
months is a part of the same pro- 
gramme of preparedness for military 
and naval operations that Is bringing 
150,000 tons of coal from the Atlantic 
seaboard to Pacific coast points.

In 'a shipping review for the half 
year just ended John White, tho well 
known London shipping merchant, 
says: "During the past two years this 
market has been advancing, and trade 
in all 'parts of tho world has exceeded 
all previous records. This enormous 
trade has only been possible by the 
means of transit supplied by ship- 
ping, but it- is unfortunately tho fact 
that shipping has boon tho industry 
that lias least benclited by this activ- 
ity. This practical lesson ought to' im- 
press itself upon shipowners, who ap- 
pear to have been slow to realize the 
fact that over supply 'of tonnage and 
want of cohesion in fixing freights 
havo prevented their reaping the bene- 
fit they should have derived from tho 
great volume 'of tratlo that has been 
passing. 

The year commenced with ship- 
builders better employed than they are 
to-day, thero have been few orders 
given during tho past six months for 
ordinary cargo steamers. Tho high 
price of material causes builders to 
require prices on contracts that owners 
of cargo steamers cannot follow. It 
will take long to approach equalizing 
supply and demand in tonnage, but the 
cessation of orders is all In the right 
direction. Tho contracts 'of the half- 
year have been mostly for regular lin- 
ers, specialties such as oil carriers and 
important orders from foreign liner 
owners. The liner is now encroaching 
so much into tho tramp steamer's 
trade, by taking cargo from several 
ports to more than one port of dis- 
charge, that tho addition of such ton- 
nage cannot now bo viowed In the 
same light as In tho past, but is be- 
coming a serious competitor in market 
freights. Prices of ready steamers, 
new and second-hand, arc practically 
tho samo as at the end of last year. 
Tho poor rates of freight current, In- 
creased cost of coal, high wages 
seamen and of labor discourage buyers 
and make sales more difficult. Steel 
ship plates arc now £7 10s. per ton, 
which was the price at the end of last 
year, although in January a little more 
was demanded. Probably the market 
Is a little firmer today than it was in 
December last. The high price does 
not arise from shipbuilding orders, 
but from tho demand from abroad, es- 
pecially America, and also at home 'for 
raw material In consequence of the ac 
live trade In railway and building 
plant. 

Combinations continue to extend 
amongst shipbuilding and Bhlpowning 
concerns. The combining of interest 
of Messrs. Borland and Wolff, Limit- 
ed, of Belfast, and Messrs. John Brown 
& Co., Limited, of Clydebank & Shef- 
field, etc., etc., will doubtless bo com- 
prehensive of every feature of complete 
shipbuilding, cither of 'merchant ships 
or armored warships. In Bhlpowning, 
combinations have been made by own- 
ers of British llnor tonnage, and the 
samo has been adopted amongst Ger- 
man companies and by American 
companies principally engaged in local 
services. 

Since the commencement of tho year 
the freight war between British com- 
panies and a German company trading 
with India has terminated. During 
the half year a shipping conference be- 
tween the representatives of tho Unit- 
ed Kingdom, Australia and Now Zea- 
land has been ' hold in London, and, so 
far as can be .lodged, docs not appear 
to havo resulted In any arrangement 
that will make the colonial trade more 
attractive Ho British shipowners. At 
this conference one of the colonial re- 
presentatives and our chancellor of tho 
exchequer ..suggested the removing or 
tho reducing of .Inez canal dues 'to be 
an object worth aiming at. This ques- 
tion should certainly be aimed at very 
straight, tho duos being 'such a heavy 
burden.

CRAB STOPPED LINER 

Crustacean in Valve Causes Much' 
Trouble on Gorman Steamer 

Capt. Bock, of tho Gorman steam- 
ship Brewster, which arrived at New 
York a few days ugo from Santa Ma- 
rlta and Port Antonio, with 24,000 
bunches of bananas, is convinced that 
a hard-shelled erub can mako as much 
troublo in tho dlgostlvo tract of a 
steamer's condensing and propelling 
processes as it can In tho stomach of 
a human being. 

Ono little crab put tho Brewster's 
englno out of business for twolvo 
hours on July 6. 

Tho fruiter was doing well . on the 
way from Jamaica, rolling off her fif- 
teen lenots an hour by tho patent log, 
anil tho bananas were holding firm of 
fiber, nicely 'mellowing In tho congen- 
ial atmosphere of the ventilated and 
refrigerated holds, and everything 
looked promising for a rush trip, when 
suddenly tho motivo works of the 
Brewster mutinied and thero was noth- 
ing doing. 

Tho triple-expansion condensing en- 
gines, of GOO horse power, stopped 
business. Chief Engineer Dubbing 
studied his machinery systematically, 
beginning logically with the injector. 

Ho had not proceeded far in his in- 
vestigation before ho discovered a tiny 
bluo crustacean, which had worked its 
passage in sidowlso through the sea- 
cock until it had become wedged in the 
valve In the injection pipe, tucked away 
as snug as a bug In a rug, was the. 
causo of tho wholo ship's machinery 
being out of whack. 

Within tho delicately poised me- 
chanism tho crab had become so firm- 
ly and at tho same time harmlessly 
stuck that it was a question how to 
extract it. 

Curiously tho ship, partaking of the 
crab's own idiosyncrasies, would 
backward or sidewise, but not a fathom 
forward. The cylinders acted silly, 
the cranks were moro cranky, the ec 
ccntrics moro eccentric, tho stuffing 
box more stuffy, tho crossliead crosser 
and tho exhaust pipe got more ex 
nausea the longer Duhring puzzled 
over tho problem. 

Meantime tho bananas were mellow 
ing and Captain Bock was In I 
fidget. 

if they removed tho valve wrongly 
tho sea would rush in and flood the 
bilges. 

By gentlo manipulation and cold 
mathematics tho crab, after twelve 
hours' labor, was removed from Its 
embarrassing situation and turned over 
to one of tho water tenders, who ate 
it, thus concluding tho further possi- 
bility of its holding up commcrco on 
the high seas and hoisting the price of 
bananas.

■ Calcary, July IS. — (Special 
Pondencb;)— The lirst session 
first irrigation convention ever 
Canada opened yesterday in the Elks' 
"all in the city of Calgary. The con- 
vention was not only notable as being 
the first convention of its kind held in 
Canada, but as to t'ne number of 
delegates from every part of western 
Canada in attendance and the num- 
ber of prominent public men who sig- 
nified their interest in the question by 
coming long distances to take part in 
the proceedings. 

Saskatchewan was represented by 
His Honor Lieut.-CJov. A. E. Forget, 
who olllpially opened the convention; 
British Columbia was represented by 
Hon. p. j, Fulton, provincial secretary 
and minister of education; Hon. W. H. 
Cashing, minister of public works, re- 
presented the Alberta government. 

The proceedings of tho convention 
were opened by C.'W. Peterson, tem- 
porary chairman, who welcomed Un- 
delegates to the convention and re- 
ferred to the unavoidable absence' of 
Mr. J. S. Dennis, who was the founder 
of the system of irrigation In the dis- 
trict. 

Tho secretary, J. S. Wheeler, read 
tho official call for the convention, 
j Mr. C. AV. Peterson introduced His 
I Honor Lieut. -Gov. Forget of Sas- 
katchewan to officially open the Con- 
j volition, which ills honor did In a 
■graceful speech. He referred , to the 
I pleasure he had experienced In driv- 
ing around the city and noticing the 
great building activity which was go- 
ing on. He knew very little of Irri- 
gation, but he had come to learn. It 
is not enough to establish a system 
but we must get people to use It. He 
congratulated the people of Calgary 
on building up such a magnificent city 
by their own endeavor, without any 
government assistance. He considered 
Calgary the best city in the west. 

Hon. W. H. Cushing made a brief 
address, extending to the members of 
the convention the welcome of the 
government of Alberta. Although it 
did not come directly under the pur- 
view of the provincial government the 
question was one In which every resi- 
dent of southern Alberta was 'deeply 
interested. Mayor Cameron of Calgary 
then extended the welcome of the city 
to tin; visiting delegates. Horace 
Greeley of Saskatchewan then made a 
few remarks, and said that although 
times in his district they needed irri- 
gation they had to depend, on the 
clouds, which could not be regulated 

The chairman then read letters of 
regret at inability to attend from Hon 
AValter Scott, premier of Saskatche- 
wan; Lieut.-fiov. Bulyea, Hon. Frank 
Oliver, Hon. P. L. Borden. 

Election of Officers. 
The election of officers was then 
proceeded with, when the following 
were elected: President, R. B. Ben- 
nett; vice-president, Hon. F. J. Fulton, 
K. C; secretary. J. R. Wheeler, who 
made an eloquent speech, giving a re- 
view of the history of irrigation as it 
affected the prosperity of the countries 
in which it has beep applied. He 
said that the first idea of supplying 
the system In Canada was when Hon. 
T. M, Daly was minister of the Interior 
and under his successors it had been 
brought to be a practical and feasible 
system. The irrigation laws of Can- 
ada were the best In the world. In 
the first place all the water is vested 
in the crown, the same as the min- 
erals. 

Three requisites are necessary in 
any irrigation system. 1. To find out 
how miich water is in a stream. ". 
What quantity is necessary to irri- 
gate one acre for one year. L>. How 
to conserve the water where there is 
not an abundant supply. These were 
the essential questions tb be consider- 
ed in any system of irrigation. 
Irrigation in India. 
At the afternoon session a paper 
was read by C. A. Fleming, C. E., on 
"The Development of Irrigation in 
India," in which lie showed the bene- 
fits of irrigation In the Punjab, the 
western part of what was formerly an 
arid district. At the conclusion of his 
paper a number of questions were 
asked In regard to the rates charged 
when it was shown that the irrigation 
ditches were constructed by the gov- 
ernment and were under government 
control. 

C. W. Peterson then read a paper 
on "The Industrial Development Fol- 
lowing in the Wake of Irrigation." 
The Agricultural College. 

The following resolution was then 
submitted to the meeting for consid- 
eration: "That this convention em- 
phatically places Itself on record in 
favor of tho policy of having the Pro- 
vincial Agricultural college for Alberta 
located In a district where irrigation 
by gravity may be practised." 

Prof. W. H. Fairfield, superintendent 
of the Dominion experimental farm 
at Lelhbridgc, spoke strongly in favor 
of the resolution. He said' that the 
tendency in the United States is to 
make the agricultural college a .part 
of the university. As a rule, where 
tho arts course was given precedence 
the brightest men gave their attention 
lo the arts course in preference to 
agriculture. The best men in the ag- 
ricultural colleges of the United States 
were from the Ontario agricultural 
college at Guelph. 

Tho chairman stated that the great 
complaint against the Guelph agri- 
cultural college was that It was edu- 
cating theoretical and not practical 
farmers. An agricultural college in 
Alberta should be established in a dis- 
trict where tho students could learn 
the value of artificial water as ap- 
plied to land which In certain seasons 
and at certain periods In those sea- 
sons might not require it. 

Mr. Cross, as a. graduate, of the 
Guelph agricultural college, stated that 
tho education received there was al- 
together theoretical, and he did not 
consider that such a college in Alberta 
should bo affiliated with the univers- 
ity. 

Mr. Woolfson said that 1 both an arts 
university .and an agricultural college 
hail a separate function to perform 
and should bo separate and distinct, 
it would be better to have the latter 
in an irrigated district. 

Evening Session. 

The evening session was principally 
taken up with a discussion of the irri- 
gation problems In British Columbia 
and a resolution was passed as Col- 
lows; "Whereas the federal govern- 
ment owns a large extent of territory 
in British Columbia, Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan, and that there aro enor- 
mous areas capable of development by 
the installation of irrigation works 
Which are beyond the reach of private 
enterprise. 

Therefore, be It resolved that this

Brussels, July IP. — The fight for a 
throne, a kingdom and a fortune is not 
confined merely to the imagination of 
novelists who are always writing about 
those fictitious countries "back of the 
Balkans." 

At the present moment there is a 
claimant to the Grand Duchy of Lux- 
embourg in the person of Count Mer- 
onberg, and the story which is likely 
lo be unfolded when his rights are 
fully gone into by the parliament of 
that state promises to outrival in point 
of interest even the most delightful 
novel from the romantic pen of the 
author of "The Prisoner of Zenda" and 
"Rupert of Hentzau." 

The claimant to its grand ducal 
throne is Count Jlcrenberg, brother of 
Countess Torby, wifo of Grand Duke 
Michael of Russia. The enfeebled 
state of this reigning grand duke's 
health, and the fact thnt lie has six 
daughters but no son, has raised the 
question of succession. 

Bacis of tho Claim. 
Count Merenberg claims to be the 
last living male descendant of Wm. of 
Nassau, Prince of Orange, who after- 
ward became William 111. of England, 
and he has asserted his rights to the 
grand ducal throne. His claim is op- 
posed on tile ground of his alleged 
morganatic descent, and by virtue of 
Article No, 42 of the family records of 
17SU, which provides that in tho event 
of failure of the male line the throne 
shall pass to the female line. 

An attempt is being made to secure 
the accession of the present grand 
duke's eldest daughter. On hearing 
of tills Connf Merenberg telegraphed a 
strong protest against this proceeding, 
which he characterized as unlawful. 
He at once obtained the opinions of 
leading authorities on (be continent, 
and was encouraged to proceed with 
his claim. 

Ever since the unsuccessful attempt 
during the lifetime or the Grand Duke 
William of the Netherlands to change 
the succession law the story of tho 
Luxembourg crown has been one of 
surprise. 

Willi the accession of the late Grand 
Duke Adolph il was thought that the 
question of succession would not crop 
up again. The marriage of tho pres- 
ent grand duke was supposed to settle 
it for all time. 

Lawyers old Claim Good. 
The issue of the recent Lippe caso, 
and the decision then arrived at by the 
members of tho Empiro Court, has led 
cuch distinguished lawyers as Dr. Lib- 
erstelri, of Berlin; Professor Frlsh, of 
Bale, and Professor Haenels, of Kiel, 
to the conclusion that Count Meren- 
berg is justified in making his claim. 

Directly t ho chamber of deputies in 
Luxembourg received Count Meren- 
berg's protest they postponed their de- 
cision as 'to the new regency law, 
Which would ho required to secure the 
succession of the grand duke's eldest 



daughter, until the various judgments 
presented havo been fully examined 
and considered. 

The Luxembourg chamber of depu- 
ties having been informed of Count 
Merenberg's claim to the throne, have 
decided to go to fully into the ques- 
question and an historic legal' light is 
in prospect. 

An Insult and an Apolooy. 

Baron Lyberg, the minister of fi- 
nance, wrote to the count the follow- 
ing extraordinary letter: 

"I warn you that as you have de- 
clared war to us, wo shall use every 
weapon in our power to thwart you. 
In doing so matters most detrimental 
tj you and. your family honor might 
come to light." 

Tho count's immediate reply to this 
insulting letter was to send two sec- 
onds challenging Baron Lyberg to a 
duel, unless he apologized in the terms 
dictated by Count Merenberg himself. 

The terms of the apology were as 
follows: 

"I pologize to Count Merenberg for 
my letter, and regret having attacked 
his or his family's honor, and beg his 
pardon for doing so." 

This apology was - signed by Baron 
Lyberg. 

In 1814 Luxembourg became a grand 
duchy under the king of the Nether- 
lands, when it included Belgian Lux- 
embourg, but it was dismembered by 
the revolution of 18^0, and in 1839 di- 
vided between Belgium and the Neth- 
erlands. In 1867 the grand duchy was 
declared neutral territory by tho treaty 
of London, it has belonged, however, 
since 1842 to tho German Customs 
Union.

II GBIMETE SUCCESS 

Some Difficulties Have Been 
Found in Working Out 
in Australia 



Melbourne, July 20.— Compulsory in- 
dustrial arbitration has received some 
rudo knocks lately at its birthplace In 
the Antipodes. A few weeks ago the 
slaughtermen in New Zealand which 
was beginning to pride itself upon 
being a land without strikes struck 
for an increase of wages and obtain- 
ed it in utter defiance of the State 
Arbitration court and In Now South 
Wales where the career of the Arbi- 
tration act has from tho first been 
moro than a littlo stormy the coal 
lumpers of Sydney havo committed 
even a. moro flagrant breach of tho 
law. When Mr. B. R. Wise, tho father 
of tho act, had just piloted It through 
tho state parliament, ho declared that 
•'if such a measure fall in New South 
Wales it is safe to say that none hav- 
ing tho samo object cansucceod else- 
where." It is only necessary to relate 
a few incidents In tho history of tho 
"coal lumpers" strike to show how 
complete tho falluro In Now South 
Wales has been. A number of tho 
lumpers whoso work consists in tho 
coaling of ships demanded better con- 
ditions of labor, appealed to tho arbi- 
tration court and went on strlko until 
tho matter was settled. Non union 
men had to bo employed to carry on 
tho work In tho meantime, and the 
arbitration court In giving its judg- 
ment entirely In favor of the coal- 
lumpers recommended tho admission 
of theso men to tho union. Tho union- 
ists declined point blank to admit 
even a single outsider, and ono of the 
rejected men brought his case before 
the arbitration court. An ordor was 
at once made for admission, but tho 
union refused to obey It. 

Tho next move was tho cancellation 
by tho court of tho regulation requir- 
ing employers to engage union men 
when possible In preference to non- 
unionists. Tho effectiveness of this 
step was heavily discounted by tho

difficulty of finding any unemployed 
who were equal to tho task; and as 
tho lumpers who had returned to work 
had continued to set the orders of the 
Judge at defiance tho court next can- 
celled the registration of tho union 
and so deprived it of legal status un- 
der tho arbitration act. Tho men made 
new demands on the employers, re- 
fusing to finish coaling vessels al- 
ready In the port and once more came 
out on a strike. Tho coal lumpers 
though sometimes out on strlko and 
sometimes disposed to work arc: 
nevertheless disposed to engineer a 
general maritime and coal mining 
strike throughout all Australia. 

The Premier 

Mr. Carruthers, Premier of New 
Sou tii Wales, has been speaking his 
mind upon the subject of Common- 
wealth capital. Sydney has by ago 
and size an undoubted right to bo re- 
garded as tho first city of tho Com- 
monwealth but mutual jealousies pre- 
vented the adoption either of that city 
or of Melbourne as the capital of fed- 
erated Australia and after two or 
tlireo years of inspection and debate 
it was decided by tho Federal Parlia- 
ment to build a new capital at Dal- 
gety In New Soutli Wales, rather tliun 
elevate unduly any of tlie existing 
towns. Meanwhile Sydney, which has 
never looked upon the .Dalgety scheme 
with favor, la getting anxious about 
tho temporary prominence that ac- 
crues to Melbourne through tho tem- 
porary location there of the Common- 
wealth offices and Parliament and in 
a recent speech Mr. Carruthers went 
so far as to hint at secession from 
tho Federation as a way of settling 
tho matter. Ho declared that tho 
state was being practically belittled 
In: the eyes of the world, for through 
tho action of tho Federal Government 
tho British public heard less and less 
about New South Wales and Sydney 
and moro about Victoria and Mel- 
bourne. "There aro two ways," tho 
Australian Premier went on, "to get 
rid Dl' the burning trouble between 
(ho Stale and Hie Commonwealth; 
New Sou tii Wales can accept tho ul- 
timatum Of the Federal Government 
Which states that it has selected Dul- 
gety, or wo, shall liavo to bo solid in 
saying that wo aro going to end tho 
situation in another way; and there 
is another way to end it. There will 
lie no mistake about it. If New South 
Wales Is united thcro Is no compact 
written on paper that can tlo ua to 
tho chariot-wheels of Fcderatlsm. 
What I desire to do Is to glvo tho 
peoplo nn opportunity to say at tho 
ballot box whether thoy are content- 
ed to accept tho ultimatum of tho 
Federal Government that tho Federal 
capital is to bo at Dalgety. If they 
say thoy wish it to bo altered I am 
prepared to take action that will get 
it altered,"

Tho Blame 

Following this declaration of Mr. 
Carruthers, Sir John Forrest, acting 
prime minister of tho Commonwealth,, 
said that tho delay in carrying out tho 
Dalgety scheme after all of tho Initial 
difficulties had been overcomo was 
entirely duo to the opposition of New 
South Wales. "It was never intend- 
ed," ho added, "and it certainly was 
never suggested until Mr. Carruthers 
came into offico that the New South 
Wales Government should dictato to 
the Federal Parliament where tho 
seat of government should he. AVlicn 
tho premiers agreed on .Mr. Hold's ur- 
gent appeal that tho capital should bo 
in Now South Wales it was never 
suggested by any ono that tho action 
since taken by tho New South Wales 
Government was possible. Tho Com- 
monwealth Parliament has decided in 
favor of Dalgety and until that deci- 
sion has been annulled it is impossi- 
ble for the Federal Government, to 
take any action in regard to tho sub- 
stitution of any other slto. With re- 
gard to the threat of secession I can 
hardly think that the peoplo of Aus- 
tralia or tho peoplo of Now South 
Wales havo any deslro to look back- 
ward. Our aspirations and ambitions 
aro in tho directions of cmpiro and 
not .parochialism. I do not believe 
that tho peoplo of any state even If 
they wero suffering some temporary 
disabilities would attempt to clog the 
wheels of progress." 

As matters stand at present Dal- 
gety shows no symptoms of its pros- 
pective greatness though thoro havo 
been for It predictions worthy of some 
of tho boom towns and town site wars 
that many years ago distinguished 
the western half of tho United States. 
But just at present It is a postal and 
money order township, with telephone 
exchange, 200 miles south of Sydney, 
situated on the Snowy river, on tho 
road from Cooma to Gippsland, Coun- 
ty Wallace. Tho route from Sydney 
Is rail to Cooma station, thenco thirty- 
two miles by coacli three times each 
week. It lias a court house, pollco 
barracks, two hotels, two stores, An- 
glican and Roman Catholic churches 
and a public school. Thoro aro 30, 000 
acres of good agricultural land In tho 
district principally utilized for wheat- 
growing and grazing. Tho population 
of tho town and tho vicinity is about 
300.

Splendid Edifice Reared by Roman 
Catholics of This City 

(Communicated.) 
It is not generally known that the 
'Catholic church was represented, In 
•what now constitutes the archdiocese 
of Victoria, by a church building and 
tho presence of two or more priests 
as far back as the year 1783. Accord- 
ing to ull authentic records and the 
traditions of the natives,, tho Span- 
iards visited Nootka 'Sound as early as 
1771, four years before Captain Cook 
entered that harbor in his famous 
ship, tho Resolution. Tho Spaniards 
had on board their ship two friars, 
Father Crospi and Father Ponia, who 
were thus, beyond a doubt, the first 
clergymen that visited our shores. On 
tho 24th of Juno, 1789, tho Spaniard* 
again arrived at Nootka and took 
possession of the place in the name of 
tho government which they represent- 
ed. A fort was erected and a church 
. was built for tho accommodation of 
tho white settlers and of the natives; 
and two friars ministered to their 
spiritual wants. Thus again, as in 
many other instances In the history of 
the world, tho Catholic missionaries 
wero first to enter into this new and 
Uncivilized region to work for tho con- 
version of the aborigines. 

As for Victoria itself, the first priest 
to set foot on our shores was tho Rev. 
Father Bolduc, who accompanied Mr. 
James Douglas when he came across 
the Sound on the steamer Beaver to 
select and locate for tho Hudson's Bay 
company tho site for its fort, Camo- 
sun. However, tho first official record 
■which 'we have in tho archives of tho 
dlocesQ is that of a baptism on the 
8th of June, 1S49, by the Rev. Father 
Rompfrlt, O.M.I., Although the arch- 
diocese of Victoria was created a dio- 
cese bv apostolic briefs in 1847, and 
tho Rt. Rev. Modesto Demers, for 
many years a missionary in the vast 
territory of Oregon, was consecrated 
first bishop of Vancouver Island on 
November 30, of tho same year, it was 
not until the year 1852 that the right 
rev. bishop arrived, and took posses- 
sion of his episcopal see, at Victoria. 
"Whon tho newly appointed bishop was 
consecrated, he found himself at tho 
head of a diocese immense in its di- 
mensions, comprising the whole of the 
present extensive province of British 
Columbia and tho vast territory of 
Alaska, then known as Russian Am- 
erica. 

Ho found himself devoid of priests, 
of funds and of tho essential requi- 
sites for the due celebration of divine 
service. From Oregon he undertook a 
journey to Europe, there to enlist the 
practical sympathy of his well-dis- 
posed co-religionists, and to Instill In- 
to the hearts of young levitcs a will- 
ingness to come and share with him 
tho arduous duties of a missionary in 
a. new and uncultivated Held: Bishop 
Demers' efforts wero not in yaln. He 
succeeded In securing the services of 
some young priests, and sent them on 
to Victoria an occasion presented It- 
self. He also received the assurance 
of tho Faith, In Paris, ot annual finan- 
cial assistance In the onerous work 
that had been laid upon his shoul- 
ders, and ho was supplied with 
tho necessary outfits for tho proper 
celebration of holy mass, among the 
penerous contributors being the Count 
of Chambord, tho representative of the 
Bourbon dynasty in its monarchical 
claim to tho throne of France. 

Having thus successfully carried out 
tho objects of his journey to Europo, 
Bishop Demers set out in one of the 
Hudson's Bay company's sailing ves- 
sels on a long and tedious voyage, by 
way of Cape Horn, to Victoria, where 
lie landed In 1S52, in company with 
Father Eootcns, who afterwards be- 
came vicar apostolic of Idaho, and 
who, having resigned on account of 
continued ill-health, resided for many 
years In Victoria, the scene of his first 
sacerdotal labors, and died hero Jan- 
uary 13th, 1898. 

Upon his arrival in Victoria, Bishop 
Demers took up his residence, with 
his clergy, In a small frame cottage on 
Humboldt street. In this holy mass 
was celebrated for many years; the 
white congregation consisting chiefly 
of French-Canadians, who were in tho 
employ of the Hudson's Bay com- | 
pany. His lordship did not tarry to i 
provide education for the little ones, 
under his care, and to him belongs the | 
Jionor of having, founded the first 
school that was established in Vic- j 
tc.rla; thus again exploding that oft- 
repoated calumny that the Catholic j 
church keeps its members in ignor- | 
ance and illiteracy. He secured tho 
services of two brothers of the con- 
gregation of the Holy Viator, brothers 
Joseph Midland and Gedeon Thlbau- 
deau who wero the first to conduct a 
regular school within tho conilnes of 
British Columbia— a small school' at 
•first, but which developed Into the 
present St. Mary's college on Pandora 
avenue. Brother Michand, besides be- 
ing a successful teacher, was also a 
skilled architect and a very handy 
man with tools, and to his untiring 
efforts wo owe the first cathedral of 
Victoria. It was situated on Hum- 
boldt street, and up to 1884 It shel- 
tered within its walls the Catholic 
congregations that assembled thoro to 
worship their God. 

Tho building was a gem of artlzan- 
Bhlp, the carvings being made by the 
cleft hands of the designer himself. 
This relic; of the early days has been 
carefully preserved, and now does ser- 
vice as chapel in St. Anne's academy. 
Within its hallowed precincts many 
historical events have- been enacted, 
such as tho consecration of tho Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Louis D'Herboncz, first 
vicar apostolic of tho Mainland, in 
1SG3; of Bishop Seghers in 1873, and 
of Bishop BrondeV in IS"!), and the or- 
dination to the priesthood of several 
priests, among whom may be mention- 
ed Rev. Father Michaud, C.S.V., the 
cosigner and builder of tho cathedral, 
and Father McGuicken, O.M.I., a pio- 
neer priest well and favorably known 
all over tho Mainland. Tho cathedral 
was finished and consecrated to tho 
sorvico of God on November 30, 1858, 
under the patronage of the Apostle 
St. Andrew, whoso feast is celebrated 
on that day. It was also tho eleventh 
anniversary of tho consecration of 
Bishop Demers. 

In order to provide for tho education 
of young girls, Bishop Demers secured 
somo 'Sistors of St. Anno from their 
mother houso at Eachlnc, Que. They 
arrived in Victoria In 185S, and took 
up their abodo tol a small' frame struc- 
ture that Is still standing on South 
Park street, Tho classes wero given 
• IS a building that occupied a site in 
roar of tho old Masonic templo, 
Which has but latoly been pulled 





down to make room for D. Spencer's 
addition to his already vast s^ore. 
Rater a brick building for 'the sisters 
was erected on View street, and still 
rater, the first part of the present 
academy was built on Humboldt street. 
As time advanced, and the able work 
of the devoted sisters was more and 
more appreciated, it became neces- 
sary to make further additions to tho 
academy, until it grew to Us present 
largo proportions, which would bo a 
credit, to a city twico the slzo of Vic- 
toria. 

Bishop Demers did not confine his 
work to Victoria; ho established mis- 
sions among the Indians in Esqulmalt 
and at Fort Rupert, in charge of tho 
Oblato Fathers, and v in Cowichan, 
where tho Rev. Father Rondeault was 
stationed. To Bishop Demers also be- 
longs tho credit of having published, 
in 1S5G, the first newspaper that ever 
saw the light of day in Victoria. Its 
existence, however, was short-lived. It 
Is worthy of remark here, that whon 
two years later, Mr. Do Cosmos gave 
birth to the British Colonist, ho print- 
ed tho first and many succeeding num- 
bers of his paper on the typo and tho 
antiquated hand-press that Bishop 
Demers had brought from France. On 
July 2S, 1S71, good Bishop Demers, "a 
courtly and godly man, of gentle de- 
meanor and blameless life," as D. W. 
Biggins says in his "Mystic Spring," 
died, and he was succeeded by Father 
Charles John Seghors, who had ar- 
rived into the diocese in 1863. 

Bishop Seghers, with that Indomit- 
able energy for which he was so well 
known, set to work at once and began 
the building of St. Joseph's hospital. 
He was generously assisted In his un- 
dertaking by pecuniary assistance on! 
the part of the people of Victoria,' ridn- 
Catholics as well as Catholics. Upon' 
its completion tho sisters of St. Ann 
were placed In charge as nurses. That 
the choice was a wise one Is evidenced 
from the extensions that were required 
to be made from time to time in or- 
der to accommodate the over Increas- 
ing demand for admission. At present 
an addition is under construction 
which will make of St. Joseph's hos- 
pital one of tho finest institutions of 
its kind on tho whole Pacific coast, 
second to none in its equipment for 
the treatment and comfort, of its in- 
mates. Although St. Joseph's hospital 
Is in charge of a Catholic community, 
it is not in a strict sense denomina- 
tional, for persons of. all denominations 
or of no denomination at all are ad- 
mitted Without Interference with their 
religions convictions: and clergymen 
of all churches have free access to tho 
patients whom they choose to visit. 

Bishop Seghers, during his adminis- 
tration, established missions at 
Saahlch, in Nanaimo and at Hesquolt 
ana Oliiat on the west coast of Van- 
couver Island; also at Fort Wrancol. 
in Alaska, which was then yet under 
the jurisdiction of the Bishop of Van- 
couver Island. In 1S77-1R7S he made 
an extended trip to Alaska, visiting the 
various tribes around and on the Yu- 
kon river, returning from St. Michaels 
via San b'ranclsco, where he learned of 
his appointment as coadjutor to the 
aged Archbishop Blanchet of Oregon. 
He was loath to leave his poor diocese, 




which ho lovod' so well; but 
was compelled to submit to 
the will of the Holy Father. 
In the month of Juno, 1879, he left for 
Portland, and Wns succeeded by Father 
John Baotist Brondel, of Stellacoom, 
Wash., who was consecrated Bishop of 
A r ancouver Island on the 14th of De- 
cember, 1879, 

Bishop Brondel, during his short ad- 
ministration of tho diocese established 
one more mission on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. He made a visit 
to Homo and shortly after his return 
was appointed to Helena in Montana, 
Whither lie went early In 18S3. Up to 
this time the growth ot Catholicity in 
Victoria, at least as far as the white 
population whs concerned, was but 
slow, yet It kept pace with the growth 
or the town Itself, which, not taking 
account of the temporary largo influx 
of population at tho time of the gold 
excitement on Fraser river, was only 
a very small community until it re- 
ceived an impetus as tho building of 
the C. P .R. was Hearing our western 
shores. Then tho city of Victoria be- 
gan to take rapid strides, and It was 
soon realized that tho cathedral on 
Humboldt street was Inadequate to 
accommodate tho steadily Increasing 
number of Catholics who came to wor- 
ship there. It was necessary to pro- 
vide at onco a larger and more cen- 
trally located building, and, pending 
tho arrival of Archbishop Seghers, 
who, upon his,- insistent appeal, had 
been re-appointed by tho sovereign 
Pontiff lo his former see of Vancou- 
ver Island, a temporary pro-cathedral 
was' built on the church property on 
View street, largo enugh to provide 
seating accommodation for some years 
(o come. This building, which is now 
I he institute hall, was occupied as a 
ird.-catHedra! from tho summer of 1884 
int'il October, 1S92, when St. An- 
Irew's congregation moved into the 
irescnt stately cathedral. 

Archbishop Seghers returned to us 
>n tho 1st of April, 1SS5, and was rc- 
elved by his former parishioners with 
the warmest demonstrations of joy and 
ofippiness. The first work which he 
indertook, shortVy after his arrival, 
.vas' tho building of a commodious 
residence for his clergy. The old 
house was dilapidated and unhealthy, 
and With the funds on hand, which ho 
had mostly collected in Europe, ho 
erected tho magnificent structure that 
graces Yates street. He visited all 
the missions ot the diocese, and ap- 
pointed ft resident priest in Juneau, 
nnd another one in Sitka'. In the 
Slimmer of lSSfi, accompanied by two 
priests, ho started on that fateful 
Jd'u'rney. into Alaska where ho was 
murdered bv a man named Fuller. 
Great was the grief and consternation 
In Victoria when the sad news was 
brought to tho city,, for Archbishop 
Seghers was beloved by Protestants 
und Catholics alike. 

At tho unanimous request of the 
clergy of the diocese, tho Holy Father 
appointed to the see of Vancouver Is- 
land the Rev. John Nicholas Bemmens, 
who was consecrated August 5th, 1SS3. 
Bishop Bemmens, having been for 
many years a zealous missionary on 
the island, was fully aware of the 
needs of tho diocese, and as lie ob- 
tained a reinforcement of priests, ho 
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stationed one at Wellington and ono 
at Comox. As the congregation of 
the pro-cathedral continued steadily to 
increase It was found necessary to 
erect a permanent cathedral. Bishop 
Bemmens took a trip to tho province 
of Quebec, there to study tho designs 
of the best church edifices. On his re- 
turn ho brought with him tho plans of 
tho present structure that stands on 
tho corner of View and Blanchard 
strets, a structure of which Victoria is 
justly proud, and which is a lasting 
monument to tho energetic efforts of 
Bishop Bemmens. After tho death of 
Bishop Bemmons, which occurred on 
the 10th of August, 1897, the Rev, 
Father Christie was appointed as his 
successor. His stay with us was but 
of short duration, for having arrived 
in Victoria in August, 1898, ho was ap- 
pointed to the archi-episcopal boo of 
Oregon in 1899; yet, during the brief 
period of BifJhop Christie's residence 
In Victoria he endeared himself great- 
ly to tho cathedral congregation, and 
succeeded in establishing an industrial 
school for Indian children on tho west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

It was In 1900, when Archbishop 
Orth commenced the administration of 
the archdiocese of Victoria. Tho 
Catholic church has since then con- 
tinued to keep pace with tho develop- 
ments of its environs. With tho re- 
cent increase in population on tho is- 
lands, it became necessary for the 
church to reinforce its band of mis- 
sionaries. There are now 22 mission- 
aries in the archdiocese attending to 
the spiritual wants of Catholics with- 
in Hh jurisdiction. Besides these, there 
are 00 sisters employed as auxiliaries 
in church work, 50 of them are mem- 
bers of tho St. Ann's Sisterhood, under 
tho superintendence of Mother Mary 
Angel Guardian, and 6 of them are 
members of tho Sisterhood of St. 
Benedict, whose mother house is at 
Mount Angel, Oregon. These sisters 
are at present conducting one acad- 
emy, two orphanages and five primary 
and industrial schools. In addition to 
these church institutions there arc six: 
parochial schools managed and taught 
by tho local priests, assisted by lay 
teachers. Fourteen churches have a 
resident priest and about thirty sta- 
tions are regularly visited by district 
missionaries. It is fondly anticipated 
bv the church authorities that, In no 
distant future, tho Catholics living in 
tho most isolated localities will enjoy 
at least an occasional visit from a 
priest. 

FRUIT POSSIBILITIES. 

All Kinds Grown With Great Sue- 
cess in Victoria and Vicinity. 

Undoubtedly the finest product ofl 
the fruit gardens of Victoria and Van- 
couver Island Is tho strawberry. In 
size, firmness, flavor and prolific 
yield nothing better could be desired. 
Tho market is an increasing one, tho 
pralrlo provinces being already largo 
purchasers of Island berries, and as 
population grows tho demand will be 
greater. It is Interesting to note that 
from year to year a greater number 
of strawberry gardens yield a second 
crop. As yet it Is not as large, but it 
is assuming somo commercial value- 
Second crop berries, fiat Is, thoso 
ripening in the early part of October 
from fields that have already yielded 
one crop, are now seen in tho market 
every year They have ceased to bo a 
subject of "remark-, and there seems to 
bo foundation for tho opinion that a 
variety Is being developed which may 
bo counted upon to yield two crops 
yearly as a regular thing. Other ber- 
ries cultivated are the raspberry and 
the blackberry. A new variety, 
known as the logan berry, produced by 
crossing the raspberry and the black- 
berry, Is becoming common. Wild 
blackberries are exceedingly prolific, 
and aro among the best of small 
fruits. Of tho larger fruits, the applo 
is naturally tho king. Tho quality, 
when suitable varieties are selected for 
tho orchard, is excellent, tho flesh be- 
ing firm and tho flavor good, although 
as a rule they aro not very high- 
colored. Excellent as aro tho majority 
of the apples now grown, it is evident 
that better results may be expected, as 
orchard Ists succeed In developing var- 
ieties best adapted to the soil arid 
climate. The same is also true of 
pears, which alio wonderfully prolific. 
Peaches do well in certain localities, 
but can hardly bo looked upon as of 
commercial importance as a fruit 
crop. Prunes and plums give tho best 
possible results both as to quality and 
quantity. Of recent years consider- 
able attention has been paid to grape 
growing, with results that promlso 
very well for tho future. 

There is, perhaps, no line of cultiva- 
tion which is more attractive and 
gives better results than fruit grow- 
ing on Vnncouver Inland. A largo 
amount of acreage is not required to 
yield a good living. Ten acres aro 
ample, nnd the owner can not only 
raiso a bountiful crop of berries and 
fruit, but ho can keep a cow or two 
and a horse, and grow sufficient vege- 
tables for tho use of his family. Dur- 
ing tho fruit season ho will bo kept 
pretty busy, at least ho ought to bo, 
If ho wants to realize tho best re- 
sults, but the labor in not hard and Is 
of an interesting kind. During a good 
part of tho year he will have little to 
do except look after his few animals 
and keep his placo in order. For 
everything ho raises ho will find a 
good market, and If he chooses to 
keep fowls, ho will bo able to dispose 
of his eggs and chickens at remunera- 
tive prices. 

Tho southern end of tho Inland, tha£ 
Is tho part lying south and south- 
east of a lino connecting Sooko and; 
Saanlch Inlets, contains approximate- 
ly 100,000 acres, very much tho larger 
part of which can bo advantageously 
employed for fruit culture, It Is In 
this part of tho Island that Vlctorlaj 
and Esquimau arc situated, and whore; 
by far tho greater part of tho popula- 
tion is centred. Of tho area above; 
mentioned the greater part Is yet un- 
improved nnd can bo purchased at rea- 
sonable prices. Tho district Is re- 
markably well provided with highway, 
roads. In tho neighborhood of Nan- 
aimo,' Badysmith and Cumberland, 
coal mining towns, are extensive areas 
of tho samo class, possessing the ad- 
vantages of a convenient markot, re- 
gular and efnclont transportation facu- 
lties and good schools, Duncans and 
Comox, tho Courtonay and Albornl 
valleys, and other places that could 
bo named havo tholr special advan- 
tages and attractions, and in all of: 
them a settlor can readily locate him- 
nolf on cxccllont land at a moderate) 
outlay. 
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Panabaras is a small village stuck 
right away in the jungle of the Cen- 
tral Provinces, 100 miles as the crow 
flie3 from any line oC rail and only 
visited periodically by any white man. 
The country round about it Is all 
jungle, save for patches of cultivation 
around tho small villages, and dotted 
hero and thero are hills with fantastic 
shaped rocks piled upon them. I had 
obtained two months leave not many 
hot weathers ago, writes a correspon- 
dent, and after some long inarches and 
indifferent sport I happened to meet 
tho deputy commissioner on his an- 
nual trek. 

Ho informed me that in the coun- 
try around Panabaras many com- 
plaints had reached him of some tigers 
which had done a lot of damage there, 
both to men and cattle. During the 
previous rains many men had been 
carried off while cutting wood in the 
jungle. Threo days afterward I found 
myself at this small village near a 
dried up river bed, and there I pitched 
my camp. 

Besides my servants and two Sikhs 
from my regiment I had with mo two 
very experienced shikaris — one a pen- 
sioner from tho Indian cavalry, who 
had been In at the death of scores of 
tigers in tho good old days when bags 
of twelve or more were common in one 
hot weather shoot. My other shikari 
was a Bhii called Kamagee, a typical 
jungle man, who lived all his life in 
tho jungle, and only came with the 
'sahib log' on shikar trips; ho was 
beautifully built, as hard as nails and 
a wonderfully fine tracker after big 
game; in fact, he was one of - the 
finest - shikaris. I have met. The next 
day we obtained all tho available in- 
formation from tho villagers, 
• Tho tiger lived very often on a hill 
covered with rocks about one mile and 
a half from tho village. The villagers 
never dared to go on this hill, as ho 
had killed two men there and the place 
was haunted. He had lived off and 
on in these parts for years and had 
killed many head of cattle, but very 
rarely returned to his kill. He was 
very often seen in company with an- 
other tiger or tigress; but one had 
been shot the year before, and in a 
somewhat peculiar fashion. All na- 
tives in common in India have a won- 
derful knack of exaggerating tilings 
and seem to possess in a marked de- 
gree 'tho liar's love of detail,' which 
is apt to lead astray tho uninitiated; 
but this story was corroborated after- 
ward by tho man who took part in it. 

During tho rains the year before the 
local policemen had some work in this 
part of the jungle and found out that 
tho road passing by tho hill which I 
have mentioned before was not being 
used, and on inquiry was told that two 
tigers, as soon as they hoard carts 
coming along the road, would hide by 
the roadside, and while one stopped 
the carts In front the other would 
spring on tho nearest bullock, and 
drag It. away. The policeman persuad- 
ed them to send a row of carts to be 
driven along tho road again and fol- 
lowed behind the last cart with his 
orderly and rifle. They had no sooner 
got near the hill than the carts were 
stopped, the cartman fled and tho po- 
liceman, on running to the front, saw 
a large tiger about to spring on the 
nearest bllock. He bowled It over, and 
the carts continued their journey. So 
one of tho tigers had been killed and 
the other remained for me to try con- 
clusions with. 

The next day wo visited the hill 
where ho was .supposed to live and ex- 
plored the country around for water. 
This was very scarce, only very small 
holes remaining in the nullahs. The 
hill was covered with big rocks, and 
these formed in places commodious 
caves, in which were positive signs 
that tho tiger was accustomed to lie 
up in some of them; in some were 
bones of all sizes, and in one a skele- 
ton, whether of a monkey or man it 
is hard to say. Families of bears must 
have visited the place at times, as 
their marks were evident everywhere; 
but when our friend was in residence 
they were probably conspicuous by 
their absence. That evening we tied 
up three helas (young buffalo) around 
the hill and awaited developments. 
The next morning, not too early, we 
were on our way to the hill. On 
riving at a quarter of a mile from the 
first hcla we halted. Kamagee strip- 
ped himself of most of his clothes and 
crept forward. He was soon up a tree 
like a monkey and peering about. No 
kill. The hela was loosened and 
taken off to have a drink, and on we 



went to the next. No. 2 was left tin- 
touched. 

On approaching tho third Kamagee 
mado a sign, and wo knew thero had 
been a kill. This was near the road, 
so wo knew the tiger was not likely 
to be near. The animal was entirely 
covered up with grass and leaves, and 
only a little of It eaten. Some tigers 
are in tho habit of doing this so as to 
keep tho vultures off, and I Invariably 
find that when this has been done and 
they are not disturbed, they return to 
tho kill the next night. We found the 
tiger's tracks leading right away 
from tho hill and determined to beat a 
small nullah about a mile- off, where 
there was some water. After sitting in 
a tree moro than an hour, boiled by 
tho sun and tormented by eye 'files, 
the beat was blank; no signs of tho 
tiger. I lay under a tree till fivo 
o'clock and sent for some food from 
my camp and determined to sit up 
and watch tho whole night. 

By six o'clock my retainers had van- 
ished, tho sun was getting low, and I 
was sitting on a charpol in my tree, 
with a cushion behind me, a chagul of 
water hanging over a bough, a few 
biscuits in my pockets and my rule 
by my side. The atmosphere was 
somewhat redolent of hela and the 
mosquitoes wero beginning their at- 
tacks, when suddenly I heard a step 
on the dried leaves behind me. I held 
my breath and clutched my rifle; tho 
sounds came nearer and nearer; • • 

* * it was only a peacock. From 
the noise he made he might have been 
an elephant. Darkness fell over the 
jungle, and thero was no moon, so I 
determined to try to sleep. It was 
useless firing in tho dark if the tiger 
did come; I could not see tho sights; 
but I might get a shot in tho early 
morning. 

I dozed off in an uncomfortable 
sleep, a slight breeze got up, when 
suddenlv I heard a noise like a loco- 
motive "letting off steam. It came 
closer and closer, and finally stopped 
somo way behind my tree. If that Is 
our friend ho must bo very short in 
the wind! Dead sllcnJe for fivo min- 
utes—of course I wanted to sneeze- 
then two very distinct sniffs and then 
absolute silence. Fivo minutes, or it 
seemed like an hour, afterward a twig 
cracked, and I knew the tiger had de- 
parted, never to return that night. He 
had got my wind. 

Well, there was one compensation; I 
could at last move. I was stiff all 
over from sitting in one position so 
long. I stretched myself and lay- 
back again. The Great Bear was get- 
ting low in the sky. I dozed off again. 
Tho night passed, and early the next 
morning my shikaris returned, and I 
was glad to descend from the tree and 
get back to camp and have a bath. 
The old hela was removed and fresh 
ones tied up. 

Two days later there was another 
kill, on tho other side of the hill, so we 
beat it with 200 villagers. Tho tom- 
toms sounded, and a terrible hubbub 
was made. I thought a noisy beat ad- 
visable, as if the tiger was in one of 
the caves he would take some dis 
lodging; but the boat was blank. Dut 
ing the next few days there were two 
more kills and two moro beats, not 
only on tho hill, but in the .surround- 
ing nullahs; but. no sign of the tiger, 
Tho next night he killed a village cow, 
and never touched it after sucking its 
blood. Ho was an epicure; ho ate 
little, but ho liked fresh meat. Tho 
tiger had now killed five cows; wo 
knew his tracks as well as our own 
but none of us hud seen him yet. I

I got down and found a little pool of 
water in the rock behind me, which 
the tiger must have drunk from that 
night, and then saw the sambhur 
lying on his back, with a small piece 
eaten out of his hindquarters; he was 
a fino, full grown stag with a small 
head. My luck was truly dead 
out; this was the irony of fate. Tho 
tiger must have been on his way to 
tho kill when he met the sambhur and 
killed him then and thero. 

That evening I sat up over the 
sambhur till nine o'clock. I saw noth- 
ing except flies, and the atmosphere 
was awful. I was dead beat and aw- 
fully sleepy, so I got out of my machan 
and went back to camp. Tho tiger 
never returned to tho sambhur, or tho 
other kill, and I had not seen him yet. 
Ho again disappeared for threo days, 
and 1 moved my camp to a place eight 
miles off, whore there had been a kill 
by the tigress and fall grown cub. She 
also, was as cunning as they make 
them. I was still tying up for the. 
•demon,' and he had now killed ten of 
my helas, and I was reduced to tying 
up cows in the last stage of existence, 
as helas had run out. Twice moro 
did ho kill, and twice more did we 
beat, the second beating resulting in a 
bear, which insisted on sitting under 
my tree, but no tiger.

The vast heritage of the British Em- 
pire, , sung, as a rule, to tho battle 
song accompaniment, has not been se- 
cured only at the cost of blood and 
struggle, for much, of the glory of 
achievement is due to the men whose 
sheer pluck has carried them through 
tho life of the explorer. Such names 
as Livingstone and Stanley shine 
with as great a glory as that of any 
battle hero. And thero are men whose 
names Canada is proud to own, not for 
the number of killed and wounded that 
are laid to their account, but for the 
broad and beautiful acres over which 
their feet were the first to pass,' and 
to none of them is more honor due 
than to the one who led In the vain 
search for tho Western Sea in the 
summer of 1731, the man whose story 
has been so faithfully told by Agnes 
C. Laut, In "Pathfinders of the West." 

Wild rumors of this great and im- 
portant sea, the loug-lookecl-for water- 
way to tho lands of the' East, had 
stirred the small colony of Frenchman 
near tho great St. Lawrence, and fu- 
tile, short-lived attempts hud been 
made to flnd It. 

"The search began In earnest one 
sweltering afternoon on June 8, 1731, 
at the little stockaded foi't on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence, where 
Montreal stands today. Fifty griz- 
zled adventurers — wood-runners, voy- 
ageurs, Indian interpreters — bare- 
headed except for the colored hand- 
kerchief binding back tho lank hair, 
dressed in fringed buckskin, and chat- 
tering with the exuberant nonchalance 
of boys out of school, had finished 
gumming the splits of their ninety- 
font birch eannes, and now stood in 
lino awaiting the coming of their cap- 
tain, Sieur Pierre Gaultler do Varennes 
de la Verendrye. The French soldier, 
with his three sons, aged respectively 
18, 17 and 10, now essayed to discov- 
er the fabled Western Sea, whose nar- 
row waters wero supposed to bo be- 
tween the valley of the Great Forked 
River and the Empire of China." Diffi- 
cult indeed had been their leader's 
task in securing backers for his ad- 
venturous plan. A weary time had he 
chafed and longed and talked his pro- 
ject over, but the men of his day were 
just as reluctant to venture support 
for a visionary good, as are merchants 
today, and it took practical demonstra- 
tion of the- present value in furs that 
the trip would mean to make them 
yield a cautious assent and promise to 
forward tho explorer his necessary 
supplies. This had been the desire 
of do la Verendrye since as a boy of 
14 ho had played among tho fur trad- 
ing scenes of his birthplace, Three 
Rivers, listened to the stories of tho 
voyageurs, heard of the cruelties prae-

Forosignt is thai element ill a man's 
nature that enables him to foresee the 
evil' as well as the good that is com- 
ing. To the sailor it is the ability to 
enable him to forecast I lie weather 
and bring the ship to her desired hav- 
en. To the business man il is that 
quality which, assimilated with brains 
and energy, makes him a power in 
his chosen line. Where most men fail 
In life is in their inability to exercise 
foresight. They are unable to read the 
shadows of comrng eve. its. Failure is 
the most polite personality that ever 
camo into a man's office. If always 
sends its card in advance. It gives 
warning knocks, not once, but many 
times repeated, before it enters an of- 
fice and pulls down the roll top desk 
and writes its name tin the corrugated 
cover. Failure rarely strikes mon un- 
awares. But lack of foresight in the 
man prevents him from heating the 
foot-fall or reading the letter that fail- 
ure always sends on a man like an as- 
sassin in the midnight, It does not 
come with stealthy steps and rubbered. 
It sends couriers, cards, letters, an- 
nouncements, and happy Is the man 
who, -seeing failure coming, exercises 
foresight and gets out of the way of 
failure. Brains, energy, foresight. Cul- 
tivate these, then' add the fourth ele- 
ment that must he In every successful 
life — honesty — and -success Is sure to 
be- yours. — N. Y. Com. ' 



Instead of an Imitative policy, an 
unintelligent mimicry of the gloriously 
heterogeneous assemblage of traditions 
Which arc at once the strength and 
tho weakness of British education, 
legislators in a comparatively new 
country like ours should be frankly 
Idealist. 

The more in the clouds the better. 

For though the field is to be fenced 
by such definite enactments as com- 
pulsion of parents, it is not by statute 
that tho harvest of "an adequate edu- 
cational system is to be reaped. 

This precious process must be nat- 
ural first of all, racy of the soil: and 
then it must be supernatural also, for 
it is no use educating our children at 
all if the governing part, the con- 
science and the divine mystery of tho 
child's and the man's personality, as 
tho denizen of two worlds, be smug- 
gled out of sight. 

Ethical culture, as they call it in 
New York, is tho hardest task' and 
the highest. William of Wykeham 
recognized it as the prime necessity in 
•the motto which for half a millennial 
has been the motto of his two great 
Knglish colleges— "Manners makyth 
man." 

"Manners" meaning trained princi- 
ples of conduct (mores). "Quoniam 
abeunt studla in mores." Erasmus in- 
sisted two centuries later: "Study runs 
to character, as the'rlvers to tho sea " 

Reversing . the architectural figure 
employed above, we reach the paradox 
that the foundations of a true educa- 
tion must be laid above the clouds, 
rough-hewn .and goblin-wrought in the 
mystical quarries of spirit-land, but 
the superstructure must be intensely 
practical. 

A great many parents, a great many 
slenderly-Informed critics of school 
systems, Ignore altogether the govern 
ing part, which is the ethical and re 
llglous part of what a child is — a rev- 
erend thing, a priceless charge, the 
most precious asset that the state has 
to develop and protect, these children 
of hers! 

The criticism which Ignores the soul 
simply does not interest those who 
know what they arc doing in handling 
the education of the children of the 
state. Just as if, as Ruskin said In 
one of his prefaces, a person should 
advance a theory of gymnastics which 
ignored the existence of tho human 
skeleton, "in that case your theorist 
might prove to demonstration that It 
would be advantageous to flatten the 
students into cakes, or roll them into 
pellets, or stretch them into cables; 
and might then proceed to show that 
the reinsertion of the. skeleton would 
be attended by various inconveniences 
to their constitution." Granted. 

Granted also that, starting with the 
negation of a soul, we may prove up 
to the hilt that all manner of parts 
of the accepted system of studies are 
on thai supposition obsolete and use- 
less. But premises which might have 
been acceptable in the ago of Bolln- 
broke and Talleyrand need no refuta- 
tion la an age like ours, which "longs 
to be religious." 

It is true that we have agreed in 
this ago of tho world that religion as 
a basis and a sanction for all which 
education calls upon children to at- 
tempt, to practice, or to abjure, is of 
such cardinal importance that, rather 
than run tho risk of Inoculating the 
rising generation with any beliefs 
which might partake of error, or which 
we are not agreed upon — wo have sol- 
emnly decided to teacli them no defin- 
ite religion in tho schools at all! 

This attempt has failed again and 
again, in Franco, in America, in Italy 
the Solemn ponegryles upon religion in 
the abstract have not in the absence of 
a concrete and formal religious train- 
ing, kept any working force of re- 
ligion alive In the children of the state 
schools In those countries. 



Let It bo acknowledged that in the 
working of tho state schools of Brit- 
isli Columbia, or Uhy other Christian 
community, no other policy is prac- 
ticable as yet. 

But though such a consummation, 
such a return to the principles of those 
"merciful men" and Godfearing foun- 
ders to whom, under God, national 
education owes its very being, is at 
present out of measurable distance, it 
need not he banished from our dreams. 

"The daily work being done, 
Let visions of the night and o£ the 
day 

Come as they will, and many a time 
they come." 
Thnt is tho weary, dreary machine- 
ridden teacher's permissible solace, 
those arid and cheerless periods of 
prostration and paralysis, which the 
most devoted tetaehera know in the 
backwaters of a strenuous school ses- 
sion. 

Says an experienced, a most practi- 
cal educationalist, writing from the 
high school principal's chair of the 
New York Ethical Culture schools: 
"We should come nearer being priests 
than purveyors; and it is in the growth 
of the feeling which Is beginning to 
pervade our ranks of our being a lay 
priesthood, called to the care of 
young souls, that we have cause for 
the highest hope." 

If these are the dreams which the 
modern teacher cannot get along with- 
out, It Is conceivable that in the ranks 
of the great public, from whom trus- 
tees and school legislators are drawn, 
there are none who not only dream, 
but dare to say that they have dreamt, 
the same dream. 

Let. those who have stood upon the 
heights of motherh

a reproach and "a. menace; ' for which 
the profession and the public are both 
partly to blame. 

Are these unseemlinesses Insepar- 
able from a day school system? And 
because there will always be different 
classes, different homo atmospheres, 
different home ideals among us,, is 
tho ideal of a state monopoly of edu- 
cational institutions Impossible? 

All praise to the very few excellent 
private schools which private enter- 
unded and maintained in 



ticed by tho Indian tribes, and won- 
dered at the accounts of other explor- 
ers before him. Fighting at the ago 
of IS in Now England, later in New- 
foundland, and again in France, ho re- 
turned to his homo at the ago of 27, 
eager to push west. Years passed, 
however, before his efforts wero suc- 
cessful, and it was not until ho was 
35 that he sot out with tho promise of 
support from tho base of supplies' at 
Montreal, so long as his trip made 
good in furs. To secure, these ho must 
have large quantities of ammunition 
and firearms to trade with the In- 
dians, also it would bo necessary to 
carry sulllclent provisions to hold out 
thrpugli the long and severe winter. 
At Stc. Anne's tho launching of the 
canoes took place after the arduous 
portage from Montreal, and as they 
pushed out from the shore there was 
silence but for the bells of the little 
church that rang out their blessing 
on these adventurous spirits. "Every 
mile westward was consecrated by 
heroism. There was tho .place whore 
Cadieux, the white hunter, went ashore 
single-handed to hold the Iroquois, at 
bay, while his comrades escaped by 
running the rapids; but Cadieux was 
assailed by a subtler foe than tho 
Iroquois, 'la folic des hols' — the folly 
of the woods — that sends the hunter 
wandering in endless circles till ho 
dies from hunger; and when his com- 
panions returned, Cadieux lay in eter- 
nal sleep with a death chant scribbled 
on bark across bis breast. There were 
the rapids of tho Long Sault, where 
Dollard and seventeen Frenchmen 
fought several hundred Iroquis till 
every white man fell. Not one of do 
la Vorendryc's fifty followers but knew 
that perils as great awaited him." 

Tho dltllcult passage of the Ottawa 
river way, wdth its frequent portages, 
passed at the end of the first month, 
they entered tho waters of Lake Hu- 
ron. Here a pause was made for more 
faborable weather before they crossed 
its waters to Mlchilimakinac, the chief 
fur post of the Great Lakes at that 
time. "All the boats bound east or 
west, Sioux and Cree, and Iroquois and 
Fox, traders, and priests, and outlaws 
— stopped at Mlchilimakinac." . . . 
The trip from Montreal had fatigued 
rchants I tllc voyageurs. Brandy flowed at the 
lake front freely as at a modern min- 
ing camp. The explorer kept military 
discipline over his men. They received 
no pay which could be squandered 
away on liquor. Discontent grew rife." 
Ordering the grumbling men on he 
pushed through the straits and along 
the perilous shores of Lake Superior 
until he reached Karhinistiquia, 7S 
days after leaving Montreal. 

This was tho furthermost port in 
the West, winter lay but a month 
ahead, supplies had not arrived, the 
Indians would not bo expected back 
from the chase with furs and food un- 
til tho spring, and ho had under his 
command a company of discontented, 
unpaid men. Boats were always set- 
ting out at this season for the homes 
and hamlets of the St. Lawrence, tho 
Western Sea had not yet been heard 
of, and all that their Indian friends 
eould"~tcll them of was leagues and 
leagues of land beyond peopled by hos- 
tile tribes. In face of it alb do la Ve- 
rendrye gavo tho command to go for- 
ward, and there was open mutiny. It 
took some time to effect a compro- 
mise, but at last it was arranged that 
the commander's lieutenant, his neph- 
ew, Christopher Dufrost, Sieur de la 
Jemmerale, should push on with half 
the men, while tho remainder would 
stay at Lake Superior if M. do la Ve- 
rendrye would remain with them. The 
small company pushed forward and 
the spring saw them return with furs

Unhap- 
pily i't has been absolutely proved that 
the reliance of Englishmen upon 
diplomas and guarantees of efficiency 
has been, In oho Instance at least, 
fraudulently exploited by an establlsh- 
I and fatherhood j ed private school in a far outpost of 
eir servants, tho'lthe Empire, where, in spite of the tel- 



hole company with this impetus now 
set out, and aided by friendly Indians, 
won by the rather costly gifts from 
their lessening supplies, had by the 
end of the summer reached the far- 
ther side of the Lake of the Woods. 
Here they were compelled to halt, as 
hool will die a natural) the Indians drifted away to their 
various hunting grounds, and young 
Jean Ba'tlsto do la Verendrye, who had 
been left behind to secure supplies, had 
not put in an appearance. Starvation 
was now a dreaded visitor, but there 
could be no thought of desertion, for 
the men were too far In the wilder- 
ness; come what may they must hold 
together; but as the winter deepened 
and the ice thickened over tho lake, so 
that the men could no longer fish 



through ice-holes, their captain grew 
very grave. "One afternoon a shout 
sounded from tho silent woods, and 
out from the white-edged evergreens 
stepped a figure on snowshoes — Jean 
do la Verendrye, leading his boatmen, 
with the provisions packed on their 
backs, from a point fifty miles away, 
where the ice had caught tho ; canoes." 
Realizing the terrible risk of such an- 
other delay, de la Verendrye despatch- 
ed his lieutenant, to Montreal with tho 
return of spring. His explanations 
and entreaties wore useless, however, 
and on the return of his discouraged 
nephew, de la Verendrye himself 
pushed with all swiftness to the cast 
again, leaving the younger man in 
charge. 

The winter was spent with tho gov- 
ernor at Quebec. Ho had been threo 
years away, the Western Sea was still 
nowhere in sight, tho men cured only 
for their profits, and it needed all the 
ardent explorer's persuasiveness to 
gain a sulky consent to continue the 
enterprise. The .summer of 1735 was 
consumed in a hurried return ami the 
placing of his men. It would not do 
to risk again the dangers of the last 
winter, and ho divided lus forces. His 
two older sons, Jean and Pierre, had 
pushed some distance ahead and built 
Fort Maurepas, at Lake Winnipeg, and 
hither Tie despatched Jemmeralo with 
part of the forces, while lie with, the 
rest remained at St. Charles. The 
winter, in spite of all, was one of tho 
hardest, his men were reduced by hun- 
ger to eating moccasin leather, roots, 
and their hunting dogs, and to crown 
it all, Jemmerale, on his way down 
with what supplies ho could spare, had 
died in the woods. They wrapped his 
body in his hunter's robe and buried 
him in the sand bank of a little north- 
ern stream. Spring came at last, and 
with it hope again. A small company 
was sent back to Mlchilimakinac for 
food and powder, and wdiilo on the way 
through a misunderstanding they wero 
set upon and massacred by a company 
or Sioux A hard and trying summer 
that was. "Jean, the eldest son, was 
dead. Pierre and Francois wero with 
their father. Louis, tho youngest, now 
17 years of age, had come up with 
tho supplies. Pierre at onco went to 
Lake Winnipeg to prepare Fort Mau- 
repas for tho reception of alt tho 
forces," and winter set in. 

One moro step had boon gained, for 
M. de la Verendrye- was now In tho 
true realm of tho explorer. Here had 
no white man's foot ever trod, and 
"with a shout his motley forces 
emerged from the snowy tamaracks, 
and with a shout from Pierro do la 
Verendrye and his tawny followers the 
explorer was welcomed through the 
gateway of little Fort Maurepas." 

So runs the story of a brave man 
with a dauntles purpose; obstacles , 
that loomed gigantic could not obscure 
tho vision of the great sea beyond, 
hurried and enforced returns to Mont- 
real could not hold him back, and sec- 
onded by his sturdy sons the years 
that he spent on the way were met 
with unfailing courage. Sometimes 
helped forward by friendly Indians, 
sometimes kept back by reports /of 
hostile tribes, always hampered by de- 
layed or omitted supplies, chafing un- 
der the long winters of waiting, rest- 
less at the necessity of placating and 
considering Ids men, and at last ac- 
companied' by a ragged company ot 
some six hundred Asslnlbolnes", ho 
reached the villages of the Mandans 
beyond the height of land, betwen tho 
Assiniboino and the Missouri rivers, 
on December 3, 173S. The enforced 
retreat that winter was a hard one, 
for severe illness wa added to tho ex- 
plorer's other difficulties, and the 
spring brought only a total failure of 
tho hoped for supplies and tho news 
that all his property in Montreal had 
been seized for debt. His sons, wor- 
thy or their father, pushed on alone, 
and had gone .up the Saskatchewan to 
Fort Poskoyas, when the eldest was 
recalled to military duty in Montreal. 
Here ho learned of his father's finan- 
cial ruin and deposition from com- 
mand. The new commander, D. de 
Noyelles, in one year's time proved ut- 
terly Incapable and returned crestfal- 
len. In 1848, however, tho charges 
against de la Verendrye broke down, 
he was restored to favor, decorated 
with the Order of the Cross of St. 
Louis, and given permission to contin- 
ue his explorations. 
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indomitable Idealism the coarse and 
cruel mouthlngs of those who would 
keep the school teachers down to the 
level of purveyors of marketable com- 
modities. 

The making of finished men and 
women is a fair and splendid craft, and 
that they must be good wage-earners 
Is not forgotten. 

Hut the school that is worthy of the 
name is not. here to manufacture wage- 
earners, but citizens, who, in spite of 
being wage-earners, are able to light 
on and up to the best that they are 
capable of, to raise and rejoice their 
fellow-men, as well as to compete 
with them. 

But If the school system must be 
frankly supernatural in its essential 
outlook, it must he natural also; It 
must represent the best possible adap- 
tation of tho traditions of "the age 
and the ages" to British Columbian 
needs. 

Therefore first there must bo a 
change In the average calibre of school 
trustees. There must: be at thell 
roundtable an atmosphere of patriot- 
ism, keen emulation and dignified 
sense of social service which public 
opinion must create and foster. 

To be proud of fabric expenditure, 
ana mean about the men who man the 
school building; to care nbout the so- 
cial advantages, the patronage, the 
title, of school trustee, and to be 
wholly unambitious' about tho school, 
must be stamped by public opinion as 
the worst form of bad citizenship. 

Again, the spectnele of a school of 
100 children summoned four limes' a 
day by the rattling of ;i flint-stone on 
a disused tin dinner-plate, the un- 
chlvalrous interpretation of discretion- 
ary clauses in the school act, which 
In some of our schools leaves a single- 
handed girl teacher, winter and sum- 
mer, to do all the menial duties con- 
nected with getting the school build- 
ing ready for the 9 o'clock opening; 
the ' supercilious indifference of com- 
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Tho, ideal of a state monopoly of 
education has remained an Ideal ever 
since Socrates coupled it witli his 
loftlly-concelvcd but practically dis- 
astrous attack upon monogamy. 

Without Interfering with the loyalty 
to clan ami wholesome ancost ralisfn of 
our aristocratic traditions, but. rather 
insisting upon them, tho ideal may yet 
be realized. It taker all sorts to make 
a world, and it must lie by levelling up 
and not down, by combining in happy 
union the British anil Canadian pub- 
lic school traditions, at present so 
diverse, that the waste entailed by 
class education must be saved, and a 
frco people look forward to the day 
when the verdict of the school-years 
shall automatically solve what, is now 
called the labor question; when equal- 
ity of opportunity, mental or spiritual, 
shall neutralize those inevitable In- 
equalities, financial, hereditary and 
temperamental, which ore the thorn in 
the foot of the body politic. 

The era of lalssnz falrc is past. We 
are' no longer a plantation, with tho 
planters' tK'ersion to law and order, 
ami to any hut his own Ideals of re- 
spectability. 

Between the passes of the Rockies, 
which, so iho absurd tradition used to 
tell, no Englishman, burdened with it 
conscience, cared to climb, and the 
fairy Olympians, which the traditional 
ohtuscnoss and geographical ignorance 
of ills ancestors gave away with a 
pound of tea, and the guardian heights 
oT St. Ellas, lies a land where, If any- 
where on earth, the ideal may be 
fought for, till our children have a 
name throughout the earth for free- 
dom, godliness and sound learjBng, 
Only It' must bo every mini's business, 
every man's burdon, every man's boast, 

"Tho' it be but a little thorn in the 
foot, 

Tho whole body must stop to ease

U. S. Consul. Frank D. Hill gives 
the following Interesting particulars 
of the diamond cutting and polishing 
as pursued in one of the big factories 
of Amsterdam. 

The tools employed in diamond cut- 
ting are very similar in appearance 
to those employed in the first process, 
that of diamond splitting. In both 
cases diamonds are used as knives 
after having been firmly waxed into 
the tip of pear-shaped tools. The wo- 
men hold in the left hand the rough 
diamond they wisli to cut, which has 
also been firmly waxed into a wood- 
en frame. Little jets Of gas are, al- 
ways kept burning on the various 
tallies, ready to bo used at any mo- 
ment when melting wax is necessary. 

The only real difference In the two 
processes of diamond splitting and 
diamond cutting lies In tho fact that 
whereas the men who split the dia- 
monds use pressure on one spot only 
(whore the flaw occurs), tho women 
spend their energies in rounding tho 
whole stone and carefully cutting off 
till angles to be seen on its surface by 
means of tho sharp diamonds they 
hold In their right hands. Occasion- 
ally they have very largo diamonds to 
cut, which take a great deal of time, 
but an ordinary stone weighing about 
ten carats would take on an average 
of a whole day's work — a day of 
eight hours. When the diamond has 
been sufficiently cut and rounded, it 
Is then ready for the third and last 
process, that of polishing. This work 
requires a great deal of time and 
skill, and is performed entirely by 
machinery, a huge steam engine sup- 
plying tlie Motive power for all the 
iron disks. 

There are ten large workrooms in 
which the 300 men work who are en- 
gaged in the difficult process of dia- 
mond polishing, (.heir wages averag- 
ing about twenty guilders a week 
(SS.Ol). The process consists in giv- 
ing to the rounded diamonds what is 
termed In technleaj language their 
necessary "sides." All diamonds are 
divided Into two classes, "brilliants'' 
and "roses," although tho only real 
difference between them lies in the 



number of "sides" they individually 
possess after having been polished in 
one of the many diamond factories. 

A "brilliant" must possess fifty- 
eight, "sides" (a few years ago the 
lowest number was sixty-four, for 
thero are fashions in diamond cut- 
ting), but a rose need only possess 
twenty-four "sides." Another, though 
slight, difference between them is 
that a "brilliant" is pointed at both 
ends, while a "rose" diamond has one 
end flattened and the other pointed. 
When the diamond is ready to lie 
polished it has to bo first soldered in- 
to a pear-shaped frame made of zinc 
und then dipped into a preparation of 
oil and diamond dust before being 
fastened (with threo others) into a 
strong frame placed in closo proxim- 
ity to, an iron wheel. This little disk 
is then set in motion by connecting it 
with the great engine on the ground 
floor, and the wheel Immediately 
turns at the rate of 2,000 revolution's 
to the minute. As it revolves tho 
four diamonds set in the adjacent 
frame are gradually polished on their 
surface by the particles of diamond 
dust still adhering to the oil into 
which they had been previously dip- 
ped. 

Only one portion of a diamond can 
be polished at onco, and consequently 
when this part has been dealt with 
the stone has to. be resoldered, so that 
another portion of Its surface may be 
subjected to tho friction of tho wheel. 
This process of rcsoldorlng takes 
place about twenty times In the case 
of every brilliant before It can bo 
considered to lie thoroughly polished 
and to have acquired all the neces- 
sary fifty-eight "sides." The "rose" 
diamond, with its smaller complement 
of twenty-four "sides," needs to bo 
resoldered only about six times. 

Many celebrated diamonds liavo 
been cut and polished In this factory, 
among them the "Victoria," weighing 
•100 carats; the 'Mogul," 279 carats, 
and the "Regent of France," now in 
tile Louvre. The great "Kohlnoor" 
diamond was recut hero and, although 
it lost half Its weight in the process 
lty value has been mo»o than doubled.

The table plan had upon its cover a 
portrait of Mark Twain surmounted by 
the Stars and Stripes and the Union 
Jack side by side, and the menu bote 
a fancy picture of the guest of the 
day in pilgrim's garb, with a quill pen 
as a staff. 

Mr. Blrrell, who was received with 
cheers, gave "The King and the Presi- 
dent," the toast being drunk with en- 
thusiasm. 

Mr. Harry Brittain (hon. secretary) 
read the following telegrams: "To 
Mark Twain. Greeting. Even if the', 
weather is inclement (laughter) our 
greeting will bo warm. Best of luck 
now and always. Undergraduates of 
Oxford." (Cheers.) The second tele- 
gram was from the Pilgrims of New 
York and was as follows: "All to- 
gether now for three ripping joyous 
hurrahs to your merry guest and the 
rest of - you. American Pilgrims Join 
in tribute to that champion dispenser 
of sunshine and good cheer known to 
the gods and mortals as Mark Twain." 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Blrrell, again rising, said — I 
now have to give you the toast of our 
guest, Mr. Clemens, known to all good 
men and women in both hemispheres, 
and to all boys and girls who are good 
for anything anywhere, as Mark 
Twain. (Cheers.) Although, being, as 
I am, still bound by the conditions of 
time and space — which I confess are 
beginning to get a little on my nerves 
(laughter) — I am always at any given 
moment of time bound to bo some- 
where — I feel greatly surprised, deep- 
ly honored, at finding myself here. How 
I came here I will not ask. In the hur- 
ry and scurry of life I have long since 
ceased to put to myself those momen- 
tous questions "why and wherefore," 
and Indeed I think the austerest mor- 
alist will admit that tho man who is 
for tho moment the Irish chief secre- 
tary is free from any obligation to 



ask himself any questions. (Loud 
laughter.) We are here this afternoon 
to do honor to a great, a remarkable 
author, who writes in a language 
which is both his and my mother 
tongue. We have in .our friend a re- 
markably fine specimen — I think tho 
llncst specimen extant — of a living 
author. (Cheers.) Authors may be 
divided roughly, very roughly — they 
are accustomed to rough treatment 
(laughter) — into two classes, the liv- 
ing and tho dead. (Laughter.) Gen- 
tlemen, you have already misunder- 
stood me, I speak according to the 
flesh. (Laughter.) If there be any 
dull author here, I beg to assuro him 
that he need not be affronted, for I in- 
clude him for this purpose, and this 
purpose only, in the ranks of the liv- 
ing. (Laughter.) Dead authors are 
indeed a mighty army. In tho British 
museum, in tho Vatican library, in tho 
Bodleian, nay, even on tho humble 
shelves of an impoverished but per- 
sistent book-buyer like myself, they 
have a tendency to crowd us out. I 
know it lias boon said of them that 
they rule us from their urns, but I 
will have you bear in mind tho fact 
tVat that observation was mado by a 
nobleman who was himself an author. 
(Laughter.) This is "how tho grand 
tradition of literature is preserved 
from one generation to another. With 
regard to our distinguished friend, 
what is it necessary for any of us to 
say of him? As I was remarking, he 
is a living author. Lead authors 
abound on our shelves. I myself as a 
boy was a great reader — chilly .silence! 
(Laughter.) But do not judge mo too 
harshly — I was from my cradle short- 
sighted. Tlio preferably glorious ca- 
reer of Huckleberry Finn was from 
tho beginning closed against mo. I 
had no choice but to read, and my 
favorite reading was the lives of au- 
thors — dead authors — for in those days 
you had no choice but to read the lives 
of dead authors, and my favorite day- 
dream — many happy hours have I 
spent in it — was to fancy myself, 
whilst reading the life of any particu- 
lar dead author, his most intelligent 
contemporary admirer, tho ministering 
angol who rushed to his assistance, 
and who was ever ready to supply his 
very numerous wants. Ah! gentle- 
men, those were happy days; it would 
surprise you, tho marvelous things 
that I was able to do in imagination. 
I thrust a quartern loaf within reach 
of poe>r Otway, who, as you all re- 
member, died of starvation — probably 
that is all you do remember of him. 
(Laughter.) Had I had my way Ot- 
way would not have died of starva- 
tion, and you would never have heard 
of him at all. (Laughter.) I delight- 
ed to picture myself acting the part of 
a judicious, friendly, tactful, and ex- 
perienced Maecenas to poor Chatter- 
ton, that "marvelous boy, who perish- 
ed in his pride." Had I had my way 
ho would not havo perished in his 
pride, but would havo lived to become 
tho ablest — and most critical — editor 
we have over had of early English 
poetry. (Laughter.) I was able also 
by a few strokes of the pen to liquid- 
ate the whole of the great burden of 
debt which played so tragic a part in 
the life of tho man who was perhaps 
of all English authors tho best — I 
mean tho groat and good Sir Walter 
Scott. (Cheers.) Nobly havo I dis- 



charged my debt to the dead; but 
what about tho living author? What 
havo wo, any of us, over done for him? 
(A Pilgrim — "Bought his books.") 
Somo ono suggests we havo bought 
his books. I am glad to meet that 
rare person. (Laughter.) \ wonder 
by what art or subterfuge ho obtain- 
ed entrance into this literary circle. 
(Laughter.) It is much easier in Im- 
agination to be kind to the dead au- 
thor than It Is to endure the living 
that, it is quite a different kettle of 
one. (Laughter.) It is no easy matter 
fish; the odds are, albeit ho r oo your 
friend, you cannot for the life of you 
read his books. There are hosts of 
living authors, whoso names I do not 
propose to mention (laughter), whose 
books I cannot read. Yet It may bo 
that they havo their necessities; and it 
cannot be denied that there havo been 
Otways and Chattcrtons in our own 
day, men of goniu3 but not of good 
fortune, who have need of nil tho as- 
sistance any kindly nature can render 
to them. But it is far more difficult 
to be good to tho living author than 
it is to patronize tho dead. Therefore 
— these are melancholy reflections — 
therefore it is that we are all so re- 
joiced to be hero today to do honor 
to a. great and a living author (cheers) 
whom we all unaffectedly love and ad- 
mire. I know no wiser maxim of be- 
havior than this: "Love and toll me 
so." Did we only observe it more in 
all our relations of life, I believe the 
misery of mankind would be partially 
mitigated. We all love Mark Twain, 
and we are here to tell him so. There 
is ono more point— all tho world 
knows it, and that Is why it Is dan- 
gerous to omit it — our guest Is a dis- 
tinguished citizen of the Great Re- 
public beyond the seas. (Cheers.) In 
America his "Huckleberry Finn" and 
his "Tom Sawyer" are what "Robin- 
son Crusoe" and "Tom Brown's School 
Days" have been to us. (Cheers.) 
They arc racy of the soil. Tlioy are 
books to which it is impossible to 
place any period of termination. I 
will not speak of tho classics — remin- 
iscences of much evil in our early 
lives. (Laughter.) We do not meet 
hero today as crltMcs with our appre- 
ciations and depreciations, our two- 
penny little prefaces or our forewords. 
I am not- going to say what the world 
a thousand years henco will think of 
Mark Twain. Posterity will take care 
of itself, will read what it wants to 
read, will forget what It chooses to 
forget, and will pay no attention 
whatsoever to our critical mumblings 
and jumbllngs. Lot us therefore be 
content to say to our friend and guest 
that we are here speaking for our- 
selves and for our children, to say 
what he has been to us. (Cheers.) I 
remember In Liverpool in 1SG7 first 
buying the copy, which I still pro- 
serve, of the celebrated "Jumping 
Frog." It had a few words of preface 
which reminded me then that our 
guest in those days was called "the 
wild humorist of the Pacific slope," 
and a few lines later down "the mor- 
alist of the Main." (Laughter and 
cheers.) That was some 40 years ago. 
Hero he is, still tho humorist, still the 
moralist. His humor enlivens and en- 
lightens his morality, and his morality 
is all tho better for h.is humor. 
(Cheers.) That Is one of the reasons 
why we love him. I am not hero to 



mention any book of his — that is a 
subject of dispute in my family cir- 
cle, which is the best and which is tho 
next best — but I must put in a word, 
lest I should not bo true to myself — 
a terrible thing (laughter) — for Ms 
"Jean of Arc" (cheers), a book of chiv- 
alry, of nobility, and of manly sincer- 
ity for which I take this opportunity 
of thanking him. (Cheers.) But you 
can all drink this toast, each one of 
you with his own intention. You can 
get ilnto It what meaning you like. 
Mark Twain Is a man whom English 
and Americans do well to honor. He 
Is the true consolidator of nations. 
His delightful humor Is of tho kind 
Which dissipate and destroys national 
prejudices. (Cheers.) His truth and 
ills honor, lnis love of truth and his 
love of honor, overflow ail boundaries. 
He has made the world better by his 
presence. Wo rejoice to see him here. 
Long may he live to reap tlio plentiful 
harvest of hearty, honest human af- 
fection. (Loud cheers.) 

Mark Twain, who mot with an en- 
thusiastic reception, said in reply: 
Pilgrims, I desire first to thank those 
undergraduates of Oxford. When a 
man has grown so old as I am, when 
he has reached the verge of 72 years, 
thero is nothing that carries him 
back to the dreamland of his life, to 
his boyhood, like recognition of those 
young hearts up yonder. (Cheers.) I 
desire to thank the Pilgrims of New 
York also for their kind notice and 
message which they have cabled over 
here. (Cheers,) Mr. Birrell says he 
does not know how he got there. But 
he will be able to get away all right 
— he lias not drunk anything since he 
came here. (Laughter.) I am glad 
to know about those friends of his, 
Otway and Chatterton — fresh, new 
names to me. (Laughter.) I am 
glad of tho disposition he has shown 
to rescue them from the evils of po- 
verty, and if they arc still in London 
(laughter), I hope to have a talk with 
them. (Laughter.) For a while I 
thought lie was going to toll us tho 
effect which my book had upon his 
growing manhood. (Laughter.) I 
thought he was going to tell us how 
much that effect amounted to, and 
whether it really made him what he 
now is (laughter); but with the dis- 
cretion born of parliamentary experi- 
ence he dodged that, and wo do not 
know now whether he read the book 
or not. (Laughter.) lie did that very 
neatly. I could not do it any better 
myself. 

An Anecdote of Darwin 

My books have had effects, and 
very good ones too, hero and there, 
and some others not so good. There 
is no doubt about that. But I remem- 
ber one monumental instance of it 
years and years ago. Professor Nor- 
ton of Harvard was over here, and 
when he came back to Boston I went 
out with Howells to cull on him. Nor- 
ton was allied in somo way by mar- 
riage with Darwin. Mr. Norton was 
very gentle in what he had to say, 
and almost delicate, and ho said: — 
"Mr. Clemens, I have been spending 
spmo time with Mr. Darwin in Eng- 
land, and I should llko to toll you 
something connected with that visit. 
You were tho obje.H of it, and I my- 
self would have been very proud of 
it, but you may not be proud of it. At 
any rate I am going to tell you what 



It was, and to leave to you to regard 
It as you please. Mr. Darwin took 
me up to his bedroom and pointed out 
certain things there— pitcher-plants, 
and so on, that ho was measuring and 
watching from day to day — and he 
said, 'The chambermaid is permitted 
to do what she pleases in this room, 
but she must never touch those 
plants and never touch those books 
on that table by that candle. With 
those books I read myself to sleep 
every night.' Those were your own 
books." (Laughter and cheers.) I 
said, "There Is no question to my 
mind as to whether I should regard 
that as a compliment or not. I do 
regard it as a very great compliment 
and a very high honor that that great 
mind, laboring for the whole human 
race, should rest Itself on my books. 
1 am proud that he should read him- 
self to sleep with them." 1 could not 
keep that to myself — I was so proud 
of it. As soon as I got homo to Hart- 
ford I called up my oldest friend — 
and dearest enemy on occasion 
(laughter) — the Rev. Joseph Twtt- 
chell, my pastor, anil I told him about 
that, and of course he was full of in- 
terest and venom. (Laughter.) Those 
pooplo who got no compliments llko 
that, feel like that. (Laughter.) He 
wont off. Ho did not issue any ap- 
plause of any kind, and I did not hear 
of that subject for some time. But 
when Mr. Darwin passed away from 
this life, and some time after Dar- 
win's Life and Letters came out, the 
Rev. Mr. Twltchell procured an early 
copy of that work and found some- 
thing in it which he considered ap- 
plied to me. lie came over to my 
house — It was snowing, raining, sleet- 
ing, but that did not make any dif- 
ference to Twltchell. He produced tho 
book, and turned over and over until 
lie came to a certain place, when he 
said, "Here, look at this letter 
from Mr. Darwin to Sir Jo- 
seph Hooker." What Mr. Darwin said 
— I give you the idea and not the 
very words — was this: I do not know 
whether I ought to havo devoted my 
whole life to these drudgeries in nat- 
ural history and the other sciences or 
not, for while I may have gained In 
one way I have lost in another. Once 
I had a fine perception and apprecia- 
tion of high literature, but in mo that 
finality is atrophied. "That was tho 
reason," said Mr. Twltchell, "ho was 
reading your books." (Laughter.) 

Mark Twain and tho Ascot Cup 

Mr. Birrell has touched lightly — 
very lightly, but in not an uncompli- 
mentary way — on my position in this 
world as a moralist. (Laughter.) I 
am glad to have that recogni- 
tion too, because I have suf- 
fered since I have been In this town 
(laughter), in the first place, right 
away, when I came bore, from a 
newsman going around with a great 
red, highly displayed placard In the 
place of an apron. Ho was selling 
newspapers, and there were two sen- 
tences on that placard which would 
hove been all right if they had boon 
punctuated; but they ran those two 
sentences together without a comma 
or anything, and that would naturally 
create a wrong impression, because it 
said "Mark Twain arrives Ascot Cup 
stolen." (Loud laughter.) No doubt 
many a person was misled by those 
sentences joined together in that un- 



kind way. (Laughter.) I have no 
doubt my character has suffered from 
it. I suppose I ought to defend my 
character, but how can I defend It ? 
I can say hero and now — and anybody 
can see by my face that I am sincere, 
that I speak tho truth — that I have 
always been a good character, and If 
I did steal anything I had discretion 
enough to know about tho value of it 
first. I do not steal things that are 
likely to got myself Into trouble. I do 
not think any of us do that. I know 
wo nil take things (laughter)— that Is 
to be expected — but really I have 
never taken anything, certainly in 
England, that amounts to any great 
thing. (Laughter.) I do confess that 
when I was hero seven years ago I 
stole a hat (laughter), but that did 
not amount to anything. (Laughter.) 
It was not a good hat, and was only 
a clergyman's hat anyway. (Laugh- 
ter.) I was at a luncheon party, and 
Archdeacon Wllberforco was there al- 
so. I daresay ho is archdeacon now — 
he was a canon then — and ho was 
serving In the Westminster battery, 
if that is tho proper term (laughter) 
— I do not know, as you mix military 
and ecclesiastical things together so 
much. He left the luncheon table be- 
fore I did. He began this. I ilid steal 
his hat, but ho began by taking mine. 
(Laughter.) I make that interjection 
because I would not accuse Archdea- 
con Wilborforec of stealing my hat — 
I should not think of It. (Laughter.) 
I confine that phrase to myself. He 
merely took my hat. (Laughter.) And 
with good judgment too — it was a 
better hat than his. (Laughter.) He 
came out before tho luncheon was 
over, and sorted the hats in tho hall, 
and selected one which suited. When 
I came out and by-and-by there was 
no hat there which would go on my 
head except his, which was left be- 
hind. My head was not tho custom- 
ary size just as that time. (Laughter.) 
I had been receiving a good many 
very nice and complimentary atten- 
tions, and my head was a couple of 
sizes larger than usual, and his hat 
just suited mo. .The bumps and cor- 
ners were all right intellectually. 
(Laughter.) There were results pleas- 
ing to me — possibly so to him. He 
found out whose hat it was and wrote 
me saying it was pleasant that all 
tho way home, whenever he met any- 
body, his gravities, his solemnities, 
ills deep thoughts, his eloquent re- 
marks were all snatched up by the 
people ho met, and mistaken for bril- 
liant humorisms. (Laughter.) I had 
another experience. (Laughter.) It 
was not unpleaslng. I was received 
with a deference which was entirely 
foreign to my experience by every- 
body whom I met (laughter), so that 
before I got homo I had a much high- 
er opinion of myself than I havo ever 
had before or since. And there is in 
that very connexion an Incident 
Which I remember at that old date 
which Is rather melancholy to me, 
because it shows how a person can 
deteriorate in a mere seven years. It 
Is seven years ago. 1 have not that hat 
now. I was going down Pall-mall or 
some other of your big streets, and I 
recognized that that hat needed Iron- 
ing. I went into a big shop and pass- 
ed on my hat, and asked that It might 
bo ironed. They were courteous, very 
courteous, even courtly. (Laughter.) 
They brought that hat back to mo 



presently very slick and nice, and I 
asked how much there was to pay. 
They replied that they did not chargo 
tho clergy anything. (Laughter.) I 
havo cherished the delight of that 
moment from that day to this. It was 
tho first thing I did tho other day to 
go and hunt up that shop and hand 
In my hat to havo it ironed. I said 
when it came back, "How much to 
pay?" They said "Nlnepence." 
(Laughter.) In seven years I have 
acquired all that worldlincss, and I 
am sorry to be back where I was 
seven years ago. (Laughtor.) 

The Duty of Cheerfulness 
But now I am chaffing and chaffing 
bore, and I hope you will forgive mo 
for that; but when a man stands on 
the verge of 72 you know perfectly 
well that he never reached that place 
without knowing what this life is — 
heartbreaking bereavement. And so 
our reverence is for our dead. We 
do not forget them; but our duty is 
toward the living; and if we can bo 
cheerful, cheerful in spirit, cheerful 
In speech and in hope, that is bene- 
fit to those who are around us. 
(Cheers.) My history Includes an In- 
cident which will always connect mo 
with England in a pathetic way, for 
when I arrived hero seven years ago 
with my wife and my daughter — wu 
had gone around tho globe lecturing 
to raise money to clear off a debt — 
my wife and one of my daughters 
started across the ocean to bring to 
England our eldest .daughter, Sho was 
24 years of age and in the bloom of 
young womanhood, and we were un- 
suspecting. When my wife and 
daughter— and my wife has passed 
from this life since— when they had 
reached mid Atlantic, a cablegram- 
one of those heartbreaking cable- 
grams which we all in our days havo 
to experience — was put into my hand. 
It stated that that daughter of ours 
had gone to her long sleep. And so, 
as I say, I cannot always be cheerful, 
and I cannot always bo chaffing; I 
must sometimes lay the cap and bolls 
aside, and recognize that I am of the 
human race like tho rest, and must 
have my cares and griefs. And there- 
fore I noticed what Mr. Blrrell said— 
I was so glad to hear him say — some- 
thing that was in tho nature of these 
verses here at the top of tills: 

"He lit our lire with shafts of sun 
And vanquished pain. 
Thus two great nations stand as one 
* In honoring .Twain." 

(Loud cheers.) I am very glad to 
havo those verses. I am very glad 
and very grateful for what Mr. Bir- 
rell said in that connexion. I havo 
received since I have been here, In 
this one week, hundreds of letters 
from all conditions of poplo in Eng- 
land — men, women, and children — and 
thero is in them compliment, praise, 
and, above all and bettor than all, 
thero is in them a noto of affection. 
(Loud cheers.) Praise is well, com- 
pliment is well, but affection — that is 
tho last and final and most precious 
reward that any man can win, wheth- 
er by character or achievement, and 
I am very grateful to have, that re- 
ward. All these letters make mo feol 
that here in England — as in America 
— when I stand 'under the English 
flag, I am not a stranger, I am not 
an alien, but at home. (Loud cheers.) 
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A Holiday on the Prairie

A glorious summer morning in July 
is a good time to begin a holiday al- 
most anywhere. Victoria was looking 
its best, with roses blooming and 
climbing everywhere. Tho steamer 
Princess Victoria was filled, not 
crowded, with people bent on pleasure 
Tho water was smooth almost as glass, 
and forbade anyone to Indulge oven 
in a headache, much less to dream of 
seasickness. Tho mountains showed 
up finely, and did their part to make 
tho sail to Vancouver an ideal outing. 
A wait for a few hours spent with 
friends prepared one for the hurry 
and bustle always attendant on begin- 
ning a railway journey, and then the 
train was off. The tourist ear was 
cofortably filled with people taking 
advantage of cheap rates to visit their 
old homes in eastern Canada or tn 
the United States. Oae family- 
was going to England, and a young 
man was returning from New Zea- 
land. An old gentleman was returning 
to tho prairie to see cities covering the 
ground over which he had turned the 
first sod as a pioneer farmer In the 
Northwest. It was but a short time 
before all were exchanging confidences 
and preparing to spend a few days in 
the intimacy that is so soon formed on 
a train or a boat. 

As tho train sped along one saw evi- 
dences everywhere of tlio great lum- 
ber business that forms such a source 
of wealth to Vancouver. Once fairly 
out of that city tho railroad passes 
through a section where man does not 
seem to havo made the. most of bis 
opportunities. The Eraser river flows 
through rather rudely cultivated land, 
and the houses of the farmers do not 
indicate great prosperity. The pas- 
sengers had a splendid view of Mount 
Baker with Its mantle of snow lit up 
by the evening sun. It was almost 
dark when the mountains closed round 
at Vale, and we watched tho waters 
of the Eraser foaming over its nar- 
row, rocky bed. All the next day 
we gazed with wonder at the giant 
Selkirk's and tho Rocky mountains, 
and while admiring their grandeur 
and beauty wondered at tho skill of 
the engineers who mado the path by 
which the train wound round and over 
them. The rushing rivers, the water- 
falls or tho placid lakes added variety 
and wonder to the scene. The day was 
glorious, bright and cool. Wo only 
stopped at Rcvelstokc a few minuates, 
not long enough to see it, but gave us 
time to admire the beauty of the little 
City hemmed round by the mountains. 
At Golden we could sec the lumber 
mills. Of the mining done among the 
mountains one saw but little evidences 
from the town, and as tho prospectors 
arc out on the hills thero were few or 
none on tho train. 

At Glncler we stopped long enough 
to admire tho wondrous beauty of the 
surroundings of the hotel. For the 
Information of those who seldom tra- 1 
vol we may mention that there is an | 
observa tory at the Glacier whore one I 
may- make even closer acquaintance 
with the Ice-fields by means of a 
strong glass. On tho way up wo saw 
a monument to Sir Donald Hector,, 
wlio .dlscsovered the route through the 
Kicking Horse Pass. One could not 
help thinking that tho rond Itself and 
tho cities of tho coast would form an 
endtirtng monument to tho men who 
planned and built this first railroad in- 



to British Columbia. Night closed In 
upon us not long after we had passed 
the Great Divide and began to des- 
cend the eastern slopes of tho 
Rockies. At Banff we were joined by 
a number of tourist:;, sonic of whom, 1 
am afraid, were unable to obtain 
berths. Before sunrise we were on the 
groat rolling prairies of Alberta. We 
had passed tho ranching country of 
the foothills. Here and there wo saw 
bands of cattle and horses with an 
occasional house, but the Impression 
given ono was of vastness and loneli- 
ness. Miles upon miles of grassy 
Holds roiled by us unoccupied and un- 
touched by tho hand of man as they 
have done for ages. The buffalo and 
tho Indian have departed and they 
fUwait new owners. 

Much of this soil is light and sandy, 
while a little of it is alkaline, but it 
would make an excellent grazing 
country. Medicine Hat near its west- 
ern boundary, has grown from a little 
village to a largo scattered town. 
Around it the long, long furrows of 
tho western farmer stretched away, 
and the dark green of the early grain 
varied the landscape. As wo near Sas- 
katchewan villages arc more frequent 
and elevators are scon. Near Moose 
Jaw the land is nearly all cultivated 
and the farm houses are seen at fre- 
quent intervals. Seventeen years ago 
the writer passed through Moose Jaw 
on an afternoon near the end of July. 
The platform was covered with great 
hailstones, and a homesick boy stood 
almost alone on the railway platform. 
On Sunday evening the long platform 
was crowded witli well dressed peoplp. 
Before tho station there is a, park of 
several hundreds of yards lined with 
rows of tall elms, hiding the little 
city boltind thorn. Between the rows 
of trees were flowerbeds set out with 
young plants, which will mature In 
tho prairie sunshine in a wonderfully 
short time. In a, few minutes the 
train was off again on its way to Re- 
gi;ia, where this short sketch is being 
Written. Tho hotels were all full and 
a« obliging clerk directed the writer 
to a private house. The expressmen 
were conspicuous by their absence 
from the station. Ttycre is every evi- 
dence of progress and prosperity bore. 
Streets are being made and paved. A 
fine new post office and a handsome 
city hall are in the course of con- 
struction. There are line churches here. 
I went into one — St. Paul's Episcopal — 
and found it handsome and comfort- 
able. Houses are going up every- 
where, The town Is growing in all 
directions. I notice here that you nro 
directed to go north or south, east or 
west. The streets are laid out at 
right angles, and oven tho most stupid 
wayfarer can scarcely got lost. Tho 
residences are not large, but look 
omfortable. One misses the gardens. 
It is not warm. There seems a sort 
of keenness in the air that is pleasant, 
Tho soil here Is deep and heavy. Tho 
men at work on the street turn up 
feet of rich black mud. On tho 
streets tho things most in evidence 
are the agricultural machines with 
their bright rod and white paint. The 
ploughs and harrows, even tho mow- 
ing and threshing machines, of a 
score of years ago, are gone, and in 
their stead are groat heavy construc- 
tions driven by steam which are to 
take the place of many workers. I 



have not learned the population of 
the town, but its streets stretch out 
of sight across tho prairie. Tho town 
lias grown away fom the government 
buildings, and they have boon moved 
into a business block in the center of 
the town. The people on the street 
are pleasant and polite. Tlioy look 
busy and cheerful. Yet men must 
wait for work hero as elsewhere. A 
young woman staying in the house 
came in jubilant because her husband, 
who had been idle for nearly two 
months, had obtained a 'dace at his 
trade of engine driver. I saw a funny 



scene this morning which will show 
something of the newness of the 
place. When I wont out I saw a ladv 
holding a Shetland pony at the corner 
of the street and letting her feed on 
the grass. By the pony's sldo was a 
foal, a beautiful little tiling. Present- 
ly a boy came along with another pony 
In a carriage Tho lady laughingly 
asked him how ho would trade for 
the foal. The boy, a little follow, 
jumped out, throw the reins over the 
dashboard, and began to play witli the 
foal, in a tew minutes the animals 
got excited. The pony in the rig 



started to run, and several bystanders 
had to interfere to prevent a catas- 
trophe. There are no street cars here, 
but horses and carriages of all kinds, 
and I never so so much harness in my 
life as Is to be found in the stores 
here. Reglna is a farming centre, and 
will be a great city somo day. Before 
closing I must say a kind word for 
the C. P. R. It is a marvellous road, 
well constructed, splendidly managed, 
and every ono connected witli the cor- 
poration had only one idea, which ap- 
peared to bo looking after the safety 
and comfort of tho passengers. 




London Times: Tho prime minis- 
ter's speocli on moving the House of 
Lords resolution shows what great 
difficulty tho government experience In 
living up to the Constitutional issue 
they have raised. Seldom, If over, 
has a change of such moment be.en 
urged in a speech displaying so little 
sense of responsibility, or based upon 
such flimsy grounds. Kir Henry 
Campbcll-Bannerman has taxed the 
opposition with making light of tho 
issue. If they have done so, it is 
simply because his own attitude has 
left thorn no room to take it seriously. 
When the prime minister rises to pro- 
pose,, a constitutional change on Ibis 
scale tlio natural Instinct is to suppose 
that he does so with a full sense of 
Its importance. Hut Sir Henry's treat- 
ment of the subject obliges us to re- 
vise that Improslon. He brings in 
the resolution— and not only the reso- 
lution, but the plan, which some day, 
if fortune favors, is to be embodied 
In a bill. When this bill Is to be in- 
troduced he does not give tho least in- 
dication. This burning question, 
which was so urgent that It had to bo 
put in tho forefront of the king's 
speech, Is to bo postponed sine dio af 
ter consuming three days of parlla 
mentary time. Wo havo been told that 
It is the greatest issue with which th 
country can deal, but for nil that It 
can afford to wait. Temperance is to 
como before it, education is to do the 
same — in fact tho whole legislative 
programme for next session has been 
mapped out. The government declare 
that they cannot legislate because of 
tho House of Lords, but they do not 
take any practical steps to remove the 
obstacle. All they do Is to bring In a 
declaratory resolution, which will bo 
passed, 'of course, by the great ma- 
jority; and then they hang it up. The 
process of sending up bills to tho Up- 
per House, which they profess to think 
a farce, goes on just as before. Tho 
all-important bill, which is to mend this 
state of things, is not attempted. Mr. 
Balfour was fairly entitled to describe 
tho government's policy from this 
point of view as Insincere from be- 
ginning to end. Tho prime minister 
made hardly any effort to justify the 
production of his resolution now. He 
did profess to find an advantage in 
discussing it at a time when there was 
no conflict going on between tho two 
houses. That admission is something, 



but it only shows the farcical natur 
of the proposal. Thero is no public in 
terest In it, no demand for It, or wo 
should not have this indefinite post- 
ponement of the bill. But the prime 
minister finds nothing inconsistent 
with his high office in laying the plan 
airily before the House of Commons, 
without pledging himself to any prac 
tlcal consequences in the near future. 

An inspection of the plan only 
brings the absurdity into stronger 
light. From one point of view it is a 
very simple plan. It can leave no oik 
in any .doubt that, the government's 
intention is to reduce tho House of 
Lords to impotence. Tlio Upper 
House may' play at amending or 
jectlng measures, hut it is understood 
that it is to be only play. After 
certain, amount of time lias been wast- 
ed by tho repetition of an identical 
process three times over, tho House of 
Lords are told that any bill tlioy may 
disagree with is to lie passed. We 
do not pretend tn know what the gov- 
ernment have taken as their model, 
but it almost, looks as if they had 
borrowed from our friends across the 
channel the three sommatlons respec- 
tueuscs which the Frenchman con- 
templating matrimony Is obliged, in 
certain circumstances, to address to 
his father. A bill is sent up to the 
House of Lords, and ir the two 
houses fail to como to an agreement 
statutory provision Is to be made for 
a conferneo, of small dimensions, be- 
tween an equal number of members of 
tho two houses. If tho conference 
does not And a basis of agreement, the 
bill, or another bill like It, is to be 
reintroduced in tho House of Com- 
mons "after a substantial interval" — 
which the prime minister puts at a 
minimum of six months — passed 
through under drastic closure, and 
sent up again to the House of Lords. 
If the House of Lords has not chang- 
ed Its mind, there will be another con- 
ference. If that falls, there will lie a 
third repetition of tho whole process, 
with an Intimation this time to the 
Upper House that unless they agree 
with the Lower House tho bill will be 
passed over their heads. Over and 
above the Inherent flaws in this plan 
it must bo owned that, considering 
what it is all to come to in the end, 
Us repetitions seem a mockery. They 
would not prevent a. House of Com- 
mons majority from pasing bills with- 
out possibility of an appeal to tho 
country, but they would generate the 
maximum of friction and waste not a 
HtUe time. The proposal of a consul- 



tation between the two houses is not 
of course, new, and in certain circum- 
stances it might lead to results; but 
under the conditions proposed by the 
government it Is difficult to see what 
could happen except an accentuation 
of the deadlock. Perhaps with an un- 
easy sense of the scant consideration 
which their scheme shows for the elec- 
torate, as contrasted with the House 
of Commons, the government add a 
suggestion for quinquennial parlia- 
ments. That things havo long been 
moving in the direction of shortening 
the duration of parliaments, no care- 
ful observer will deny. It may ho 
doubted, however, whether this sta- 
tutory reduction would make very 
much practical difference to tho con- 
ditions which now, In fact, prevail; 
and, In any ease, the country would 
bo glad to consider tho matter in 
some more reputable context than that 
afforded by the resolution. 

The primo minister's ease for the 
resolution is singularly unconvincing. 
It is difficult, as Mr. Balfour remarked, 
to make sure whether he is more in- 
dignant when the Lords reject a bill, 
or when, as In the case of the Trade 
Disputes bill, they let It pass, because, 
whatever their own views on the 
measure, they believe it to have the 
sanction of tho people, The prime 
minister says loftily that tho constitu- 
tion knows nothing of the doctrino of 
a special mandate — though his party 
certainly made ample use of "man- 
dates" when they found It suited them, 
He maintains, however, that they were 
authorized to carry out "broad princi- 
ples," which Is something not very 
different. What ho denies altogether is 
tho right of the Lords to contest tho 
Commons' interpretation of those prin- 
ciples. Sir Henry throughout his 
speech seems to be returning to the 
obsolete theory that the House of 
Commons — meaning in practice any 
chance majority of the House of Com- 
mons — is the true sovereign, and not 
the nation. He may deny that Inter- 
pretation, but that is what his theory 
works out to, and it is there, as Mr. 
Balfour urges, that its real danger lies. 
Ills plan would give a party majority 
in the Commons virtually uncontrolled 
power over legislation,- and enable 
them to pull down in a year what cen- 
turies of accumulated experience, have 
painfully labored to build up. It is, 
of course, possible to take tho extreme 
labor view, as expressed by Mr. 
Shackloton, and sny that you do not 
caro for theso things and want no sec- 
ond chamber 




Dr. Raymond II. Phillimore, of Mon- 
treal, is a contributor to a recnt 
number of the Now York Medical Re- 
cord, on tho subject of "Dlpsophilia," 
in which he says: 

Sir:- In Boswell's Life of Johnson, 
wo read: "After supper, Dr. Johnson 
told us that Isaac Hawkins Browne 
drank freely for thirty years, and that 
ho wrote his poem, Do Animi Immor- 
talitate, In some of the last of these 
years. I listened to this with the 
eagerness of one who, conscious of be- 
ing fond of wine Is glad to find that a 
man of so much genius and good- 
thinking as Browne, had the same pro- 
pensity." 

As 1 do not agree with the opinion' 
of many eminent members of the me- 
dical profession that alcoholism is a 
disease, but consider it rather a pro- 
pensity hereditary or acquired I shall, 
for want of a better term, designate 
it "dlpsophilia," otherwise any similar 
addiction, or fondness, for some inor- 
dinate passion, such as bridge-whist, 
golf, or any sport or pastime, might, 
with equal justification, be Inserted in 
the index of morbid conditions. Any 
defect in our nature which exhibits a 
tendency to withdraw us from the 
path of morality or rectitude must not 
necessarily be regarded as a diseased 
process, and to term alcoholism a' 
disease is an abortive attempt on thol 
part of tho profession to elucidate a I 
social problem in a manner altogether 
Inconsistent with modern thought and 
progress. 

I have always considered, regarding 
the regrettable habit of indulging in 
alcoholic beverages, that those who are 
thus affected are made infinitely worse 
by those wdio themselves boast of their 
rigid adherence to total abstinence or 
Irreproachable sobriety. Tlio man 
who takes liquor Is no more to bo de- 
spised than tho Inveterate snuff-taker, 
the confirmed tobaco-smokor, or tho 
society sylph who, weary and worn. Is 
ushered into the land of dreams by 
her familiar chloral hydrate or sul- 
phnnal. All are equally guilty of 
moral turpitude — just the same as tho 
poor laboring man who "cannot do 
without his glass of ale." Fierce and 
blatant harangues against drinking, in 
which tho unhappy toper is reviled, 
scorned, and painted by somo anemic 
orator as a foul and loathsome crea- 
ture—a vampire sucking tho life's 
blood of his wife and children, and a. 
being altogether outside the palo of 
salvation are unworthy of a moment's 
consideration. These enthusiasts for- 
get that Christ himself drank grapo 
juice In moderation, and that many of 
the lanelont patriarchs wore them- 
selves wine-bibbing profligates. 

Lot us take the percentage of sui- 
cides. Wo shall find that no small 
number are recruited from the ranks 
of drunkards. - What does; this teach 
us? It discloses the fact- that some 
unstable individual, who has been un- 
able to control his Irresistible and In- 
satiable appetite for alcoholic stimu- 
lation, has awakened from his debauch 
and, smitten with a, horrible remorse, 
has sought to expiate his downfall by 
"a sloop and. a forgetting." Instead of 
finding sympathy extended towards 
him; instead of finding his tremulous 
hand grasped by the firm dingers of an 
honest brother, ho too frequently 
awakes to find himself battered, 
beaten, and bruised In tho atrox spel- 



unca of a modern dungeon. Then ho 
is brought before a sleek and sarcas- 
tic recorder (probably no angel him- 
self) and openly proclaimed a hopeless 
and abandoned outcast. He is then 
sentenced to a harsh term of impris- 
onment — instead of somo sequestered 
retreat— amid the jests of a ribald 
multitude and the tears and anguish 
of his starving dependents. Thus tho 
last state of that man is worse than 
the first. 

In order to improve this lamentable 
condition of affairs we want no nau- 
seating doggerels about "Father, dear 
father, como home to us now," nor do 
wo want to punish tlio inebriate any 
more than the morphine- taker or tho 
tea- tippler— we want to find out how 
the evil can bo remedied without hav- 
ing to appeal to tho justice of the mid- 
dle ages. We punish some poor, dis- 
couraged, and distraught wretch for 
attempting to commit suicide, when a 
ten dollar bill would snatch him from 
the stygian slough in which ho Is en- 
gulfed. It is not tlie drunkard or the 
suicide that is to blame; It is "man's 
inhumanity to man." It is tlio stato 
which makes its citizens drunk; it is 
for the stato not only to sober thorn, 
but also to lead them into no further 
temptation. Under any condition It is 
the legislature that is culpable and 
not tho individual.

It was when 
Jesus was announcing' for the first 
time publicly to a large number of 
people, as far as wo know, the prin- 
ciples of His teaching. Ho wished to 
impress upon them that Ho had not 
come to preach rebellion; that His ob- 
ject was not to set up an earthly 
kingdom; that His Messlahshlp did not 
mean wealth and honor to those who 
followed Him. Qf all great teachers, 
Ho seems to have possessed in a spe- 
cial degree the faculty of suiting His 
words to those to whom they were 
addressed. When the rich young man 
came to Him, he did not toil, him to 
lake no thought of the morrow; He 
did not tell him that the pure in heart 
shall see God. He told him to sell his 
property and give the proceeds to the 
poor and follow' Him. When the wo- 
man of Samaria met Him, He talked 
to her in a way that directly appealed 
to her. When He was before Pilate, 
He spoke as to a philosopher. If Ho 
were speaking to a congregation in 
Victoria today, Ho would probably use 
language very different to that ad- 
dressed to the humble people who fol- 
lowed Him up the mountain side. Hut 
no matter to whom He spoke, there Is 
always to be found in His sayings 
an exhortation to a life that shall be 
guided by something higher than mere 
physical pleasure. 

The lilies are in bloom In Victoria 
gardens today. Their tall and grace- 
ful stems bend under their weight of 
beauty. Consider them. To the Di- 
vine Master they were the consumma- 
tion of earthly loveliness. Yet He 
would have us understand that there 
is a higher beauty to which we may 
ail attain. It la beauty of soul, of a 
soul wherein, as in some mountain 
lake are mirrored the snow peaks and 
ibove them the changeless blue of the 
sky, there may be reflected the high- 
est qualities of human nature and the 
boundless love of God. 



"CONSIDER THE LILIES" 

Wo are told that if wo look upon 
the* Bible as literature wo will miss 
much of its teachings. This may be 
true; but it is also true that if we 
lose sight of the fact that it is liter- 
ature, whatever else it may be, wo 
are apt to misread its lessons. Take 
tho passage from which the caption 
of this article is quoted. Lot us ex 
amine tho context a little. Tho pas 
sage occurs in tho Sermon on tho 
.Mount. Tho Divino Master was spcal 
lug of tho comparative unimportance 
of material things. Ho began thi 
part of ills discourse by telling his 
hearers that "no man can servo two 
masters," and ho mentioned as these 
masters, "God and mammon." In 
other words, if the prime object of life 
is material advancement, it will pre- 
vent full spiritual development. Then 
comes Unit beautiful passage, which 
in a literary sense can hardly be 
equalled and certainly cannot be sur 
passed in tho writings of any age, be 
ginning with tho question: "Is not 
tho life more than meat and the body 
than raiment?" Then lie refers to 
tho birds of the air and the lilies of 
the field, and passing on to speak of 
the folly of vexing our minds with 
things that are at best only tempor- 
ary, He closes with that strong ad- 
vice not to disturb ourselves about the 
future, for "sufficient unto the day is 
the evil thereof." We think thaf 1 no 
violence is done to the words of the 
Teacher,, if we understand "evil" not 
as meaning wickedness, but only as 
tho burdens of daily life. This power- 
ful exhortation, which embraces eleven 
verses of the sixth chapter of Matth- 
ew's Gospel, must be read as a whole, 
and in reading it wo must keep in 
mind that not only is it literature, but 
the very highest order of literature. 
To understand properly anything 
written or spoken we must take ac- 
count of tho person who utters it and 
tho person or persons to whom it is 
addressed. Let us think for a mo- 
ment of the circumstances under which 
the Sermon was delivered. Jesus had 
gone up an elevation and many people 
gathered around Him. So Hp sat 
down and talked to them. Noto that 
He did not stand up and harrangue 
them. He spoke to them in very 
plain and simple words. In all prob- 
ability wo have not anything like a 
full report of what he said. On the 
face of it, the best account, which is 
that in Matthew, seems fragmentary, 
but tho special part referred to in this 
article seems completo I,t reads like 
one of those things that people would 
keep in mind and repeat to each oth- 
er. Wo can easily imagine how the 
Disciples and their followers, during 
their privations and persecutions would 
recall with joy these encouraging 
words. They were well chosen, con- 
taining simple imagery, drawing at- 
tention to the common facts of nature 
with which all His hearers were fa- 
miliar. There is a little repetition of 
one idea. It was driven home by re- 
iteration in different languages and 
imagery. We can take these eleven 
verses and analyze them, and, ir we 
like, spell all manner of things out of 
them. "Wo can prove that thrift, in- 
dustry, forethought, prudence and 
every quality of that kind were dis- 
couraged by Jesus, and this we are 
Very likely to do, if wc forget that 
the -passage is literature intended to 
press home a conviction of the

tut like many other stories, it lacks 
the essentia! element. She obtained 
the money for that purpose from tho 
ecclesiastical revenues.

But she lias 
other claims to distinction, for it was 
el. icily through her efforts that the 
Moors were driven from Grenada, and 
although her treatment of the Jews 
cannot be justilied by any process of 
reasoning, it can at least lie excused 
because of the fanatical notions of 
that age.

She began her reign 
in 1474, having already married Ferdi- 
nand, King of Arngon. Her title to the 
cicwn was not unquestioned, for as a 
ma tier of fact she supplanted her 
niece on the pretence that the latter 
was illegitimate. Her reign was stren- 
ui us, one might almost say unprece- 
dented and unequalled for the multi- 
plicity of grave matters of state, ab- 
sorbing religious concerns, far-reach- 
ing domestic reforms and liberal assist- 
ance to literature and art, with which 
she had to deal; and in respect to sor- 
rows caused by the death of her chil- 
dren and her disappointed ambitions 
hi regard to to them, her fate was an 
extremely sad one. Her Ufa story is 



ISABELLA OF CASTILE. 

The founder of Spain's greatness 
was Isabella of Castile. Not only so, 
but it was her far-seeing enterprise, 
which Influenced the whole history of 
the American continent., Columbus, the 
navigator, hoped chiefly for the aid of 
Henry VII. of England to enable him to 
set out on his voyage of discovery, 
and sent his brother to His Majesty 
lor that purpose. He was wrecked 
upon the way, and this led Columbus 
t:> make a last appeal to Isabella. If 
he had failed in this, -there is no doubt 
that lie would himself have gone to 
England for assistance, which he 
would have received, for Henry had 
taste and resources for such things, 
in which event Spain would never have 
attained such supremacy hi the West- 
ern Hemisphere as to be able to im- 
pose her institutions upon all the re- 
gions from the United States to Cape 
Horn. The fate of the Aztecs and the 
Ir.cas would doubtless have been dif- 
ferent, if the conquerors of their 
realms had been Anglo-Saxon Protest- 
a'r.ls instead of fanatical adherents of 
the Church of Home. Tile story that 
Isabella sold her jewel's to obtain the 
funds necessary to equip the first es- 



continucd to transact her accustomed 
business, gave audience to ambas- 
sadors, chatted with privileged visit- 
ors, and, in the words of an aston- 
ished stranger, governed the world 
from her bed. 

"At last, on the 26th of November, 
ir.04, as tho church bells of Medina del 
Campo were ringing out the hour of 
noon, tho spirit of Isabella of Castile 
flitted away from this world; and her 
mortal remains wore conducted by a 
mournful company to their last rest- 
ing place under the shadow of the 
red towers of Alhambra. Through 
storm and tempest, amid earthquake 
and inundation, across mountain and 
river, tho affrighted travelers wended 
their way. For the sun was not seen 
by day nor tho stars by night, during 
three long and weary weeks, as if the 
very forces of nature were disturbed 
at the death of a giant among the 
princes of the earth. 

"Tho character of Isabella lias suf- 
fered to an uncommon extent from an 
ignorant glorification of virtues that 
she was far from possessing, and the 
concealment of those transcendent 
powers that made her not only one of 
the greatest rulers of Spain, but one 
of' the greatest women in the history 
of the world. Until the opening of the 
tic-asure-houso at Simancas displayed 
her correspondence to tho world, she 
was only known from the extravagant 
but somewhat colorless panegyrics of 
contemporary chroniclers, who recog- 
nized at least that she was a royal 
lady, compelling their gallant admira- 
tion, and that she was Immensely su- 
perior to her husband, whom it was 
necessary also to glorify, as the last 
Spanish sovereign of Spain. 

"Isabella was one of tin? most, de- 
markablo characters in history. Not 
only was she the most masterful, and, 
from her own point of view, by far 
the most successful ruler that ever sat 
upon the throne of Spain, or of any of 
tho kingdoms of the Peninsula; she 
stands in the front rank of the great 
sovereigns of Europe, and challenges 
comparison with tho greatest women 
who have ever held sway in tho world. 
A reformer and a zealot, an autocrat 
and a leader of men, with a handsome 
face and a gracious manner, scarce 
concealing the iron will that lay be- 
neath, Isabella was patient in adver- 
sity, dignified In prosperity, at all 
times quiet, determined, thorough. 

"In one particular she stands alone 
among the great ruling women, the 
conquerors and empresses of history. 
She is the only royal lady, save, per- 
haps, Maria Theresa of Hungary, who 
maintained through life the incon- 
gruous relations of a masterful sov- 
ereign and a devoted wife, and shared 
not only her bed but her throne with 
a husband whom she respected — a fel- 
low-sovereign whom she neither fear- 
ed nor disregarded. To command the 
obedience of a proud and warllfc poo- 



"Beforo her time, In Spain, war had 
been waged by the great nobles and 
their retainers in attendance upon the 
king. There was no such thing as uni- 
formity of action or preparation, no 
central organization of any kind. Each 
man went Into battle to fight and to 
forage as opportunity offered. Each 
commander vied with his fellow nobles 
In deeds of bravery, and accorded to 
them such support as he chose. The 
sovereigns exercised a general author- 
ity, and assumed the active command 
of the united multitude of soldiers, on 
rare and Important occasions. If vic- 
tory followed, as at the Nayas do To- 
losa, tho soldiers wore rewarded with 
the plunder, and took possession of 
the property of the enemy. If the 
Christians were defeated, tho army 
melted away; and the king betook 
.Mmself to the nearest shelter. 

"But Isabella had no sooner assumed 
the title of Queen of Castile, than she 
was called upon to maintain her pre- 
tensions in the Held. With no experi- 
ence but that of a country palace, with 
no training but that of a country 
cloister, she set herself to work to or- 
ganize an army. On the 1st of May, 
1474, five hundred horsemen represent- 
ed the entire forces of the fair usur- 
per. My the 19th of July she had col- 
lected over forty thousand men, had 
armed and equipped them ready for 
the Held, and had sent them forward 
under the command of Ferdinand to 
the frontier. Although she was at the 
time In delicate health, she was con- 
stantly In the saddle, riding long dis- 
tances from fortress to fortress, hur- 
rying up recruits all day, dictating let- 
ters all night, giving her zealous per- 
sonal! 'attention to every detail of 
armory and equipment, showing from 
the first that quiet energy find that 
natural aptitude for command that 
ever so constantly distinguished her. 
That her levies were not victorious in 
no way daunted her determination. A 
second army was raised by her, with- 
in a few weeks after the first had 
melted away under Ferdinand; nor 
would she listen to any offers of ne- 
gotiation, until the enemy had been 
driven out of Castile. 

"In the conduct of the war of Gran- 
ada, witli time and money at her 
command, her preparations were upon 
a very different scale. The most skill- 
ful artificers were summoned from 
every part of Europe to assist in the 
work of supplying the army with the 
necessary material of war. Artillery, 
then almost unknown to the military 
art. was manufactured in Spain ac- 
cording to the best designs. Model 
cannon were Imported, and the neces- 
sary ammunition collected from 
abroad. Sword blades were forged at 
home. Not only a commissariat; but 
a Held hospital — institutions till then 
unheard of In Spanish warfare 
organized and maintained under the 
personal supervision of the queen. Th

But witli the utmost care He avoided 
anything of this nature. He preached 
self-denial, purity of life, patience un- 
der suffering, meekness, forbearance, 
peace. 

Therefore, while it may be profit- 
able, and wc think it is, to think of 
tho lilies as emblematical of the good- 
ness and wisdom of God, we think 
that the lesson which the reference 
quoted was designed to teach Is that 
there is a life, which is higher than 
that represented by physical enjoy- 
ment. And this life is not something 
to bo enjoyed hereafter, but Is one 
that may bo experienced from day to 
day.

King of Hungary rather than with any 
other of the great queens and royal 
ladies of history. 

"The husband of Sienobla Indeed en- 
joyed the title of Augustus; but it 
was only after his assassination that 
the lady earned her fame as a ruler.

Yet 
Isabella revolutionized the institu- 
tions of her country, religious, political, 
military, financial, she consolidated 
her dominions, humiliated her nobles, 
cajoled her commons, defied tile Pope, 
reformed the clergy", she burned some 
ten thousand of her subjects; she de- 
ported a million more; and of tile rem- 
nant she made a great nation; she 
brooked no Iran's opposition, in a 
reign of thirty years, and she died in 
the arms of the king, her husband! 

"Ferdinand of Arngon was no hero, 
lint he was a strong man; a capable 
ruler; a clever if a treahcerous diplo- 
matist. And to this husband and con- 
sort was Isabella faithful through life, 
not merely in the grosser sense of the 
word, to which Ferdinand for himself 
paid so little heed; but In every way 
and walk of life. She supported him 
In his policy; she assisted him in his 
intrigues; sho encouraged him in his 
ambitious designs; she lied for him, 
whenever prudence required It; she 
worked for him at all times, as she 
worked for Spain. For ills policy, his 
Intrigues, his designs were all her own. 
Whenever the views of the king and 
queen were for a moment discordant, 
Isabella prevailed, without apparent 
conflict of authority. In her assump- 
tion of supremacy in (lie marriage 
contract; in her nomination of Gon- 
salvo de Cordova to the command of 
tho army; in her choice of Xlmlnez 
as tlie primate of Spain, she carried 
her point, not by petulance or even by 
argument, but by sheer force of char- 
acter; nor did she strain for one mo- 
ment, oven In these manifestations of 
her royal supremacy, the friendly and 
even affectionate relations that ever 
subsisted between herself and her hus- 
band. The love and devotion of Isa- 
bella was a thing of which the great- 
est of men might have well been proud. 
And though Ferdinand the Catholic 
may not fairly be counted among the 
greatest, ho was a man wise enough 
to a pp reel. Mle the merits of his queen, 
and to accept and maintain the anom- 
alous position in which he found him- 
self as her consort. 

"In war at least It might have been 
supposed that the queen would occupy 
a subordinate position, Yet in no de- 
partment of state did Isabella show lo 
greater advantage than as the organi- 
zer of victorious armies; not its a bat- 
nllador after the fashion of her dis- 
tinguished ancestors in Castile and in 
Aragoh; but as the originator of an 
entirely new system of miliary ad- 
ministration., 



Boadlcea i expeditious to Italy were a part of 
tin.' col- I Ferdinand's diplomacy, though the 
honor of victory must be shared be- 
tween Isabella and her Great Captain. 
Hut tin.' queen's ambition lay not ill 
conquest abroad. On the contrary, as 
soon as the last province in Spain had 
been delivered from the foreign yoke 
of the Moor, she turned her attention 
to the peaceful development of the 
kingdom, and, unlettered warrior as 
she was, she bestowed her royal pat- 
ronage upon students and studies, 
rather than upon tlie knights and no- 
bles who had fought her battles before 
Granada. 

"The old foundations of the univer- 
sities, the new art of printing, schol- 
arship, music, architecture found in 
her a generous patron, not so much 
from predilection as from policy. Men 
of letters and men of learning were 
welcomed at her court, not ojlly from 
every part of Spain, but from every 
part of Europe. For herself she had 
little appreciation of literature. She 
neither knew nor cured what influence 
her beloved Inquisition would have 
upon science. But as long as the 
queen lived, learning was honored in 
Spain. 

"In this, as in all things, her judg- 
ment of men was unerring. The queen 
who made Gonsalvo the commander- 
in-chief of her armies, and Ximencz 
tho president of hertcouncil, who se-

Lord Kitchener of Khartoum cele- 
brated his fifty-seventh birthday on 
Monday. 

Kins Edward Is giving sittings to 
Mr. Lazeo, the celebrated Hungarian 
portrait painter. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Banncrman has 
been presented with tlio honorary 
freedom of tho Glasgow Weavers' In- 
corporation. 

The Archbishop of York has just 
entered his eighty-second year. Ho is 
the oldest of tho diocesan bishops in 
England and Wales. 

Tho Icing will leave London for 
Marionbad about August 12th, and 
his majesty will bo away from Great 
Britain until September Sth. 

Tho Kaiser's gifts for competition 
at tho Royal Yacht squadron regatta 
in August comprlso a handsome silver 
cup and a Dresden china tea service. 

A lady leading three toy terriers, 
each wearing a sun-be:inot and 
goggles, was a spectacle provided in 
Kensington Gardens, London, re- 
cently. 

On tho fourth anniversary of his 
death an effigy of Cardinal Vaughan 
was unveiled recently by tho Arch- 
bishop of Westminster Cathedral, 
where a requiem mass was sung. 

During General Booth's visit to Ja- 
pan a most elaborate welcome w.is 
extended to him, the father of tho 
Salvation army, but it cannot be said 
that tho army has achieved any con 
srricuous success in Japan, certainly 
nothing as compared to its successes 
in other countries, and its influeneo 
is really more of a philanthropic kind 
at tho moment than noted for tho 
importance of its followers. 

General Booth has arrived home In 
London again fresh from triumphs In 
tho Far East Physically he is the 
most wonderful old man tho world has 
Been for centuries, and it ta doubt- 
ful if history can give an example 
another man Hearing ids eightieth 
year who lias done so much good wort 
as ho has done Ho works unceas- 
ingly, without recreation or holiday 
As his years increase his actlyitlu! 
seem to increase also. Within I he year 
he has traveled over over ;!fi,000 miles 
by land and sea, including a motor 
tour of 1500 miles. Tho great secret 
of the general's life Is Its simplicity 
Ho neither smokes or drinks, and is a 
strict vegetarian. Ho Is a closo stu- 
dent of history, both ancient and 
modern. 

Tho famous Welsh choir, the finest 
that has ever been produced even in 
Wales, that of Llanelly, has been hon- 
ored by a royal command to sing be- 
fore tho king and queen on board the 
royal yacht at Cardiff on July 1ft. The 
king .and queen will arrive at Cardiff 
in the Victoria and Albert on July 1!), 
and this great Welsh choir, composed 
entirely of working men and women, 
and conducted by Mr. John Thomas, 
who is not a nrofosslonal musician, 
but a news agent. When tho king and 
queen visit tho new law courts at Car- 
diff six thousand Welsh children will 
sing tho national anthem. According 
to the Dullish newspaper "Danner- 
brog" King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra will pay a visit to the Danish 
court at tho end of August, or tho be- 
ginning of September. 

Despite the Arctic weather in Lon- 
don on "Ascot" Sunday a largo and 
fashionable crowd was seen on the 
Thames. Thousands of people 
thronged the lock-side at Boulter's, and 
tho promenade, and motor cars by t ho 
hundred waited in the neighboring 
roads. It was a record Ascot Sunday, 
and something like 1,300 crafts passed 
through Boulter's Lock. Thoro will 
bo very few house-boats at Henley 
this year, Unfortunately their popu- 
larity has greatly declined In recent 
years. It was the custom a few years 
ago for the Thames Conservancy to 
reserve as many ns 130 positions on 
the course for houseboats, launches, 
and other crafts, but this year tho 
number has dwindled down to forty- 
eight. Tho reason of this decllno is 
said to be tho incrensed facilities for 
travel by rail and motor car are most 
responsible, and also the popularity of 
tho club enclosures. 

Artillery visit to Canada (from 
Daily Mail): The king, to mark his

Tho king's garden party nt the end 
of last month, given nt Windsor Castle, 
was the most Important open air 
function of tho rolgn. Morn than 
S000 invitations woro Issued, nnd all 
those who had the opportunity of at- 
tending did so. The "tage was well 
represented. There were Sir Squire 
Bancroft, Sir Charles Wyndham, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bebrbohm Tree, Mr, 
George Alexnnder, etc. etc. Most of 
the judges woro presort, ' both the 
archbishops, and many other represen- 
tatives of tho clergy. T'.o diplomatic 
body was also in full force. Tho king 
and queen joined their guests about 
ftvo o'clock In tho afternoon. Queen 
Alexandra was escorted by tho King 
of Slam, and tho king walked with 
tho Grand Duchess of Hesse. Among 
tho royal party were tho Prlnco and 
Princess of Wales, with their child- 
ren, the Duko and Duchess of Con- 
naugh. tho Princess Royal, the Duch- 
ess of Albany, and Prince Christian 
Ono of tho most popular guests w.is 
"Mark Twain," who was presented to 
her majesty by Mr. Wbltelaw Held. 
After a short time tho king joined her 
majesty, when Mr. Clemens, "Marl;

Hints to Mothers 

If your little ones aro ill, never put 
too many heavy bedclothes over tho 
little invalid. An eiderdown quilt is 
by fa- tho best thing as It is light 
and yet is quite as warm as two, or 
three blankets. In case of a long and 
tedious illness, it is a most restful 
plan to havo two beds in tho room, 
one for day and the other for night. 
It makes such a pleasant change for 
the little patient to be moved from 
one bed to the other, and a good 
nights' sleep is far more likely, If the 
little ono is put into a comfortable, 
well aired bed, than be left to sleep in 
one in which they havo tossed, and 
turned all day. 

Soap Bubbles 

Few things amuse children more 
than blowing soap bubbles, and quite 
a little party can be kept happy and 
amused on a fine afternoon by being 
allowed to play this game. It is a 
good idea to prepare - the lather be- 
forehand. Cut up very finely, or 
grate, a three-inch square of white 
Castile soap, put it into a large bot- 
tle with a Quart of warm, soft water, 
and shako several times a day for 
three days. Pour off the clear solu- 
tion, strain it through a piece of mus- 
lin, then measure and add to it half 
the quantity of pure glycerine and 
mix well. Put this mixture into a 
clean bottle, cork It and it will keep 
a long time. Tin; bubbles made witli 
this will bo iridescent, last several 
hours and can be blown to a very 
largo size. A little competition can 
bo arranged and prizes of sweets for 
tho largest or the prettiest bubble of 
the largest amount blown from one 
dip, makes a source of unending de- 
light for the children. 

Every child should be taught at an 
early ago that thirst quenching does 
not depend so greatly on tho quantity 
of fluid that is swallowed, as on the 
length of time during which liquid is 
kept in contact with tho tissues of 
tho mouth and throat. A small quan- 
tity of water used as a mouth wash 
will relieve thirst more than a pint 
swallowed hastily. 

How to Feed Children 

Tho Manchester (England) Medical 
Officer of Health, recently gave an 
interesting lecture on the fodlng of 
children. Milk should, he said, be 
given to children without fall to the 
end of the third year, and if possible 
up to the ago of six. Meals should bo 
regular, varied and plain. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that tasty, ex- 
pensive dishes had done much to 
bring about tho inferior physique now 
so common among town dwellers. 
Provided the town child was properly 
fed and cared for, he was of opinion 
that its physique would be almost as 
good as that of the country child. An- 
other important point is that the care 
of the teeth should be rigorously look- 
ed after. 

Disparaging People 

There aro people who disparage 
everything and everybody. They look 
constantly for faults and ble mishes. 
There aro homes where children hear 
continued criticism from their parents 
where the conversation is mado up 
largely of adverse judgments of every- 
body and everything, where every 
character is dissected and the flaws 
rather than tho good traits held up to 
view. Whether those judgments arc 
just, or not, tho effect upon the child- 
ren is the same. They learn suspi- 
cion, contcmptuousness and denuncia- 
tion, three things quite unnatural to 
tho child mind, as a result wo havo 
pessimists, made such, not by tho 
hard experiences of life, but by tho 
habit of looking on the wrong side of 
everything. Parents should remember 
that their view points, aro those of 
the little ones, nnd will bo theirs, un- 
til each young life has its own experi- 
ences.

Some Choice Recipes 

A delicious, cool sweet is mado as 
follows: Cook half a pound of well 
washed Carolina rice in one pint of 
sweetened milk, flavored with van- 
illa; when cooked tho milk should all 
be absorbed, and tho rlco stodgy. Set 
aside, to cool. Chop finely a few glace 
cherries, angelica and pistachio , nuts. ' 
When the rico is nearly cold add half a 
pint of whipped cream, whisk well to- 
gether. At tho bottom of plain en- 
amelled moulds (which have been rins- 
ed out with cold water), lay a thick- 
ness of the chopped fruits, half fill 
ness of the rice, add moro fruit and fill 
up with tho rice. Set the littlo moulds 
in ice, or In a very cold place, for 
i or 5 hours. In tho centre of a de- 
sert dish shape somo whipped cream 
Into a pointed mould. Now mould tho 
little shapes and sot them round the 
cream; havo ready a few burnt al- 
monds (pounded), sprinkle over the 
cream and scrv6 at once. If thoro 
should be any delay before tho dish is 
served, after it is garnished, stand it 
on ice until required, to prevnt the 
cream from melting. 

Lily Salad, 

Lily salad is an ordinary salad orna- 
mented with hard boiled eggs. Make 
tho salad and cut up one egg and put 
it in the salad. Shell four other eggs 
and cut them in halves lengthways, 
cut the whites Into long strips and 
arrange them on small lettuco leaves 
to look like water Illy petals; press 
tho yolks through a fine sievo and 
drop a little into the center of each 
lily. If tastefully arranged this salad 
will be charmingly pretty and most 
inviting. 

Mayonnaise Sauce. 
Half a pint of salad oil, two table- 
spoonfuls of plain or tarragon vine- 
gar, two raw yolks of eggs; the yolks 
must be put in a basin. With a littlo 
salt, stir them round briskly with a 
spoon or whisk; then add tho oil, drop 
by drop, until it becomes quito 
creamy; then gradually add the vino- 
gar and some pepper. It should be 
just like a thick cream. 



When packing away ormlno furs for 
the summer, place somo pieces of whito 
wax in them to prevent them from 
growing yellow. Place them in a cot- 
ton bag that has boon colored with 
bluing, or wrap them Instead in dark 
blue paper, and keep In a camphor 
wood or tin box. 



Devonshire Junket. 
Two pints of now milk, two desert 
spoonfuls of sugar, two of prepared 
rennet thick cream, grated nutmeg, 
and if liked a littlo brandy or rum. 
Make the milk blood warm, put into a 
dep bowl with the brandy, sugar and 
rennet; stir together and cover over 
until set.

Chicken Salad. 

Ingredients: The remains of the cold 
chicken, two lettuces, a littlo endive, 
one small cucumber, a few slices of 
beetroot salad dressing. Method: Cut 
tho remains of tho chicken in nico 
small pieces, wash dry. and sllco tho 
lettuces and put them In the, middle of 
a dish; place tho pieces of fowl on tho 
top and pour tho salad dressing over; 
garnish the edge of the salad by hard 
boiled eggs cut in rings, sliced cucum- 
ber and boiled beet root cut in slices. 
For the salad dressing boll one egg un- 
til hard, put it into cold water, shell 
it and pound tho yolk to a smooth 
paste; then add a teaspoonful of mix- 
ed mustard, salt, a littlo sugar, ono 
teaspoonful of salad oil, ' and four 
tablospoonfuls of cream; stir these in- 
gredients well, then pour in slowly, 
stirring all the time; sufficient vinegar 
to make it to tho consistency of cream 

Ham Canapes. 

Ingredients: Sonic slices of stalo 
bread, butter, about a pound of cold 
boiled ham, a little French mustard, 
cream, grated cheese, parsley, ono egg. 
Method: Gut the- bread in thin slices, 
and from them stamp out rounds, melt 
the butter in a frying pan and when 
quito hot fry the rounds of bread to a 
nice brown, chop the ham finely, sea- 
son it with the mustard and a littlo 
pepper and moisten it witli some 
cream or milk, spread it on the' can- 
apes, sprinkle thickly with tho 'grated 
cheese and put It in a moderate oven 
until tho cheese begins to melt and 
brown. Garnish with a little chopped 
parsley and hard boiled egg grated. 

Bonne Femmo Soup. 

Ingredients: Two quarts of stock, 
two ounces of butter, ono small cu- 
cumber, ono largo lettuce, one table- 
spoonful of flour, thrco eggs, half a 
Pint of cream. Method: Prepare tho 
stock, melt tho butter in an 'enamelled 
pan, and put In tho cucumber peeled 
and sliced and the lettuco finely shred- 
ded; cook for ten minutes without 
browning. Mix tho flour with a littlo 
stock, add it to the vegetables, then 
pour in all the stock and Jet it simmer 
for twenty to thirty minutes. Beat up 
tlio yolks of the eggs with tho cream, 
and put into the soup tureen; pour 
over the boiling soup gradually, stir- 
ring gradually to prevent the eggs 
curdling, 

Asparagus Omelette. 

Ingredients: Two eggs, salt, pepper, 
a small onion, a bundle of asparagus, 
butter. Method: Boll tho asparagus 
and when It is tender drain it well, 
cut off the largo stalks and beat the 
remainder well with a fork, boll and 
mince the onion very finely, and mix 
it with the asparagus; divldo tho 
whites from the yolks of tho eggs, 
beat up tho yolks, add to tho aspara- 
gus, mix well in, then add the whites 
beaten to a stiff froth; beat all to- 
gether for a few minutes; fry in an 
omelette pan in butter. Serve very 
quickly. 

Exmoor Pudding. 

Ingredients: Three ounces of butter, 
four ounces of sugar, fivo ounces of 
flour, two eggs, about a pint of milk, 
apricot jam, baking powder, vanilla. 
Method: Beat tho butter and sugar 
to a cream, add the flour gradually, 
and the eggs; the eggs should be put 
in separately without, being beaten, 
and the mixture beaten well for a few 
minutes after each egg is added; then 
pour in milk to make a batter the con- 
sistency of very thick cream; mix in a 
littlo vanilla flavoring and half a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder; butter a 
pudding basin, put a good layer of 
apricot jam at tho bottom, and pour 
tho batter gently over It; cover with 
a piece of buttered paper and steam 
for an hour and a half; turn it out 
carefully and send It at onco to the 
table.

HOW TO GROW CELERY 



Why should anybody bo afraid to 
grow celery? The reason why most 
amateurs fall with celery is that they 
plant it on a shallow, dry soli and do 
not give water often enough, or else 
they have ground wet to stagnation. 
While celery must have abundance of 
water, ft demands good drainage. 
Therefore a deep soil Is necessary and 
a wet place must bo t lie-drained. Soil 
for celery must bo rich in nitrogen. 
Stable manure will provide the nitro- 
gen for this purpose and increase the 
moisture holding capacity better than 
anything else. This is celery culture 
in a nut shell. 

The early or August crop of celery 
is to be planted out in May, from 
seeds started Indoors during February, 
and young plants need transplanting 
once indoors. The late or main crop 
is tended in the same way, but the 
seed is sown the last of March or April. 
If you have a well protected seed bed, 
or a coldframe, they can be started at 
once in either, and the impoverished 
seed box is also fine for them. You 
may wonder why they have to be 
transplanted from the seed bed into 
another bod a'lid thence into the gar- 
den, for it sounds like unnecessary 
work. You can try sowing the seed 
in drills in a bed, thin out well and 
allow the plants to remain there until 
It is time to set them out into the gar- 
den but this is what you will "go up 
against": Celery makes a long taproot, 
that is, a root which goes straight 
down into the earth with very few 
fine, side, or fibrous roots. When the 
tiny seedling is transplanted, the end 
of this tap root is usually broken, the 
fibrous roots are forced to start work, 
and they make a clump. Then when 
the second transplanting time comes, 
the root is not so long, but bunchy, and 
not nearly so liable to bo badly injured. 
If tho seedling is allowed to remain In 
the seed bed until setting out time 
comes, it has a root so long that it is 
almost invariably badly broken in lift- 
ing, and the shock being much greater 
the plant's progress is seriously retard- 
ed at the time when it needs to grow 
most quickly. Therefore, two trans- 
plantings are far ahead of one, and if 
one of these has been into an individual 
receptacle, that is better still. 

When the seedlings appear, tend 
them carefully, turning the box each 
day that they may not bo drawn in one 
direction toward the light. Keep them 
moist, but not \yet, and not too warm, 
cr they will be tall and spindly. If 
they are too thick, pull out a few weak- 
lings and give the others a better 
chance. When the second leaf appears, 
and they are jostling and pushing el- 
bows for room, transplant them into a 
second box, deeper than a flat, or into 
a coldframe, whence they can be plant- 
ed into the garden. 

Having filled a flat with finely sifted 
leaf mold, mixed with sand, scrape the 
earth off even with the top of the box, 
shake or. press it down with the hand, 
and, if the soil is very dry, sprinkle it 
lightly with a rose sprayer and let it 
stand for a little while before sowing 
the seed. There arc two methods for 
dome this; one is to sow or sprinkle 
the seed over the entire surface; the 
other to mark shallow drills, one or 
two inches apart, and sow the seed 
thickly in these, barely covering it. I 
prefer the latter plan for in that way 
it is easier to lift tho seedlings when 
the first . transplanting time comes. 
Place the Hat in a bright, moderately 
warm window, and water very gently 
■when tho surface shows a tendency to 
dry out. The seedlings appear in two 
or three weeks. 

Celery loves light, rich soil, and the 
llavor of the plant is much liner from 
that kind of land, than when it is 
raised on a heavy clay, bog or peat 
Boil. But It also demands plenty of 
Water. Therefore a thorough prepara- 
tion of the ground in dealing with the 
crop is more than usually profitable. 

I reiterate, celery loves a very rich, 
light soil, well drained, and it craves 
plenty of water, often. Dig your trench, i 
or bed, deep, put In some well-rotted ' 
manure, or, If you can possibly get 
bold of it, some hen droppings, and if 
the soot from the chimneys lias not 
gone on the rose bed, add that too. A 
little bone-meal and wood-ashes will 
not do any harm, for celery is not sub- 
ject to indigestion from over feeding. 

Celery is an important crop for the 
borne garden, as it occupies ground up- 
on which some earlier crop has already 
matured. It can follow pens or spin- 
ach for instance. It likes nitrogen in 
abundance and so does particularly 
well as a second crop on the ground 
previously occupied by peas. 

Have you decided which way to 
grow celery? If so let us set out tho 
plants. Tho bed or row is made, rak- 
ed fine, and the gaVden lino run. Now 
make holes with the dibble, or, If your 
plants arc too large, with a trowel, 
every six inches. Take up the plant- 
lots carefully, having run a knife be- 
tween them to separate the roots, and 
place them In a basket, box or pan, 
a fow at a time. Set tliein one by one 
into tho holes, firm the earth well 
around them, and at once protect each 
with a mulch. Proceed in this way to 
the end of the row. The mulch may bo 
straw, leaves, hay, or cuttings from 
the grass — anything to conserve tho 
moisturo In the soil while the young 
plants get started. Water well after 
tho mulch Is on, and you ought to have 
celery lino enough to take a prize any- 
where. 

There are two diseases of celery, 
rust and blight. The former is shown 
by yellowish spots on the leaves, tho 
latter first by watery spots, then by 
black dots. Good seed and healthy 
plants will probably escape both, but 
if forced to enter into combat with 
them use Bordeaux mixture. 

Thoro aro several, ways to blanch 
celery, so as to got the lino white stalks 
for table. Ono way fs to make long 
rows, sotting the plants six Indies or 
a foot apart and as they grow draw- 
ing the earth up around them to form 
* bank on either side. Ono groat pre- 
caution to bo taken in doing this is to 
bo very, very careful not to get any 
dirt at all into the heart of the plant. 
Careful "handling," as It is called, is 
of Vital Importance. Gather tho leaves 
up tightly In 0110 hand, holding the 



outer ones well around the heart or 
the young leaves in the centre, and 
draw the earth well up to the plant, 
llrming it well. It is wise to have two 
people at this work, as it is dllllcult 
for ono to manage alone. You can 
make double rows in this same way, 
setting the plants cris-cross, six inches 
apart, just as rails are laid for an 
old-fashioned Virginia fence. 

The plants may bo sot in single rows 
with enough earth drawn around them 
to hold them upright, and, when" they 
aro nearly grown, a board may be plac- 
ed on either side, as close to the stems 
as possible, and almost to the 
top of the leaves. A strip or clamp Is 
placed across the boards to keep them 
in position. A twelve-inch board would 
be wide enough, and the length in pro- 
portion to the length of the row to bo 
blanched. To make sure that the 
leaves aro well up, slide the boards 
in edgewise, raising the leaves as you 
make it perpendicular. 

If you wish to use drain tii'e, sot the 
plants a little further apart, according 
to the diameter nf the tile used, live 
inches, inside measurement, being quite 
large enough. In order to place a tile 
over a plant, it is necessary to tie the 
leaves loosely together, with rallia. soft 
twine, or, better still, with a strip of 
soft paper twisted, for it will fali' to 
pieces when damp, and the plant will 
again be free. Tile-and boards are best 
for early celery, and they are both cx- 
tremely useful for keeping the plant 
clean, while the tile lias the further 
advantage of keeping it cool. Banking 
is better for late celery, as it can with- 



in my small city yard at Bordca- 
town, N.J., I have a threc-by-Hvo 
water garden that has given flowers 
from June to October. I have had a3 
mnny as eight water lilies a day. The 
walls and bottom of the basin are of 
single brick, laid in cement, and well 
covered with cement to prevent leak- 
age. Tho depth of a water garden 
should not bo less than two feet, and 
the top of the wall not more than two 
Inches above the surrounding surface, 
so that it may be the better protected 
from frost. After a month's exposure 
to tho weather tho pond is ready to 
be stocked with plants and fish. 
Stocking tho Basin. 

Early one May I purchased two 
hardy water lilies at fifty cents each; 
a Cape Cod pink or Nymphaea odor- 
ata var. rosea, and a yellow Nymphaea 
Marliacea var. chromatclla. Tho pink 
blooms well, is beautiful In form and 
color and is dellclously sweet scented* 
The yellow has spotted leaves, is vig- 
orous of growth apd a profuse bloom- 
er. They were planted In boxes about 
one foot square ami deep. The richest 
soil, or soil and compost in equal parts, 
should be used. When they arc placed 
(in the bottom of the tank, it may be 
filled with water. I use a common 
hose with which to fill It. 

Except by evaporation and overflow 
from rains the water in my pond is 
never changed. Neither have tho plants 
been disturbed (luring the live years 
I have had the tank. 



LIQUID PLANT FOOD 

Everyone recognizes the value of 
manure water lor either vegetables 
or flowers, but very few amateurs 
bother to maintain a supply always 
ready. That Is the only way to do, 
however, for rather limn mix U» a 
little, now and then the manure water 
is dispensed with. Little and sften is 
tho rule to be observed in toe-ling 
with manure water. 1 have <levisod 
a littlo arrangement that gives all the 
manure water I need and it can bo 
drawn off at any time. 

An old creosote paint barrel (a 
kerosene barrel will do as well) is 
fitted with a molasses spigot, uelecl- 
Vd because it will net choke up. In 
the too of the barrel Is a bowl made, 
nf sacking. The sacking is fastened 
to a heavy wire hoop which has Imps 
that catch over the edge of the barrel. 
The sack or bus filled with fresh 
manure is suspended in the barrel 
from the upper rim, The barrel Is 
then filled with water, the cover put 
on and in a short lime tho liquid Is 
roadv for use. The barrel .-an be 
fillrd several times before the manure 
needs renewing. One bucket of this 



mostly infertile. These are not wor- 
thy of consideration, no matter how 
typical they may be in themselves. 
They aro likely to transriilt this detect 
to their offspring. Infertility is often 
a condition that may be transmitted. 
It may bo some structural defect or a 
constitutional lack of vigor, either of 
which Is undesirable in breeding 
stock. 

It Is common to find that certain 
hens produce eggs which aro not well 
shaped. It is not desirable to keep 
hens that lay eggs which aro globe 
shaped, both ends of nearly the same 
size. Other individuals produce long, 
sharply pointed eggs which aro just as 
undesirable as globular ones. Still 
others produce, unshapely eggs, eggs 
with ridged shells or those which havo 
thick and thin places In them. Eggs 
that lack In shape or normal thickness 
of tho shell can not be sold for hatch- 
ing by the particular brooder and the 
hens which produce them should be 
disposed rif at this season. 

Where trapnests are used, hens pro- 
ducing eggs which are deficient in any 
particular may easily he detected and 
marked for culling. If trapnests aro 
not used, the observing breeder will ho 
able to select those which are to be 
taken out and sold.. 

Once In a while there is a hen of 
typical shape which never produces a 
good chick, because tho elemental 
germs that revert to spine reni'de an- 
cestor take precedence In the produc- 
tion "f the life germ In the egg. Such 
a hen is hard to detect, unless great 



It is probably not too much to say 
that tho average breeder of poultry 
finds It necessary to cull out and sell 
at market prices ns many as GO per 
cent, of all the birds he hatches every 
year. This should not be tho case. II' 
every breeder would carefully select 
his breedng stock, after observing re- 
sults, retaining in tho breeding yards 
only those specimens when produce 
improvements, it would not be long 
until the percentage of culls would fall 
one-half and before many years the 
buyer of eggs, could buy witli tho as- 
surance that his chance of securing 
high class birds from more than half 
the number hatched and he would be 
willing to pay accordingly. 

Advertising will sell average Stock 
year after year at average prices and 
a good business Is done with this 
stock, but it requires something more 
than advertising and average stock to 
be able to ask comparatively high 
price for eggs and make numerous 
sals at these prices. 

Wo know of a case where a single 
setting of fifteen eggs produced thir- 
teen chicks which won every prize of- 
fered in a big show tho next winter 
after they wore hatched, except those 
offered for old birds. This single set- 
ting produced birds which won first, 
second or third in both pullets and 
cockerels and first breeding pen as 
well as special for the best male and 
female of the breed in tho show. 

The seller of the eggs made more 
from that setting of eggs than he ever- 
made from any other one ho sold, be- 
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Nature's Own Garden— Giants of the Forest in British Columbia. 
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tlpn, when examination shows the 
roosts to bo actually swarming with 
them. Nothing makes .a greater inroad 
upon the vitality of fowls than those 
parasites, which at night come upon 
them, hiding during tho day in cracks 
and crevices of the building. 

The two varieties of llco should not 
be confounded. The largo grey ones 
found upon the bodies of fowls are not 
at ail . the same kind as tho tiny ones 
which infest the roosting places. The 
dust bath tends to hold tho llrst named 
In check, but the fowls are powerless 
against the attacks of tho other, which 
come from their hiding places only at 
night. Usually these aro silver grey 
In color, but when tilled with blood 
become a vivid red. An old and neg- 
lected henhouse may be literally 
swarming with them, and they may 
very likely pass unnoticed for years 
unless a search is made for them. 
. The best remedy is thorough fumi- 
gation with burning sulph'ur, all open- 
ings being carefully closed in the 
meantime and neither person nor fowl 
inside. Another sure way of getting 
rid of the pests Is to spray thoroughly 
with kerosene emulsion, forcing the 
same into every crack with a force 
pump, and paying particular attention 
to the under sides of roosting poles 
and supports upon which they may 
rest. Any of the solutions used for 
sheep dip will do the work of exter- 
mination equally as well as the emul- 
sion, and sometimes are 'more conven- 
iently prepared. Carbolic acid with 
wa te'r— one part to thirty— kills lice, 
and this can ho forced in a spray In 
the same manner as the other solu- 
tions recommended. The only cau- 
tion with any of these remedies is to 
bo verv thorough. All loose pieces ot 
bonrd'sl barrels and boxes, as well as 
litter of every description, also the 
floor, must be gone over, else the work 
will' be in vain, for all these will bo 
harboring enough of the pests to over- 
r n the premises again. The best way 
| 8 to remove and burn everything, even 
to the roosts, and thus be sure to get 
rid of them. 

Then when the building has been 
thoroughly sprayed, give it a coat of 
whitewash and furnish It anew. This 
will be necessary in case of a bad y 

•Vested roost. Kerosene, or coal oil, 
as It is usually called, may be used 
undiluted upon perches. ^J^ovts 
This is another sure remedy, and 
should be used at least once a month 
Igutarly around such^laces, pouring

WHAT THE TRAP NEST DOES 

Tt shows which hen lays the egg. 
It "how™ ust what each hen Is doing. 

It picks out the liOO-egg hen, the 
nnn egg the 100-egg, the C,0-cgg and 
, . „e Feeding the drone is ono 
o^thfereatest l£ka of the poultry- 
man. , 

It picks out tho winter layer. It 
enables one to get acquainted with 
each individual hen. 

The frequent handling and mov Ing 
the hen from tho nest tames her and 
the tame hen is a paying hen. 

It prevents egg eating as the cul- 
prit is easily detected and killed. 

It picks out tho hen that lays the 
infertile egg, the brown, the white and 
the yellow egg. 

It picks out the hen that raises tho 
best chicks. Not always the highest 
scoring hen raises tho winning chicks. 

It Is the only practical way that a 
breeder can pedigrco his stock. Poul- 
try will In time ho pedigreed as is 
other thoroughbred stock. Trap 'nests 
may be placed in a building or yard 
away from the laying hens (when used 
for sitting liens) and they can be re- 
moved once a day for feed and water. 
When they return to tho nest they 
shut themselves In and the other hens 
out so they cannot crowd on and break 
the eggs. 

The trap nest is a simple contriv- 
ance by which tho door is sot on a 
trigger' which is sprung by the hen 
when she enters. Tho door closes and 
she cannot leave the nest until re- 
moved by hand. 

A numbered band on each ben's leg 
enables the owner to tell exactly what 
each hen is doing by writing her num- 
ber on tho eggs in the trap nest.

stand frost better when protected by 
earth, and tho covering is more nat- 
ural. 

Bods four feet wide, and as long as 
you choose, may be made, and the cel- 
ery plants set Into them ten Inches 
apart, with boards placed perpendicu- 
larly along the edges, to hold (he plants 
in an upright position, 1 should not 
care for this method, since it would | 
render weeding very dllllcult, though 
It would save land space. This celery 
would either have to be dug up and 
blanched by storing, or protected by 
earth or bay where It stood. I really 
think, for the amateur gardener, sin- 
gle rows are the best. 

Blanching is done in three weeks if 
the plants are growing vigorously a* In 
September; later as the winter gets 
colder it will take fully four weeks. 

Keep some celery In the garden until 
after Christmas. If you are too busy 
to make a pit and tho celery Is already 
banked, throw some hay over tho top 
of tho bank, a littlo more when colder 
weather comes, and, finally earth over 
that. If you can dig tho roots and 
make a pit, it will bo much easier to 
got at when you want It. Dig a small 
trench about one foot deep, line the 
sides with hay (salt hay proforably), 
place tho celery in the trench, roots 
down, and close together, seeing that 
the hay surrounds the plants entirely 
and then bank up the earth, to make a 
miniature mound. - Work from north to 
south, so that you can enter this ab- 
original dwelling from tho southern 
end. If frost gets through the earth, 
it can't got through the hay. Thus 
the celery 1j safe and happy.— -Barry 
Lorlng, „ 



The Water Hyacinth. 

I find the water hyacinth a. delight- 
ful addition to tin; pond. It has float- 
ing foliage, suspended roots which 
purify the water and brilliant flowers 
of Intermingled tints of blue during 
early autmn. This plant is tropical 
and will require artificial heat in win- 
ter. A jardiniere witli some earth in 
it filled with water and a sunny win- 
dow is all if requires. A few young 
plants may bo taken from the pond for 
tho purpose. 

Goldfish vs. Mosquitoes. 

Homo lish will be an attraction and 
prevent mosquito breeding. A few 
small goldfish will thrive throughout 
the year without care, but some crumbs, 
of bread during spring and summer 
given twice a week will tame them. 
In early Juno they will spawn, depos- 
iting tho eggs on tho roots of tho water 
hyacinth. If this be lifted and placed 
in a separate vessel containing water 
from the pond, many young fish may 
be hatched. I succeed well with a tub 
of water containing the water hya- 
cinth. It left In the pond tho young 
goldfish will bo eaten by their parents, 
1 have never known the water to be- 
come foul. Choice fish placed In it five 
years ago are still flourishing.

THE POULTRYMAN 

FOR NEXT YEAR 

Tn the poultry yard there is never 
any place to stop if we would make 
improvements every year. As soon as 
one season is well over we should he- 
gin preparing for the next. We should 
try to make such selections that the 
best birds of this year will he counted 
as no better than the poorest ot next 
year. It is not always possible to 
make such rapid Improvement, but wo 
should always try to advance. 

No matter how carefully the breed- 
ing stock of this year was selected, we 
will find certain of the birds have, in- 
dividual characteristics that mark 
thorri as departures from the general 
average. Some will be markedly good, 
others just as certainly inferior to the 
.standard toward which wo are striv- 
ing. The culls should be sold as soon 
as possible and the best ones marked 
for service another year. 

For tho benefit of beginners, -\vc set 
down some of the good and bad traits 
that deserve special attention and ac- 
tion according to the conditions wo 
find. 

Sonio hens produce eggs which arc 



care Is taken in keeping track id" eggs 
and tho chicks that come from them. 

Quito often a hen which Is not so 
good as she should be proves lo be a, 
good breeder and produces chicks 
much superior to herself. When chicks 
are noticeably bettor or worse than 
their dams, It Is well to notice whether 
the sire used generally reproduces his 
good points in ids progeny, if this Is 

tho case, the breeder will see lit once 

the advantage of keeping such a sire 

as long as he can be used. A male 

bird of good quality which In prepotent 

enough In Impress himself on nil his 
progeny IB valuable beyond the or- 
dinary bird and should be retained for 
use us long us he possesses this qual- 
ity. 

Cureless poultrynien do not think ot 
those things, thereby losing much be- 
cause the breeding or poultry Is a 
matter of Constant study If Improve- 
ment Is to he made. 

Improvement lags been use too many 
of us neglect to observe closely the ef- 
fect of every mating; No great. Im- 
provement can be made without con- 
stantly changing our mating with a 
view to producing better birds each 
year. Xo fancier will be content with 
going along from year lo year on a 
constant level. Progressive breeders, 
who hope to make a name and reputa- 
tion for themselves, wMl constantly 
study their flocks, eliminating unde- 
sirable characteristics as rapidly as 
possible, A. single pah - ' of birds' with 
the quality of producing uniformly ex- 
cellent chicks Is worth a big flock 
which will only maintain the average 
after severe culling each year.

This phenomenal record was not tho 
result of accident. It was tho result of 
careful selection of breeding stock for 
several years and no doubt Other, 
settings sidd from the same flock 
would have made as good a record If 
tho chicks from thorn had been enter- 
ed in as largo numbers. 

It pays to bo careful about this mat- 
ter of selection. Tho time to do it \a 
while the work of tho hens Is fresh in 
the mind and tho hens themselves aro 
still recognizable. We should always 
be preparing for next year and trying 
to become well enough acquainted 
with our birds to know of what each 
ono Is callable and what may be ex- 
pected in the way of progeny. — Poul- 
try.

POULTRY NOTES 

Sharp gravel should always bo sup- 
plied to fowls- that are kept in con- 
finement. 

Tho Urst step In hatching strong, 
vigorous chickens In winter, or at any 
season, is to secure tho eggs from a 
strong," healthy and vigorous flock. 

Lime is a great, purifier and should 
be used as a wash on coops, perches 
and nest boxes. Sprinkle the places 
most frequented by lice with air-slack- 
ed lime. 

If you wish to give medicine In tho 
drinking water, keep tho fowls from 
drinking for several hours. Then they 
will get a good swallow before notic- 
ing the taste. 

For scaly 'legs In fowls, wash the 
legs in warm borax water and scrub 
them with a brush, when they dry ap- 
ply carbollzed vaseline. 

When hens lay soft shelled eggs, It 
may bo they aro too fat, or else they 
havo not enough shell forming food. 
Supply lime (oyster shells). 
' He sure that the ground floor In the 
hen house is higher than tho ground 
floor outside, so it wdll keep dry. 

Paw bones cut or broken up fine 
tend to hasten laying in the pullets 
and finishing out to maturity in tho 
cockreli.

AROUND THE FARM 



On the farm it often happens that 
medical attendance of some sort is 
required for the stock before there 
Is time to get a veterinary surgeon 
or even send to the nearest town for 
drugs. This is more particularly true 
of a new country where veterinary 
surgeons are but tldnly scattered and 
many farmers live a long distance 
from town. Under such conditions 
the prudent farmer will try to make 
as good provision as possible against 
loss from accident and diseaso among 
his stock, and the first step toward 
this end is to acauiro at least a rudi- 
mentary knowledge of the treatment 
of the more common diseases and of 
«he medicines used in connection 
therewith.

Keeping Medicines in Stock 
There aro several forms in which a 
Btock of medicines may bo kept, and 
It is not easy to decide which is best 
under all conditions. One plan Is to 
get a number of mixtures of drugs 
made up by the chemists, according 
to some recognized formulae, and 
keep them ready for immediate use, 
of course tightly corked and sealed, 
and properly labelled. Examples aro 
drinks for colic in horses, fever mix- 
ture for the same class of stock, 
cleansing drinks for cows, scour mix- 
ture for calves, lambs, and young pigs 
and dressing for minor wounds and 
Injuries. 

Another plan Is to stock the pre- 
parations sent out in compact form 
by well-known firms of animal medi- 
cine vendors, whose medicine chests 
with specific remedies for the com- 
mon disorders of the several varieties 
of the animals on the farm, frequent- 
ly prove an immense boom to thoso 
living in isolated places and remote 
from professional assistance. The ob- 
jections to this plan arc, however, 
that the composition of the remedies 
are the secrets of the proprietors, and 
many men very properly want to 
know what they aro giving to their 
stock. 

A third plan Is to ask the veterin- 
ary surgeon usually employed to' sup- 
ply a small stock of mixtures for the 
different common disorders of ani- 
mals. These should be accompanied 
by plain directions for use, and when 
the emergent case has become chron- 
ic, or has proved of a character ob- 
viously requiring professional skill It 
Is then easy 'to say to the veterinary 
surgeon on his arrival, "I have given 
one or more of your drinks," when he 
Will be in a bettor position to decide 
what further measures to take than 
if something of unknown composition 
had been administered. 

The fourth plan is to keep a stock 
of the more common and useful drugs 
in separate bottles or receptacles, 
with a glass measure or two, and 
weights' and scales for compounding 
them as occasion may arise. The dif

With an example of a simple blister 
for the horse, we may completo our 
list of useful stock mixtures: — Pow- 
dered cantharides, 2 drachms; ' cam- 
phor, 5 grains; oil of lavender, 10 
drops; lard, 1 oz. 

For splints, spavins, ringbones, and 
solid enlargements generally, whose 
absorption is desired, a preferable mix- 
ture is one part of blnlodlde of 
mercury to seven, parts- of larS. 

In using the blister, the part should 
bo first clipped closely and the oint- 
ment vigorously rubbed in with the 
palm of the band against the direc- 
tion of the hair for four or flv min- 
utes. Tho head must be tied short 
and precautions taken to prevent 
gnawing or rubbing the blistered sur- 
face until the irritation has passed 
off. 

In twenty-four hours the skin 
should bo thickly smeared With clari- 
fied lard, and tho dressing repeated 
from time to time until desquamation 
(the sealing off of the scarf skin) Is 
complete.

In compiling a list of the most use- 
ful remedies for live-stock ailments, 
which a farmer might wisely keep

Sulphate of Zinc (white vitriol).— 
Astringent, useful in lotions. 

The powders of gentian, ginger, 
caraway, fenugreek, fennel, etc., be- 
longing to the class of vegetable bit- 
ters and carminatives, aro largely 
used for horses in doses from 1 to 4 
drachms. 

Great care should always bo taken 
to give medicines time to act before 
repeating tho dose or giving other 
drugs of similar class, and whore do- 
mestic medication has proved unsuc- 
cessful, and professional aid lias at 
length to be sought, a point should 
always bo made of telling the veterin- 
ary surgeon exactly what has been 
given.— Nor- West Earmer.

drugs Is not exactly part of the far- 
mer's training; while the drugs, un- 
less carefully stored and renewed 

from time to time, are apt to deter- _ 

iorato. and those of a more volatile ! nervous and circulatory 
character may lose their power alto-' 
gether. 

It should be made a rule that all 
fluid drugs of volatile character, such 
as tho various tinctures, spirit of 
camphor, sal volatile, sulphuric ether, 
sweet spirits of nitre, etc., should be 
kept in stoppered bottles in a closed 
cupboard, and that powdered drugs 
should bo stored in tins or wooden 
boxes with closely-fitting lids. When 
liquids aro kept in ordinary bottles, 
corks are liable to become eaten away 
and the contents evaporate. 

Attention, too, should always be 
paid to tho condition of labels, and to 
the dryness of the store. When la- 
bels drop off, doubts may arise in pro- 
cess of time as to tho nature of the 
contents, and without the trained 
memory, eye, and nose of tho chemist, 
the stockowner must either throw the 
stuff away or take the risk of making 
mistakes, which, needless to say 
should never bo accepted. 

A word here as to the caro of pols- 
On some farms one often sees 



enough poison lying about unprotect- 
ed to destroy nil the human and half 
of the animal population of the parish 
—arsenic, wheat dressings, shoeo dip, 
etc., being commonly loft about In 
loose packets with partly or wlullv 
obliterated labels. 

All poison drugs should bo plainly 
labelled with their names and the 
word poison written large, and be 
kept under lock and key. 

Some Standard Mixtures 
With regard to the form in which 
the stock of useful medicines shall be 
kept, It is best to the individual to de- 
cide according to his circumstances. 
Wo subjoin several useful formulae, 
for the benefit of those who prefer 
mixtures for specific purposes. 

Perhaps the mixture most frequent- 
ly needed in emergencies, which may 
occur more especially at night, is one 
for colic or gripes. 

A useful prescription for a colic 
draught is:— Oil of turpentine, 3 ozs.; 
tincture of opium, 1 oz.; linseed oil 
1 pint. Give the draught as it Is, fol- 
lowed by some gruel, and if necessary, 
repeat it in two hours, but not more 
than two doses should be given. Walk 



in those of a more serious nature, we 
should include: — 

Tincture of Aconite (Fleming)— Se- 
dative (something that depresses the 
nervous ami circulatory systems) and 
diaphoretic (Induces sweating), useful 
in cases of exalted temperature; horse 
5 to 1.1 drops; ox, 10 to 20 drops. 

Aromatic Spirit of Ammonia (Sal 
volatile).— Diffusible stimulant, anti- 
spasmodic (remedy for violent con- 
traction of muscles or spasms) and 
antacid (remedy for acidity of stom- 
ach); horse, 1 oz. to 2 ozs.; ox, 1. 1-2 
ozs. to 3 ozs.; sheep, 1-2 oz. to 3-4 oz. 

Carbonate of Ammonia — Diffusible 
stimulant, anti-spasmodic an'd anta- 
cid, useful in cases of bloat in cattle; 
horse, 2 to 4 drachms; ox, 4 to 6 
drachms; sheep, 1-2 to 1 drachm. 

Aniseed. — Stomachic and carmina- 
tive (a medicine that tends to expel 
wind and remove colic); horse i to 
4 drachms; ox, 1-2 to 1 oz. 

Aloes.— Principal purgative for 
horse, 2 to 10 drachms according to 
size of animal; for foal soven months 
old 5 grains for every week of ani- 
mal's age. 

Extract of Belladonna.— Anod 
(something that allays pain) use

STRAWBERRY CULTURE 

If you sot out ordinary plants this 
September you will not get good straw- 
berries until 1000, but if you set out 
potted plants in August you will have 
plenty of berries to eat next spring. 
The reason for this is that the potted 
plants have a perfect root system, 
while the ordinary ones suffer from 
tho shock of transplanting. If you 
sot out an ordinary strawberry plant 
in tho blazing hot sun of August It 
will come to nothing, but these polled 
plants will never know they were mov- 
ed, or rather they will laugh at tho 
chance to send their roots anywhere. 

Of course these potted plants cost 
more, but they are a perfect godsend, 
because every year thousands of peo- 
ple who move to the country forget to 
plant strawberries In the spring or 
have no time to do so. Nowadays 
all the leading seedmen and nursery- 
men have midsummer catalogues of- 
fering potted strawberry plants for 
homo planting. 

Growing Potted Plants at Home. 
"Why not pot some runners in mv 
own garden?" 

You can. If you start soon enough — 
say the last week of June — but you 
cannot expect home-grown runners 
potted in August to compote with 
those that have been carefully tended 
in the nursery since Juno. 

Thoso potted plants nro produced by 
rooting tho runners in the pots filled 
with fine garden soil and sunk to tho 
brim around beds. In tho home gar- 
den, where distances are short, It is 
quite possible to lift the plain runner 
plants for summer planting by work- 
ing carefully with a trowel and taking 
up an abundance of soil with each 
plant, but rooting in pots Is surer, even 
if it is a little bit more troublesome. 

A week before the plants are to be 
put into the new bed, some time about 
the middle of August, they arc separ- 
ated from the old plants by cutting tho 
runner, and watered so as to be kept 
growing. Separated from the parent 
plant, the young ones will become 
thoroughly established on their own 
roots and develop strong and vigorous, 
ready to lie lifted without suffering a 
shock. 

Strawberries Follow Poas. 

Take the pots out of the ground 



Tho midsummer drought seldom af- 
fects our garden and one reason for it 
is that we use perforated tin cans as 
a means of watering the plants. One 
la set on tho ground near the root of 
each plant or hill. Thus far wo have 
used thorn only for tomatoes, cucum- 
bers, squash and eggplants, but there 
aro other vegetables that would no 
doubt be benefited by the same treat- 
ment, especially peas and lettuce. This 
kind of watering is far bettor than 
simply wetting the surface of tho soil 
with a watering pot, as that one 
brings the small rootlets to tho sur- 
face, to suffer from succeeding dry 
weather. Any reasonable method of 
sending the water deeper is to bo re- 
commended, and for this reason tho 
tall cans aro better than tho shallow 
ones. We made two mistakes In our first 
experiments; one was we made only 
one hole at tho bottom of tho can and 
tho water ran through too slowly — 
tho bottom should be riddled with 
holes — tho other ivas that wo set tho 
tops of tho cans even with the surface 
of the soil and the rains and cultiva- 
tion soon caused tho soil to fall in 
and stop up the drainage. The top 
should be an inch or more above tho 
soil level. We corrected these condi- 
tions later, and since then have found 
the can system a very satisfactory 
one. It is tho best method of applying 
soapy water from the laundry for to- 
matoes, cucumbers and other vege- 
tables, being a much cleaner job than 
doing It with a watering can, besides 
giving more benefit to tho plants, In 
proportion to the water carried. Tho 
cans will last more than ono season. 

Wo have some experiments in view. 
Lettuce thrive on the water treatment. 
Raddishes arc improved by nitrato of 
soda, which can bo dissolved In water, 
and beets aro benefited by salt. We 
Intend to plant a double row of each, 
with a can here and there between the 
rows, and administer tho doses in that 
way; comparing them with rows of the 
same vegetables not so treated. Shal- 
low cans would probably be as good, 
or better for beets and radishes. — I 
M. A. 



stoppod buying milk. I was then get- 
ting twenty quarts more milk per 
week than I had been buying before 
beginning tho feeding of tho bran 
Tho increase, twenty quarts per day, 
at three and one-half cents per quart 
tho price I was selling tho product 
for, brought 70 cents per day 
¥1.00 per week, very nearly enough to 
pay for tho bran feed used In produc 
Ing tho increase. 

From these results I considered that 
a balanced ration was moro protl table 
than buying milk, for this was not all 
tho gain. I had stopped tho feeding 
of over two and one-half bushels of 
corn per day, worth by itself nearly 
as much as tho bran I was feeding. 
Hero then, was not only an increase In 
the yield of milk from my herd which 
practically paid tho extra weekly feed 
bill, but also a saving in farm feed 
which was no small item. In reality 
tho balanced ration was paying me 
nearly twlco what it was costing me 
in cash, to say nothing of tho satis 
faction in making the herd come near 
er to a maximum yield, and being aide 
to discontinue tho baying of a neigh 
bor's milk which was not always up to 
tho standard of that produced by my 
own herd. — EC. Earl Young.

Dairying is not ,ij good business, 
however, for the man who likes to bo 
away from home part of the time and 
who entrusts the management of his 
business in part to others. 

Dairying by proxy seldom proves 
satisfactory or remunerative, and men 
with many irons in the fire had bettor 
cut out dairying; they will do far bet- 
tor In some other line of livestock 
farming that does not require the con- 
stant watchfulness and personal su- 
pervision.

Just Note the Difference. 

Wherever cow testing associations 
havo been organized the one fact 
stands out that there Is an almost In- 
credible difference in the actual pro- 
duct of what are commonly bulked to- 
gether as ordinary dairy cows. The 
Dominion Government is sending out 
information regarding the result of its 
own work along this line, and from 
Us iast report wo take tho following 
facts regarding the milk product In a 
30 days test. It is to be remembered 
that although the spread between the 
average and the highest milk yield is 
very great, the spread between the 
lowest and the highest would be much 
more striking. 

In the Brockville Association 31 
cows gave an average yield of 7G0 lbs. 
milk, but one cow in the 30 days gave 
1,200 lbs. milk. 

At Bcaverton, 70 cows averaged only 
522 lbs. milk. Tho highest yield was 
1,055 lbs. 

Tho 264 cows at St. Marc had an 
average of 488 lbs. milk. The best cow 
gave 750 lbs. milk. 

Henryvllle, with 80 cows, stood at 
556 lbs. milk, with the best yield 1,125 
lbs. 

Nbrmandin, averaged 555 lbs. milk, 
with 000 lbs. as the highest yield. 

At St. Barnabo 58 cows gave an av- 
erage of 501 lbs. milk, with tho best 
individual cow at 680 lbs. 

The association of Milton had 
average from 135 cows of 551 lbs. The 
highest was 1,130 lbs. 

Lorncvillc, from 31 cow.5, had 
average of 420 lbs. milk. The best 
cow gave 1,000 lbs. milk.

Soft soap should be 
used only when it Is impossible to 
clean the pans and pails without it 
Boiling water is much more satisfac- 
tory. 



In calculating tho ration for the 
dairy cow do not think that she can 
got along entirely without fat form- 
ing feeds. While she should not be 
fed on fat forming foods alone, these 
feeds should enter into her ration when 
she is being fed to Increase the pro- 
duction of milk. The. cow must havo 
flesh if she is to be a milk producer. 
If she Is In poor flesh she can never 
produce a profitable flow of milk.

Just How to Make the Bed. 

"'or the home garden strawberry 
plants can be set closer together than 
in tho practice in commercial Holds. 
With the rows two or three feet apart 
and the plants about eighteen Inches 
apart In tho row, there will bo ample 
room. In planting the runners use a 
fork or trowel and havo a guide line 
to make the rows straight; (Ills will 
allow cultivation with the wheel hoo 
during the balance of the year. Water 
thoroughly after planting and see that 
tho plants aro kept growing until they 
become established. In the course of 
a few weeks cultivation should cease, 
and after tho ground becomes frozen 
the wholo bed, plants and all, can bo 
covered with a mulch of thoroughly 
rotted manure, which will bo ready for 
turning under in the spring as soon 
as tho growth starts. Ono objection 
to the use of stable manure is Its lia- 
bility of carrying weed seeds Into the 
strawberry patch, but there need be 
no fear on this score if tho manure 
has been thoroughly rotted before It Is 
put on the strawberry bed. 

If you intend to make a now bod 
tills slimmer be sure to select a spot 
such as is described, and don't forget 
to enrich it.

Tills I found out by simply giving tb 
balanced ration a fair and square deal. 

Ono summer a year or two ago my 
pasture about all dried up curly in 
August, and I found myself up against 
a rather difficult feeding proposition 
with a herd of fifteen dairy cows on 
my hands and a dally milk contract to 
till. It was one of the hardest times 
on pasture I ever saw, and the cows 
refused to give enough 
milk to supply my dealer. I was 
forced to buy milk dally to make up 
tho required amount, and tiny one who 
has ever had experience in that lino 
knows very well how unsatisfactory 
it Is. But my cows kept decreasing In 
ind I realized that 
be done. Well, I 
began feeding the herd corn and hay, 
and anything the barn contained to 
keep 1 1 j j their production. This feed- 
ing did some good, but did not re- 
lieve me from buying some milk each 
day. I kept increasing tho ration, es- 
pecially tho corn part of it, until I 
was feeding nearly thrco bushels per 
day. This was using up my corn 
crop pretty fast, and was not giving 
tho results I thought it ought. 

I began to feel that things could 
not bo much worse, no matter what 
I did, and I determined to experiment 
a little with a balanced ration. I 
read up on the subject and the ration 
figured out all right, but would it 
bring the results so I could afford It, 
was the question. In iny figuring I 
substituted wheat bran for the great- 
er part of tho corn, thus increasing 
tho protein content of the ration con- 
siderably. I knew this would cost a 
good deal when I considered feeding 
my whole herd, but it would pay to 
food it to all If It did to a part, so 
I Invested In a few. hundred pounds 
of the bran nnd mado up my mind 
to give It a thorough test. 

At the tlmo I began with tho bal- 
anced ration I was buying regularly 
every week 120 quarts of milk, and 
some weeks it would go above this 
amount. I was paying $3.00 for It, 
and sometimes more. The bran was, 
of course, high In price, $22.00 per 
ton, but what I was paying out for 
milk each week would buy quite a 
little feed. I was now determined to 
sco If this kind of a ration would in- 
crease tho milk yield enough to pay 
for tho extra feed I had to buy. i 
began feeding and fed up to six- 
pounds of bran per day and the herd 
began to gain In milk. At the olid 
of two weeks tho herd had gained 
twenty quarts per day and I had 



The Flavor of Buttor 
Regarding the flavor of butter not 
much . Is yet known, although much 
Investigation has been done at var- 
ious times. Like smell, it is elusive 
of the chemist and the Investigator of 
minute forms of matter. In tho case 
of butter, some investigators declare 
that the flavor conies from the de- 
composition of fat. Others contend 
that the fl'LV"-. 1 p«"ie from the de- 
•omposltlbri of the carbo-hydrates 
and the sugars. i n't) must recent in- 
vestigations, however, seem to indi- 
cate that the flavors are of bacter- 
ial origin; that the bacteria after .us- 
ing some of the materials produce a 
by-product, which is absorbed by 
'the butter fat and which gives it a 
characteristic odor. 

Five Cows Profitable as Nine 

Recent investigations among the 
herds which supplv the Pennsylvania 
-date college creamery with milk and 
cream show that on some farms it 
requires nine cows to produce as 
much net profit as produced by five 
cows in the herd of grade dulry cows 
kept by the college. Some men re- 
ceive as little as 00 cents to $1.05 
to $1.30 for each dollnr'.s worth of 
feed consumed, while others receive 
from $1.50 to $1.80 for each dollar 
iveated In pasture, hay, grain, etc. 
As a result of this work in Pennsyl- 
vania some farmers aro now keeping 
'•'•fords to determine which are the 
least profitable cows. Samples of 
each cow's milk are being tested by 
the college creamery free of- charge 
and In this manner tho Important 
matter of Individual herd testing is 
being encouraged throughout tho 
st a tc 

Never buy the cow which the owner 
Is so anxious to sell (hat he is almost 
willing to give her away. The cow 
the dairyman needs most Is the one 
the owner wants most to keep. 

Do not think that you can "starve" 
the cow to any ration. Tn time you 
may compel her to eat the feed 'but 
that is usually after her flow of milk 
has been decreased from 50 to 75 per 
cent. 1 ' 

The old saw, "the best is always the 
cheapest," surely applies to tho dalr 
business. The best breed of animal' 
is none too expensive for the man win 
intends to make a living bv selling 
milk or butter. 



CHARCOAL FOR SWINE 

Where hogs aro kept in confinement 
it is noticed that they crave foods like 
charcoal, ashes, rotten wood, etc. It 
uld seem as though such foods were 
of little value, for when analyzed they 
how but slight quantities of nutri- 
tion. Yet these foods are found to be 
excellent correctives for tho hog's sys- 
tem, especially where large quantities 
of corn are fed. 

The following method Is advised by 
a noted hog breeder for making char- 
coal out of corn cobs. Dig a hole in 
tho ground five foot deep, one foot in 
diameter at the bottom, and live feet 
at the top of the charcoal pit. Take 
the corn cobs that have been saved In 
a dry place, and, starting a llro in the 
bottom of this pit, keep adding cobs 
so that the flame is gradually drawn 
to the top of the pit, which will' thus 
be filled witli cobs. Then take a 
sheet-Iron cover, similar to a pot-lid 
in form, and over live feet in di- 
ameter, so as to amply cover tho hole, 
and close up the burning mass, scal- 
ing tho edges of this lid In turo with 
earth. At the end of twelve hours 
you may uncover and take out a line 
sample of corn cob charcoal'. 

It is a good plan to mix about eight 
pounds of salt to six bushels of cob 
charcoal, two quarts of air slack lime, 
and ono bushel of wood ashes. Break 
up the charcoal so as the ingredients 
will become mixed thoroughly. The' 
mixture should be placed whore hogs 
may partake of jit at their pleasure— 
Horseman and Stockman. 



STABLE HINTS 

It is not hard work, but poor care, 
which ruins the average farm horse. 

When the nights become warm 
enough there should bo a night pas 
ture ready for the work horses. Turn 
thorn out, not to eat, but to rest. 

Always give them a good denning 
and brushing after they have eaten 
their supper and before they aro 
turned out. 

When a horse is cared for in this 
way, he will do more work and always 
keep in fine condition. 

Always removo'i the harness at tho 
noon hour, and use as little harness as 
possible when doing farm work. 

Unless it is necessary to use blinds 
on the headstall, don't do it. 

Again wo say, look well to the work 
collars. See that they are wiped clean 
and dry every time they are taken off 
the horses. Keep them soft and pli- 
able by frequent manipulation, and it 
they become too stiff to yield to such 
treatment, pound the face gently with 
a round stick. 

Never leave homo without a blanket 
for the horse. 

If a horse is fidgety and nervous 
and lays back his cars while being 
harnessed there is a reason for his 
conduct. It is more than likely that 
ho has been frightened or abused by 
his former caretaker. Continual kind- 
ness will in most Instances, effect a 
cure. — Farm Journal. 



Feed regularly and abundantly but 
not more than Is 'needed. Especially 
at this time of the year should there 
be an ample amount of chopped feed 
given. It is needed to balance tho 
great quantity of grass received bv 
the cows. 



Brush and clean the flanks of the 
cow eve •» morning before milking 
This Is the time of the year when tho 
cows aro shedding, and If careful at- 
tention is not paid the milk will bo 
filled with enough hair and filth to 
contaminate It before you reach tho 
house. 



A two-year-old heifer, fresh In milk 
will sell for moro than a fattened 
steer, but will cost not more than half 
a.? much to produce. Purchase a pure 
sire of one of the dairy breeds, cross 
him upon the mixed stock now on tho 
farm, and the young will' bo more than 
half of that pure breed in all useful 
characteristics, 

The dairy farmer who has to buy 
feed should look to the interest of his 
soil when considering the feed ho 
needs. Bran has a greater manurlal 
value than any other of tho common 
dairy feeds, and next to it clover. The 
farmer who buys bran from the Wheat 
fields of other state3 Is buying somo 



MUTTON CHOPS 

Corn stalks are valuable fodder for 
sheep, and If cut green and properly 
cured, and then put through tho shred- 
der, there should be but little waste 
When considerable corn stalks aro 
ted, some grain and roots should bo 
added to the ration. 

Don't food the sheep on the ground. 
Have good troughs. 

Save tho bean pods and give them 
to tho sheep. 

It never pays to let sheep begin the 
winter thin. AVhen tho pasture gets 
short, begin on tho grain ration and 
keep it iqi till the sheep are in good 
order. They will winter better and 
havo better lambs by and by. 

Tho forage ration should preferably 
bo bright, clear hay. 

If tho sheep are not in good flesh 
give them about two gills each of 
grain. 

It is well to keep sheep in lots of 
fifty each. 

One ram to fifty ewes. 

When tho oil mate is mil'd, open 
sheds are preferable' to closed ones. 

Where closed sheds aro used, they 
should bo aired during the day by 
leaving tho doors open when tho sheep 
aro In the yards. 

Protect heavy woolod sheep from 
cold rains. Tho weight of the water 
will sometimes prevent tho sheep from 
rising. 

It chills the ewes, and lambs are 
lost by It. 

Give some oil meal with the grain 
ration. It is good for tho digestion. 

Keep a sharp outlook for anything 
wrong; find tho cause u'nd right it at 
once. 

Delays are dangerous with a flock. 

Make tho sheep tamo by kindness. 
They will do tho hotter for It. Make it 
a point to count the sheep every day. 
Keep away tho dogs; bolls on every 
fifth sheep will do It.— Farm Joural. 



COVER CROPS FOR ORCHARD' 

In these days of advanced horticul- 
ture, fruit growers are asking for tho 
most successful methods of tillage In 
order to increase the average yield of 
fruit. Tho days when sod was con- 
sidered tho Ideal method of culture 
nro past. Tho progressive fruit- 
grower now believes in clean culture, 
up to July, followed by ft cover crop. 

Why are cover crops so generally 
recognized us an essential part of or- 
chard management? Treo growth 
should cease in July, so that the 
wood may harden before freezing 
weather sets in. A crop growing on 
tho soil during August and Septem- 
ber appropriates tho available plant 
foods during that time, so that tho 
trees receive a check. This food is 
stored in tho plants and when plowed 
down in tho spring adds a consider- 
able amount of green manure, which 
readily changes to humus. If the 
crop sown is of a leguminous na- 
ture, the bacteria In tho nodules on 
the roots will gather from tho atmos- 
phere large quantities of free nitro- 
gen, tho most valuable element in 
tho growth of leaves and wood. 

In addition to its chemical effects, a 
cover crop has several marked physi- 
cal advantages. A heavy crop on tho 
soil may protect the roots of trees 
from severe freezing, which is very 
desirable In those sections where the 
snowfall is uncertain or light. Plants 
growing on the soil havo a decided ef- 
fect in drying it out early in the 
spring, thus permitting earlier culti- 
vation. 

The best cover crops live over win- 
ter and begin growth early in the 
spring They should bo plowed down 
as early as possible in tho season, so 
that no water shall be needlessly wast- 
ed by transpiration through the 
leaves of tho growing crop. Tho fol- 
lowing nro somo of the most satis- 
factory crops for tho Northern States 
and Canada. It Is usually well for 
each grower to try several and ascer- 
tain which aro best for his own par- 
ticular locality, and then follow a ju- 
dicious rotation. 

Hairy Vetch. — Seed sown at the 
rate of twenty-five to thlrty-rlvo 
pounds per aero on well tilled soil in 
July should give a thick hay by Sep- 
tember. Hairy vetch is valuable as a 
nitrogen gatherer. It is perfectly 
hardy. As it does not grow to a 
very great height, the harvesting of tho 
fruit, crop is not rendered disagreeable 
on wet mornings. 

Common Red and Mammoth Clover, 
tho most satisfactory crops to grow 
where tho winter is not sufficiently 
severe to cause Its destruction. As 
the seed _ is large, about twenty to 
twenty-five pounds- per aero will bo 
required for a good stand of plants. 

These rank about equal as hardy 
cover crops. Twenty pounds of •seed 
sown in July will give on excellent 
cover by September or October. They 
will begin growth early in spring, un- 
der ordinary conditions, and furnish a 
large quantity of green manure. 

Alfalfa. — This is a coming cover 
crop Each year more of our grow- 
ers are trying it and reporting favor- 
ably on its merits. Twenty pounds of 
seed sown in July should give a thick 
stand of plants the same season, and, 
as It starts into growth very early, a 
largo amount of top and roots is 
formed before spring plowing is com- 
menced. 

Rye.— This is tho old-time favorite 
among orchardlsts. Of late years, ow- 
ing to tlie fact that it Is not a nitrogen 
gatherer, it is being replaced by tho 
legumes. Rye is valuable on hard, un- 
congenial soils, as It makes a heavy 
growth, which, when plowed under, 
lightens the soil to such an extent 
that clovers may bo grown more suc- 
cessfully. From one to ono and one- 
half bushels of seed will be found suf- 
ficient to secure a heavy crop. 
■ Rape. — Dwarf Bsscx rape is the 
best variety to use. For broadcast 
sowing about six pounds of seed is 
required, but when sown in drills and 
cultivated, two pounds is sufficient. 
Rape makes a heavy growth of top 
and furnishes a large amount of green 
manure for fall plowing, but as it does 
not winter except under most favorable 
conditions, it is not so desirable as 
many other crops. Owing to Its thick, 
heavy top, harvesting of fruit may ho 
rendered uncomfortable after rains or 
heavy dews. 

Many crops, such as grass pease, 
soy beans and turnips, are being used 
for orchard covers, but on tho wholo 
they aro suited to local conditions 
only. If any reader in Canada or 
Northern United States has used any 
crop not mentioned in this article, tho 
writer should be pleased to hear from 
him a few details as to method of cul- 
turo and amount of seed used. — II. S. 
Peart, in Fanning. 



COST OF MAKING BACON 



An experiment was tried at the 
Michigan Agricultural college during 
the summer of 1006 with a cross of 
Berkshire and Tamworth. Pour pigs 
of tho Utter wero fed on a balanced 
vation made of 3S2 pounds of middlings 
and «S2 of comineal and water. The 
cost of making ono hundred pounds of 
grain with that ration was $3.02. Five 
pigs of tho same litter were fed corn- 
meal mixed With water and it cost 
$0.07 to make a hundred pounds of 
grain. It is very evident raising bacon 
hogs and making bacon pork can bo 
carried on very successfully and prof- 
itably outside the corn belt. The grass 
and grains grown there aro such as 
aro required for the making of such' 
moat of excellent quality.

I regard to agriculture, I. may say 
that Vancouver Island is not an agri- 
cultural country. It is a timber coun- 
try, and fortunately wc have now a 
market for our timber in tho 
northwest. That has been a great 
bugbear — the market for our timber, 
but we now look for great results. Wo 
must remove the timber before' the 
agriculturist can do much with tho 
country. There are places along tho 
valleys, It is true, where the farmer 
can find land suitable for agriculture 
— that Is, tho alder bottoms, and the 
crab-apple bottom land, possibly se- 
veral thousand acres in that section, 
where the farmer could, by drainage, 
obtain considerable agricultural land; 
but tho bulk of Vancouver Island Is 
heavily covered witli timber, and the 
timber man must, first go in and take 
tho timber ore arid the agriculturist 
must then come after him. 



TIMBER RESOURCES 

With the greatest timber area on 
tlfo continent and an inexhaustible 
market In the Northwest . Provinces, 
Vancouver Island Is attracting the 
attention of the groat lumber kings to 
an extent which means tremendous 
expansion and development In the 
immediate future; and tho problem 
of how to arrange for the speedy 
transportation of this stupendous pro- 
duct to its market Is engaging tho 
attention of all concerned, and has a 
direct bearing on the question of ex- 
pediting the building of a railway 
connecting this Island with the Main- 
land. 

It is the bald truth to say that Van- 
couver Island Is now the Mecca of 
the greatest timber operators of Am- 
erica. Within a comparatively recent 
period the mills of the Island havo 
been augmented by immense plants 
established by tho B. F. Graham Lum- 
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boring Co., tin the West Coast at Es- 
quimau; by the Sutton Lumbering 
Co., at Mosquito Harbor, where is 
erected tho largest shingle mill in the 
world; by the nod Cliff Lumber Co., 
operating at Albernl — and within a 
very short time the White Bros., of 
Bnyne 'City, Michigan, one of tho 
largest timber concerns on tho con- 
tinent, will erect a mammoth plant at 
tho 'extreme north of the Island, In 
the vicinity of Cape Scott. They have 
secured 85,000 acres of fine timber 
limits, and plan to cut 500,000 feet per 
day. 

It has been computed by an au- 
thority that Vancouver Island con- 
tains a timber area containing at 
least 8,000,000 acres. Estimating the 
average cut at ■ 10,000 feet per acre, 



This largo increase for tho first 
half of 1907, v coupled with tho fact 
tiiut the number of applications for 
licenses shows no diminution, clearly 
indicates that tho area under license 
by tho end of 1907 will he consider- 
ably more than double that of any 
former year. * 

Notwithstanding this great increase 
in the number of timber licenses and 
the production of lumber, tho price of 
logs lias doubled during three years 
past, t Ho present prevailing rates be- 
ing $12 to $15. as compared with $G 
to $7.50 in 1901. Prices of lumber 
of all grades have advanced propor- 
tionately with the price of logs, and 
tho demand Is so lively that there 
is every likelihood of still further in- 
creases in values in tho near future. 
All tho most available timber, bor-

MINERAL PRODUCTION 

The annual report of tho Minister 
of Mines for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31st, 1900, summarizes tho min- 
eral production of Vancouver Island 
as follows: 1901, $4,702,679; 1905, 
54,273^852; 190G, ^C.388,140. 

The Tyee. mine shipped some "1,000 
tons of ore, containing 1,SOO,000 lbs, 
of copper, In addition to the gold and 
silver values.

ISLAND COLLIERIES 

The gross output of coal from the 
Vancouver Island collieries for the 
year 1906 was 1,178,627 tons (ot 2,240 
lbs.) of coal actually mined, in addi- 
tion to which 17,230 tons wero taken 
from stock, making together an ac- 
tual consumption of 1,195,8157 tons. 
Of this gross consumption 1)80,072 tons 
were sold as coal, 138,057 tons wero 
consumed by the producing compan- 
ies, and 77,7-S tons were manufac- 
tured Into - coke, of which there was 
produced In 1900 some 9;842 tons 
(2,210 lbs.), and there was taken 
from stock piles some 13,009 tons, 
making the total coke sales for the 
year 22,851 tons.

Tho 
difficulties In the way of exploration 
are numerous; vegetation is rank, 
tho surface Is largely disguis- 
ed under thick layers of wash 
gravels, and there are no inducements 
to tho public to prospect over the 
major portion of tho more immediate- 
ly promising ground, as theso lands 
are hold by the present coal operators,

•THE RICH INTERIOR 

Considerable bodies of oro having 
been reported to exist at tho head of 
Great Central lake, Albernl District, 
it was decided to make a preliminary 
examination of that region; which was 
done towards the end of August, 1900. 
Great Central lake can now bo reach- 
ed with ease from the town of Albernl, 
a distance of twelve miles, by wagon 
road, the elevation of the lake being 
200 feet above tho sea. This inland 
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The above map is Issued by the promoters of the Blacksod 
route, and .it must not be confused with the proposed "All-Red" line, 
although necessarily in the main the course to be taken is the 
same in botli cases. Generally speaking, the map may be said to 
show tho inter-Imperial land and ocean routes in which Canada is 
directly; interested. . It will be observed that In the calculations of 
distance the name of Victoria is not mentioned; but in order to 
get the distances from Victoria, it is only necessary to add or 
subtract, as the case may be, the distance between this city and 
Vancouver, which, Cor convenience, may be put at 90 miles. It 
must be borne In mind that, when a distance is given In knots, a 
nautical mile is meant. To reduce such a distance to- statute miles, 
one-sixth must be added. 

The following table of distances has been prepared independ- 



ently, and is submitted with some confidence that it will stand 
investigation:

3.751 knots 
For obvious reasons it was Impossible to show upon this map 
tho proposed route to the Vancouver Island ports by way of 
Seymour Narrows, using that term in a general way, for a 
connection with the Mainland. Xor was it possible to show tho 
available route from Winnipeg to the Island ports by way of 
Yellow Head Pass, nor the Hudson's Bay route. These' several 



routes, If shown, would give the situation a much more interesting 
character, and make it even more attractive than it Is as presented 
by the promoters of the Blaclcsod project. It may be mentioned 
that the straight lines shown across the ocean from Prince Rupert 
arid Vancouver to Yokohama are not the routes followed by ships 
plying between those points. The routes are almost common in 
each ease. Thus a steamer going out of Vancouver or Victoria for 
Yokohama follows the Vancouver Island coast and then goes 
Westward on tho arc of a great circle until it reaches as near tho 
Aleutian Islands as is desirable. A steamer from Prince Rupert 
would go almost due west, sailing on a rhumb line, which is longer 
than a great circle, until it arrived off the most southerly Islands 
of the Aleutian chain, when it. would take the same- great circle 
as would be followed by the Vancouver or Victoria vessel. That 



is to say, tho two routes, instead of widely diverging, as shown on 
the map, would coincide for tho greater part of the distance, and 
only diverge from each other when it became necessary "to take 
the rhumb line from Prince Rupert. Tho map docs not show the 
railway connections on the continent of America, but it may bo 
said in a general way that from Chicago and all points east tho 
distance to Yokohama is shorter by way of Prince Rupert, Victoria 
and other Island ports, than by way of any port in tho United 
States. Note: While distances across the map seem as great 
towards the north as towards the south, they are not really so 
This map is drawn upon Morcator's Projection, that is, tho surface 
of the earth is represented as a flat square figure, instead of beine 
the outside of a sphere. Therefore, on this map no conclusions 
can be drawn from measurements, which may bo made by readers

000. And not only this, as the areas 
are logged off an almost similar 
amount will be expended upon labor 
and material. 

Forty per cent, of the lumber ex- 
ported over seas during 1905, or 20,- 
392,072 feet went from tho mills of 
the Victoria Lumbering and Manufac- 
turing Co., at Chemainus, in 15 ves- 
sels bound for Australia, England, 
Soutll Africa, West Coast of South 
America and Antofogasta. Largely 
increased shipments are now being 
mado to tho Northwest. 

An Iowa syndicate lias just com- 
pleted the purchase of one hundred 
and seventy-six square miles of tim- 
ber in tlie central part of Vancouver 
Island. The amount paid has not yet 
been disclosed, but it will run into the 
hundreds of thousands. The syndicate 
is represented by w. e. Simpson, of 
Iowa Palls. The syndicate will erect 
mills on the island and cut timber for 
the export trade. 

The demand for standing timber is 
Very great, eastern Canadian and Uni- 
ted States lumbermen, as well as those 
operating in British Columbia, show- 
ing a keen rivalry in staking out and 
securing licenses for large tracts of 
timber In nil parts of the province. 
The increasing demand for timber is 
Shown conclusively in the number of 
timber-cutting licenses and during the 
years 1903, 1901, 1905, 1900, and for 
tho first six months of 1907:

The total coal sales of tho Coast 
collieries show an increase of 172 042

[creeks on a gradual ascent for a dis- 
tance of ten miles until It ends in a 
basi'n, shut In by high mountains, tho 
basin having hero an elevation of 
1,500 feet above the Great Central like, 
'or 1,700 feet above the sea. To tho 
•south a precipitous bluff rises 2,075 
f feet high from which pours a consid- 
erable stream of water that barely 
| touches tho rocks until it readies tho 
■bottom, breaking into a mass of spray 
iin its descent. The ascent of the bluff 
requires stout muscles and the aid of 
jtho small hushes which cling so ton- 
i nclously to the clefts in tho rock. On 
j the top there is a small rocky plateau 
or basin enclosing a lake about half a 
| mllo long by a quarter wide, the elcva- 
, tion of the lake being 3,350 feet abovo 
'the sea. This mountain lake, situated 
In tho heart of Vancouver Island, with 
snow-clad mountains rising 2,000 foot 
abo\;e it and the blue crevassed glacier 
of the "Nino Peaks" showing up to 
tho south in tho morning sun, forms a 
beautiful scene. 

Tills group consists of seven claims, 
viz.. Big Interior Nos. 1 to 7, and was 
located by Drlnkwater and Nicholls, 
of Albernl. The ci'aims aro reached 
from the head of tho small lake re- 
ferred to by following up a small sec- 
ond basi'n, slightly to tho north of tho 
main basin, about a' quarter of a mile.

To the west the rock assumes 
ft brocclated structure and has been 
cemented together by a lining of cal- 
clte, with a considerable impregna- 
tion of copper carbonates and Into this 
zono a tuivnel has been driven a dis- 
tance- of 31 feet. The ascent of the 
tx'uff Is somewhat dangerouB, owing to 
the rather precarious foothold and the 
absence of vegetation, the top being 
reached at an elevation of l,:!7. r > feet 
above the small lake. From the top 
nf the bluff a snowslidc wad followed 
until a further elevation of r>00 feet 
was reached, at which point the ore is 
uncovered and shows the strongly min-

No portion of Canada affords bet- 
ter inducements to farmers than Brit- 
ish Columbia, and no section of the 
province presents more favorable con- 
ditions than Vancouver Island. 1 rue, 
at present tho farming land Is con- 
tlnod t" comparatively small areas and 
much of It Is heavily limbered, but 
as an ot'fset it is of remarkable fer- 
tility, so that a few acres cleared and 
systematically tilled will yield a com- 
fortable living. The oqunblo ciimato 



from returns at hand indicate that the 
vnluo of tho products of tho farm, 
orchard, dairy and ranch will total 
about $7,500,000, an Increase of over a 
million dollars. While this long step 
fcrward was being made the Imports 
of agricultural products fell from 
$7,008,646 In 1005 to $0;3G4,044 In 100G, 
a difference in favor of the province 
of §053,702. Victoria and other agri- 
cultural districts of Vancouver Island 
contributed their full share to this 
general improvement; and held their 
own with tho most favored agricul- 
tural sections in the province. 

FRUIT GROWING 

On Vancouver Island there have 
been very successful attempts at fruit

Trade at Its annual meeting on July 
12th last, Hon. R. Q. Tallow, minister 
of finance, said: "I need not repeat 
tu you, Mr. Chairman, the great suc- 
cess which' has been achieved in this 
industry.

No account is 
taken of tho rresh water llshes which 
aro found In great abundance in tho 
inland waters. The total yield . of 
Canadian fisheries In 1904, fresh and 
salt water, was $23,500,439, so that 
British Columbia's contribution to • tho 
output was about 21 per cent of tho 
whole, and of that 21 por cent, 75 per 
cent was Cor salmon. These figures, 
While proving beyond question tho 
great commercial value of British 
Columbia's salmon fisheries, suggest 
tho Immonso possibilities which await 
tho development of the numerous atiwr. 
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branches of the fishing business. Tho 
product of tho Atlantic Coast ilshcr- 
ios, long recognized as a prime factor 
in the economic fabric of Canada, will 
'>ne day bo equalled and probably sur- 
passed by those of '.British Columbia. 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
Now Brunswick and Quebec produced 
fish to tho value of $14,787,12G in 
1004; as against British Columbia's 
?4,999,417, but it must be borne in 
mind that the Atlantic fisheries have 
reached almost their maximum of de-

but reasonable to expect very dif- 
ferent results when British Columbia's 
fisheries reach the same stage of de- 
velopment, for, practically Inexhaust- 
ible, the only limit to their output 
should bo tho lack of markets, a con- 
tingency not likely to arise. 

Tho principal food fishes of tho 
North Pacific arc: — Salmon (five var- 
ieties, viz.: Sockeye, spring, or tyee, 
oohoe, humpback, and dog), halibut, 
cod (several varieties), herring, stur- 
geon, bass, oolachans, smelts, perch 
trout, skill, sardines, anchovies, shad, 
oysters, clams, crabs, shrimps and 
prawns. Whales are very plentiful 
along tho coast and. in Behring Sea, 
and a whaling company recently or- 
ganized, with headquarters at Sechart, 
Barkley Sound, is doing an immense 
business. Dog '.fish, a species of 
shark, which prey upon the salmon 
and other fish, are valuable for their 
oil and tho manufacture of guano, and 
several companies are taking them in 
large quantities. 



FEASIBILITI'l'Y OF FERRIES 

Corroborating the arguments of 
those who urge the feasibility of pro- 
viding a ferry connection between tho 
Mainland and Vancouver Island as a 
temporary expedient, at least, the fol- 
lowing report has just been issued on 
"Proposed Cross-Channel Ferry 
Steamers," by Sir William Henry 
White, K.C.B., F.R.S , late Director of 
Naval Construction, II. M. Royal 
Navy: 

There is undoubtedly a popular be- 
lief that the transport of railway trains 
across tho sea in ferry steamers in- 
volves considerable risk. Tho length, 
bulk and weight of a modern railway 
train naturally produce an impression 
that both the operation of placing it 
on board ship and its presence on tho 
deck when tho vessel is in a seaway 
must involvo serious risk, and must 
prejudicially affect tho stability and 
behaviour of a ferry steamer. ■ This 
popular view has never found favor 
With naval architects and civil engin- 
eers. They have always boon pre- 
pared to face and solve all tho prob- 
lems involved in tho transport over- 
sea of the largest and heaviest railway 
trains. Changes that have been made 
in tho propelling machinery and struc- 
tural materials of modern steamships 
during tho last 40 years, have all tend- 
ed to make the work of constructing 
swift and efficient ferry steamers 
more easy, and the introduction of 
turbino engines has greatly simplified 
the task. 

A llrst-class passenger train do luxe 
of modern type, providing accommoda- 
tion for oyer 400 passengers, weighs 
less than 350 tons, exclusive of tho 
engine and tender, which would not 
bo carried across in tho ferry steam- 
er; and has a total lengtli of about 
650 feet. To accommodate such a 
train on tho dock of a steamer it 
would bo broken up into two parts 
during transit; but even then the 
vessel would necessarily bo of con- 
siderable length and beam. From the 
point of . view of the naval architect it 
is a very simple, matter to deal with 
the weight named, seeing that it would 
he distributed over a length of more 
than 300 feet and be carried at a mod- 
erate height above water. Ho is ac- 
customed, especially in warships, to 
deal with much greater weight car- 
ried In a more concentrated form 
and at much greater heights above 
water. For example, in a battleship 
tho armored stations, the gun-mount- 
ings and loading appliances for a pair 
of 12-inch guns, the guns themselves 
and the armored shield protecting 
them, would represent a total 
weight of over 1,000 tons This great 
weight would bo concentrated in a 
length of aDout 30 feet, and the guns 
could bo carried at a height of 25 to 
30 foot above water. Even after al- 
lowance is made for the much great- 
er dimensions of a battleship carry 
illg such an armament, the mere 
statement of these facts will indicate 
how much simpler is tho problem 
which has to be faced In carrying the 
largest and heaviest railway "train In 
a ferry steamer. : 

Special precautions must bo taken, 
of courso in connection with tho safe 
over-sea transport of railway trains. 
Arrangements must bo made by 
means of which tho trains shall be 
rigidly attached to tho vessel, and 
any motion of tho whoels prevented 
when tho vessel is rolling or pitching 
at sea. This requirement has already 
boon dealt with successfully jn many 
existing ferry steamers. It is also es- 
sential that the vessels themselves 
shall be constructed to serve as float- 
ing railway stations, with platforms, 
promenades, and retiring rooms, into 
Which passengers can pass if they so 
desire during sea transit. 

In regard to appliances for embark- 
ing or disembarking trains, careful 
design is also necessary. Difficulties 
exist, no doubt, and these vary in 
different localities; but they can be 
readily overcome. The uso of hy- 
draulic or electrical power ensures 
great rapidity of movement in em- 
barking and disembarking trains, 
and gives absolute control. On the 
coast of Croat Britain and Ireland. 
Whore there Is a great rise and fall 
of tide, arrangements are required 
which aro not necessary in non-tidal 
waters, because of tho varying heights 
of tho fixed land approaches above the 
deck of a ferry steamer at different 
states of tho tide. But the engineer 
readily provides for all such varia 
tions. During tho operation of cm 
barking or disembarking trains the 
steamer must, of course, remain in a 
practically tlxed position in relation 
to tho piers and lifts, and must be 
placed in a sheltered harbor In prac- 
tice, the fulfilment of theso' conditions 
presents no insuperable difficulty or 
an engineering nature, although the 
choice of tho ferry stations at tho ter- 
minal ports must be greatly influenc- 
ed by considerations of the points 
mentioned. 

Tho feasibility and safety of rall- 
way-forry steamers is no longer a 
matter for debate. Tho question lias 
been settled by actual experience in 
various parts of the world. For 30 
years past tho system has been suc- 
cessfully worked in Denmark, chiefly 
for the conveyance <'f goods, but In 
later years, largely for the transport 
of through passenger carriages. In 
1903 railway ferries were established 
between Gjedsor, in the Island of Zee- 
land, tho steamers making a run of 
about 27 nautical miles on tho open 
water of tho Baltic, This service lias 
been carried out with complete suc- 
cess In all weathers. Two types of 
ferry steamers aro employed: the first 
carries an express passenger train in- 
volving a load of about ISO tons; the 
■second is intended chiefly for goods, 
nnd has two lines of rails on the deck, 



/scale, making runs of from GO to 100 
miles across tho lake, and facing very 
severe weather, especially during t! 
winter. Actual observations show 
that heavier seas aro encountered on 
this service than In Cross-Channel 
passages from ports In tho United 
Kingdom. Somo of these vessels are 
3S0 foot In length and about 5S feet 
in width. Their machinery is power- 
ful enough to drive them 14 or 15 
miles an hour; but on service they 
generally work at lower speeds. These 
steamers have four railway tracks on 
tho deck, and can carry 30 railway 
cars, each 30 to 40 feet in length. Ex- 
perience with these vessels has boon 
quite satisfactory in regard to safe 
and regular communication and econ- 
omical transport of goods and passen- 
gers. 

On Lake Baikal, in connection wifli 
tho Siberian railway, a steam ferry 
has been for some years in successful 
operation, and rendered good service 
during the recent war with Japan. The 
steamer is 290 feet long, 57 feet beam, 
and of 4,000 horse-power Tins ves- 
sel has three lines of rails laid on the 
deck, and carries a superstructure 
which shelters tho railway carriages 
and contains extensive accommodation 
tor passengers. The length of the run 
across the lake is 40 miles. Very 
stormy wen titer has to be faced, anil 
in the winter tho vessel acts as her 
own Ice-breaker. 

These examples might be multiplied, 
but they will suffice for tho present 
purpose, as they afford complete evi- 
dence that there would be no difficulty 
in establishing a successful railway 
steam-ferry service between tho ports 
of Stranraer and Lame, provided that 
tho necessary expenditure is incurred. 
At Stranraer it would bo found desir- 
able, no doubt, either to extend the 
present pier in order to secure 
greater depth of water, or to select a 
locality for the ferry station where 
deeper water would bo available. On 
tho Larne side there is ample depth 
of water. At both terminal ports it 
would bo necessary to secure- proper 
shelter for tho steamers, so that em- 
barkation and disembarkation of 
trains might proceed witli despatch 
and safety. Into details of this por- 
tion of the scheme, however, it would 
bo out of place to enter in this re 
port: they represent no engineering 
dill lenities. 

In regard to the slue and cost of th_ 
steamers it may be stated that the 
designs must bo governed chiefiv by 
tho length and weight of the trains 
considered best suited for tho pro- 
posed passenger service between Lon- 
don and Blacksod Bay and upon tho 
speed which is is desired to maintain. 
The use of turbino engines will enable 
screws of small' diameter to bo em- 
ployed, and comparatively limited 
draught of water to bo adopted, be- 
cause turbines would work at greater 
rates of revolution as compared with 
reciprocating engines. As tho length 
ot tho open sea passage is very mod- 
erate it might bo considered sufficient 
to have a working speed of 15 to in 
knots. This is a point on which the 
promoters of tho scheme will, no 
doubt, have formed their own opinion 
Iho designers of the vessels will have 
no difficulty in meeting any reason- 
able requirement of speed on a com- 
paratively moderate draught of water 
and in carrying the maximum load 
likely to be required. First cost and 
working expenses must, of course, in- 
crease rapidly as tho speed is raised 
Should it bo desired to develop a 
goods traffic as well as a passenger 
service, it. would probably be found 
advantageous to build vessels special- 
ly adapted for carrying luggage trains. 
In these it would be possible to dis- 
pense witli waiting and retiring rooms, 
which would bo essential in tho pro- 
posed passenger steamers. In this 
manner greater deck space would he- 
conio available for the railway tracks, 
more rail-tracks could bo provided, 
and a larger number of trucks could 
bo accommodated. The additional load 
would present no difficulty 

In framing tho scheme,' provision 
must be made for a sufficient number 
of vessels to carry on the full service 
Uninterruptedly, allowing for the fact 
that at certain periods a steamer must 
be laid up for overhaul and repair, and 
to meet contingencies or possible ac- 
cidents. 

AVlien a decision has, been reached 
as to tho speed and carrying-power 
required in the steamers and the 
maximum draught of water available 
at the terminal ports lias been deter- 
mined, it will be possible to estimate 
witli close approximation the aggre- 
gate Hirst-cost and tho working ex- 
penses of the proposed steamers The 
nature and cost of the harbor works 
and mechanical appliances for hand- 
ling the trains at the terminal ports 
can also be ascertained.

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The Inspection of Immigrants 
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Before sotting frco foot on the con- 
tinent of - North America, whether hia 
destination is to a point in tho 
United 'States or a point in tho Do- 
minion of Canada, uie alien, and oven 
the immigrant. of British birth, must 
submit to an examination, writes "C. 
J. H." In the Montreal Star, 

Tho object of this examination is 
to determine his, or ner, physical abil- 
ity, health, character, and to learn if 
tho newcomer has sufficient money so 
as to pay. .his way. and not become a 
public charge. . 

•The three ports of landing; and ex- 
amination in ' Canada' arc tlioso of St. 
John and Halifax In winter, and Que- 
bec in summer. In tho United States 
there are several places, chief of which 
is on Ellis Island in New Yorlc. 

Somo immigrants destined for points 
in the United States, more particularly 
tho AVostern States, proceed through 
Canada to their destinations. To fa- 
cilitate examination, tho Canadian 
government has permitted the United 
States government to establish on Can- 
adian soil posts for examination, spots 
where Old Glory floats and where tho 
rule of tho Washington power is abso- 
lute. 

In Quebec, as elsewhere, there Ih 
such a post. It is on the Break water, 
cheek by jowl with the buildings used 
by the Canadian Government. 

The near presence of these places 
gives excellent opportunity for an ob- 
server to examine the workings of both 
systems. The machinery of the Unit- 
ed States government Is tho same in 
all Canadian ports, and is curried out 
in the same manner as at Ellis Island. 
The eastern Canadian ports are used 
to examine Immigrants from European 
points. Similar conditions exist on the 
Pacific coast, but this has no concern 
with Oriental immigration, and tho 
subject matter is altogether relative to 
the examination of Immigrants who 
seek admission to tho western land 
from the older lands of Europe. 

To observe tho conditions and to 
watch the systems in use by each 
government, a Star reporter was de- 
tailed to go to Quebec, and examine 
the methods In use there. He did so, 
a'nd saw the examination of the fif- 
teen hundred odd Immigrants who 
were landed from the C.P.R. steamer 
Lake Michigan. These immigrants 
were a motley lot, gathered from 
places in north-eastern Europe, speak- 
ing, perhaps, a do:;en tongues • and 
dialects. ' , , 

Tho physical aspect of their arrival 
and tho evil of the work dono by the 
men who make money by nreying 
upon tho credulity of those poor people 
Fas alreadv been told. This is the 
Story of what happens upon landing 
£n Quebec, or. for that matter, any 
port 'in Canada. ' , 

The immigrants, being landed from 
the steamer on tho Breakwater, aro 
cent into tho enclosures surrounding 
'the sheds. Those, intended for Cana- 
dian purls are directed to the larger 
enclosure, while those who seek homes 
In the United States go to the smaller 
enclosure on the eastern side^of tho 

9- Sow tho difference in systems and 
methods begin to appear. It is prnb- 
'able that tho statement of one fact 
will more amply illustrate the differ- 
ence than many words. Of the. par- 
ticular lot from the Lake Michigan, 
some two hundred were for United 



States points, tho larger portion, somespector has a manifest which has been 



thirteen hundred odd, being for Cana 
dlan points. The examination in both 
sheds began at tho same time, and 
both were concluded at the same time 
— U o'clock that night. Tho United 
States inspectors required the same 
tlmo to examine two hundred iraral- 
gra'nts as tho Canadian Inspectors 
needed to pass thirteen hundred. 

When spoken to upon tho difference, 
Mr. Doyle, who Is chief Inspector of 
the Canadian side, answered, "Oh, 
well, we're human over here. It would 
/bo too bad to refuso a refuge to a man 
who is In good health, even If he has 
little money." 

"There is no sentiment here," said 
Mr. Harrison, tho chief of the United 
States side, to whom the difference 
was pointed out. "These people aro to 
be future citizens, and it is intended 
that they shall lie good citizens and 
not likely to become public charges." 

The Canadian government seeks a 
good character from each immigrant 
landing, a certificate of health and 
some evidence of sufficient money to 
pay further transportation and to re- 
main away from tho public charities. 
The United States government desires 
similar evidence, but it is exacted in 
a far sterner maimer. Truly, it is 
without sentiment. 

Sometimes it looks as if charity 
had died, and that these poor humann 
were but so much live freight, from 
which tho best could bo selected, and 
the culls rejected. 

There is another side to the matter, 
and that strikes the observer. Tho 
United States officers exact an assur- 
ance that tho poorer immigrant will' 
bo taken in charge by some friend, 
provided all the other conditions aro 
sufficient to secure admission, and 
until such assurance Is given the im- 
migrant will bo detained. 

In one instance I saw a family of 
five, husband, wife and three children, 
natives of Bohemia, hold until some 
word could be had from a brother. 
This man could only show seven dol- 
lars, and, despite tho fact his tickets 
wero prepaid to a point in Nebraska, 
tho family was held because tho in- 
spectors considered that the amount 
wnsnot sufficient to guarantee that tho 
live would not become public charges. 

The cruelty of tho examination was 
evident in the case of a woman of GO, 
perhaps seventy, years of age. An 
Austrian, she wanted to seek friends 
in the now land. Tho sharp eye of tho 
physician was not deceived by her glib 
sta'tementNhat she was but fifty years 
of age, and, although her health was 
good and her physical appearance fit, 
she was set asido for a further exam- 
ination, perhaps to bo rejected.. 

In both sides the examination is to 
cover practically the samo • ground, 
general health and absence of disease. 
The immigrants are supplied with vac- 
cination certificates before leaving 
Antwerp, and those must be handed in 
with other necessary papers. Tho im- 
migrant walks towards the doctor, who 
is at once enabled to determine wheth- 
er there is anv deformity. Then thero 
is a hasty glanco at the head, after 
which tho eyes aro examined for tra- 

C "Afterwards iho immigrant is passed 
along to determine his financial ability

On tho' United States side tho ln- 



prepared by the purser on board ship. 
This contains particulars of name, age, 
condition of life, occupation, literacy 
and such tilings. Both governments 
seek this information. 

On tho United States sido tho man, 
or woman, must show all his, or her 
money. On the Canadian' sido it is 
sufficient to show ten dollars to secure 
the termination of tho examination. 
The reason for the. Canadian govern- 
ment's lack of curiosity regarding a 
man's money, is that it was considered 
rathor unsafe to compel a man who 
was carrying any considerable amount 
to reveal it to his fellows, a sight which 
might stir cupidity. Tho United 
States folk are sterner and demand a 
show down to tho limit. 

Some curious results develop. A 
Russian .Tow appeared before tho in- 
spector and declared that he was prac- 
tically penniless, having but a scant 
sum to show. Ho was sent back. 
When his fellows had been cleared 
away, he approached tho officer and 
said that he had some money, and ho 
had indeed, showing 300 roubles. There 
was a similar case when two men 
brothers, were sent back, and tlicy 



The Elizabethan Scenery 
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Wo have some idea of th'5 appear- 
ance of tho stage of the Swan theatre 
by a drawing taken by John Do Witt 
about 150fi, copied into Arena van 
Biichel's "Commonplace Book," P rc " 
served In tho University Library of 
Utrecht, published by Dr. Gacdertz n 
a pamphlet in 1SSS and reproduced in 
Air T. V; Ordish's "Early London 
Theatres," 1891, and In other works 
since then. This precious sketch shows 
tho proscenium supported on a frame, 
"tho turned columns," tho actors 
house, with windows and doors of en- 
trance and exit. A portable bench is 
all tho furniture represented, and 
there aro three actors rehearsing to 
ompty galleries. "Tho heavens" aro 
not represented at all. It is evident, 
however, that at some parts of the 
back of tho stage thero was arras 
or tapestry, and some hangings. It 
may ho remembered that Shakespeare 
makes Hamlet kill the spy PplonluH 
when listening behind the arras;" and 
tho trick upon Malvolla could hardly 
bo played without some curtains or 
shrubbery for tho conspirators to hide 
in. 

Bon Jonson, in "The New Inn," pub- 
lished in ICL'0, definitely mentions the 
tapestry called arras cloths and faces 
represented in tho hangings. When the 
drama revived after the hiatus in the 
development through the Common- 
wealth this use of tapestry Is remem- 
bered. Elecknoo in his "Short Dis- 
course on tho Stage," in 1664, by which 
tlmo scenery was fairly Introduced, 
says: "Now for the difference between 
our theatres and those of former yenrs, 
they wero but plain and simple, with 
no other scenes or decorations hut 
only old tapestry and the stage strew- 
ed with rushes." Cory said in tho pro- 
logue to "Tho Generous Enemies," 
3672: 

Your aged fathers came to plays for wit, 
And sat knee deep In nutshells in the pit, 
Coarso hangings then, instead of scenes, 

were worn, 
And Kidderminster did the stage adorn. 

We may, therefore, jot down "tap- 
estry" and "tho player's house" as 
permanent parts of scenery. The 
frequent occasions In which charac- 
ters aro made to speak from walls, 
battlements, towers and balconies 
show that they had somo contrivance 
for representing theso by utilizing tho. 
player's houso. Yet any such repre- 
sentation miglit Justly bo called fur- 
ther scenery. Tho stago was also evi- 
dently furnished with trap doors. In 
Lupton's "All for Money," 1578, it Is 
directed: "Pleasure Rises Frpm Be- 
neath tho Stage." 1 u Lodge's and 
Green's "Looking Glass fur London 
and England," 1594, thero is tho stage 
direction, "Tho Magi with their rods 
beat tho ground, and from under tho 
samo rlseth a bravo arbour;" amMat 
or In tho samo play "a flame of lire 
nppeareth from beneath, and Radagon 
is swallowed." 

In Ben Johnson's "Poetaster," 1061, 
Envy rises from tho ground. Marston 
in his "Antonio's Revenge," 1G0L', uses 
tho samo device, and doubtless 
"ghosts" entered in this way from be- 
neath tho stage. There were also me- 
chanical contrivances by ropes and 
pullevs to raiso gods and spirits to the 
"heavens"; .sometimes tho chariots of 
Phacthon and other similar properties 



afterwards disclosed 3,000 roubles In 
their possession. 

Tho systematic work of tho United 
States officials is shown in another 
direction, tho Bertlllon systems being 
used to a large extent. Persons of un- 
desirable character, women of ill re- 
pute and men "'ho havo been in jail, 
cannot pass tho border. Owing to tho 
inspection maintained In Euronean 
ports, tho officials aro enabled to loarn 
of tho presence of many such persons, 
and their identity is soon discovered. 
When such undesirable characters aro 
discovered they are photographed, and 
their measurements taken aro record- 
ed. Tho photographs aro distributed 
to the various inspection points, and 
thero Is a history of each case. In tho 
Bortillon book tho physical peculiari- 
ties of the case are enumerated, so 
that thoro is a good description of 
such persons a3 are rejected. The 
excellence of the system is such that 
one man originally expected at Now 
York has since been rejected In St. 
John and Quebec owing to identifica- 
tion completed by means of the rec- 
ords in possession of officers at other 
ports. 

Tho photographic records aro inter- 
esting and well' worth looking over. 
In turning the leaves of one of the 
books tho counterfeit presentment of 
tho brother of tho celebrated Mme. 
Humbert was discovered. This man 
has travelled to New York in the first 
cabin of a steamer, but despite his 
possession of plenty of money, and the 
style in which he travelled, ho was re- 
fused admission, and had to return to 
Europe, 
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Interest in Municipalization

Toronto Mall and Empire: What ef- 
fect municipal ownership and opera- 
tion has upon labor and tho connection 
therewith of politics Is set forth In two 
important documents issued by tho 
National Civic Federation Commission 
of the United States. Tho repoVts aro 
the result of two years' investigations 
In many of the principal cities of Great 
Britain and tho United States, and 
their authors being men of prominence, 
they will bo welcomed as authoritative 
contributions to the literature of muni- 
cipal' ownership concerning a phase of 
tho groat question that has been im- 
perfectly understood. Tho broadest 
generalizations to be drawn from tho 
reports aro that politics is the key to 
tho whole question of -municipal own- 
ership nnd control; that recognition 
of organized labor by tho authorities 
is ono way to eliminate politics from 
municipal enterprise, and that neither 
public nor private ownership has ac- 
complished in tho United States the 
good that might bo expected or that 
both have accomplished in Great 
Britain. 

Conflicting Reports.

or Henry VIII." 



Trusts in Germany 

Hardly a day passes of lato that the 
German newspapers do not chronicle 
tho formation of a new trust, fusion 
or syndicate of somo lino of manufac- 
turing. The causes assigned for this 
tendency to centralization are the in- 
creasing cost of products, the greater 
demand of employees and tho losses 
resulting from injudicious competition 
among combinations havo established 
strict rules for the conduct of their 
businesses, covering sale prices and 
terms of credit, wages and labor con- 
ditions and hiethods to bo adopted for 
obtaining favorable legislation at 
home, better conditions abroad and 
better transportation facilities and 
shipping rates. , , , 

The projected combinations of deal- 
ers in braids, trimmings and woollen 
goods has advanced so far that a con- 
vention has been called in Berlin to 
complete tho organization and fix uni- 
form terms of sale and credit. Tho 
glue manufacturers aro also negotiat- 
ing for tho formation of a trust. Tho 
central bureau for the sale of all glue 
"made in Germany" is to be situated 
in Berlin. Nearly all the manufac- 
turers of tinned vegetables, fruit and 
similar comestibles in Southern Ger- 
many met recently in Mainz and form- 
ed a merger to Increase and main- 
tain their prices. The formation of a 
trust by tho manufacturers of artificial 
silk by tho Chardonnct method is also 
under way, with about the only ob- 
ject, according to a Frankfort publi- 
cation, to obtain higher prices. A 
merger of the makers or electrical, 
medical and scientific Instruments has 
resolved to advance prices 10 per cent, 
and tho proposed Inercaso by a mer- 
ger of twelve Swiss manufacturers of 
electrical appliances is 15 per cont. 
Negotiations for the formation of a 
bicycle trust aro also under way, and 
havo culminated In an agreement to 
form a merger of all tho bicycle man- 
ufacturers in Germany to advance 
the prices of machines. 



I suppose every age has wondered 
whether invention has reached its 
limit, and yet every fresh generation 
has discovered some new thing \vmcil 
wo speedily come to regard as Iruus- 
pensablo and to marvel how our fore- 
fathers managed to do without. A\ ho 
for instance, Imagined at the end or 
the nineteenth century that, the great- 
est Invention of tho twentieth century 
would bo achieved by a woman.' And 
yet tho century was but a few months 
old when Madame Curie discovered 
the prlnclplo of radio-activity. 

Tho main principle of aerial flight Is 
solved. We may state that definitely 
Tho application of tho principle will 
probably constitute tho next great 
scientific advance. 

That wo havo made a radical ad- 
vance by tho establishment of the 
theory "heavier than air" is no longer 
problematical. Tho Wright brothers, 
of Dayton, O., have demonstrated the. 
soundness of this theory. They havo 
solved tho problem. Their machine, 
weighing 925 pounds, with two aero- 
planes of 40 feet by 6 feet, made a 
flight in October, 1905. and remained 
in the air for 3S minutes. Then they 
only came down for lack of fuel. 

While In the air the Wrights tra- 
versed a circular path, made the fig- 
ure of eight, and then, descending to a 
lower level, they flew among tho trees, 
dodging to right and left, thus com- 
pletely demonstrating that they had 
vertical and horizontal control of their 
machine, which had never been had 
before. 

This machine carried a fifteen horse- 
power gasolino engine, besides 240 
pounds of impedimenta and 50 pounds 
of pig-iron as extra weight. 

Somo Failures Explained 

I havo not seen tho Wright brothers' 
machine, but; I dined with Mr.-. Octave 
Chnnute, of Chicago, author of Prog- 
ress, and tho lato Prof. Langlcy a few 
days after Mr. Chanute had: Actually 
seen tho performance of the .Wright 
brothers, and I am satisfied that tho 
machine can do all that is claimed for 
it. 

I have boon experimenting in aero- 
nautics for fourteen years as an 
amusement, and 1 am returning to this 
country now tcTeo-ntimio my investi- 
gations at my place, "Beinn-Bhreag," 
Gaelic for beautiful mountain, in Nova 
Scotia. Thoro I hope I shall be free 
from interruption. 

The host .explanation of failures in 
time past has been mado by Prof. Si- 
mon Newcomb. Models have been 
made which woro correct in principle 
and which Hew well, and yet when the 
model was enlarged tho whole thing 
proved a failure. The altering of the 
dimensions was the secret of the fail- 
ure, because inventors failed to realize 
that weight increases as the cube and 
tho supporting surface as tho square. 

Tho theory was that- the flight of a 
large bird or of a largo aeroplane was 
on the samo prlnclplo as a small one, 
but that was wrong. I do not go on 
tho principle of tho (light of ono bird, 
but on that of a flock: One expects a 
small bird to carry a certain weight 
and a bird twice tho size to carry dou- 
ble but this is not so. Proceed on the 
principle of a flock of small birds and 
you have the cellular theory, which is 
the right one. 

Tn December, 1905, I constructed a 
] ? ito — a giant structure of innumerable 
cells. It flew In a light breeze nnd sup- 
nnrted a weight of 2SS pounds, includ- 
ing a man, who thought it would not 
lift him from tho ground. It carried 
him up as I£ he were thlstlo down, 
while he hung on for dear life; and yet 
the weight of the structuro was but 
Gl pounds. 

Aeronautics, now considered a dan- 
gerous sport, is rapidly approaching a 
stage when it will be no more dan- 
gerous than motoring, perhaps less so. 
But what we noed is experience. Wo 
must go slowly. It is of the greatest 
consequence that wo should gain ex- 
perience in a machine at low velocity. 

Aerial flights, unlike most Inven- 
tions, will not bo developed through 
commercial reasons. Perhaps that is 
why it has boon slow in coming. But 
thero Is a feature that will lead to tho 
instantaneous development of air- 
ships throughout the world. That is 
warfare. 

There will be feverish activity in the. 



war departments of tho world in a 
very few years. Already we have - an 
instrument applicable to tho needs of 
war. In tho Wright machine we have 
the first which will travel 137 miles an 
hour. Tho war departments of tho na- 
tions aro watching every move mado. 
The French government has actually 
sent special representatives to Ohio to 
learn from the farmers -what they 
know of the experiments of the Wright 
brothers. Tho universities are taking 
up tho study. 

Tho day of the airship lias dawned. 
The flying machine is to be the rival 
of the automobile. I can now imagine 
that beforo long wo shall see kites 
safely anchored in the air, with pas- 
sengers aboard; see tho propellers 
move and the kites sail through space 
at a rate of fifty to sixty miles an 
hour. 

Tako tho telephone, on tho other 
hand.

Invention of the Telephone 

As long ago as 1870, when the tele- 
phone was still unknown to the world, 
I was at work in my study at Boston 
on tho problem. Ono of tho first who 
spoke through tho Instrument was Mr. 
Isawa, now minister of education in 
Formosa; then a Japanese student at 
the university. Hence it camo about 
that Japanese was the first foreign 
language to bo apoken through a tele- 
phone. Mr. Isawa brought two Japan- 
ese, Harvard students, to see the new 
Invention, nnd I led ono to tho trans- 
mitter and the other to tho receiver. 
Thus they amused themselves. 

Years after I was in Yokohama at a 
banquet given by tho American min- 
ister, whpn Baron Komura, now for- 
eign minister . In ./Japan, was intro- 
duced to me. ' Ho told mo he was ono 
of tho- students that had visited mo in 
Boston. Tho second student I met at 
the time of tho .Tapaneso war. I was 
president of the National Geographical 
society and Baron Kancko delivered a 
lecture and a banquet followed. 

Answering to the toast of his health, 
tho baron said ho had met mn years 
beforo. Ho was tho other young stu- 
dent at Harvard. I fancy It was large- 
ly duo to that visit that Japan took up 
so extensively tho use of the tele- 
phono, especially In tho war with Rus- 

My idea is that the future will see 
the telephone systems simplified. If 
I may bo permitted, I think that the 
fuluro of telephone progress will be 
governed by two words, '•simplifica- 
tion" and "specialization." Probably 
many new and useful accessories will 
be invented, but at this tlmo I cannot 
seo anything Indicating a departure 
from the essential device invented 30 
yenrs ago. 

The great objection to the telephone 
today is its extreme complexity. Fu 
turo progress, it seems to me, will have 
to bo made in tho 

tlon. Making tho instrument more 
■simple will increase tho power of re- 
producing tho voice at the receiving 
end. 

At present tho wire over which wo 
Kny — and say erroneously — that tho 
voice is transmitted, is loaded down 
with resistances that Impair, and in 
somo cases destroy its usefulness. Call 
bell, transmitter, batteries, induction 
coils and things' like that decrease the 
efficiency of tho wire over which pass- 
es tho electrical energy that repro- 
duces tho sounds sent Into the trans- 
mitter. The sounds aro not actually 
transmitted. That is a misuse of 
words that custom has sanctioned, so 
I suppose wo shall always talk about 
transmitting the sounds, 
A Suggestion 

Hero is a suggestion that may lead 
some young man Into improving the 
telephone system. Tho wire over 
Which tho talking Is dono should be 
freed from everything else so as to 
leave it at its maximum of efficiency 
all tho time. 

To leave that wiro free naturally 
suggests that another be provided to 
do tho work of ringing tho call bells 
nnd tho half-dozen other functions 
now performed by that one wire. 



Therefore, why not a cable, carrying, 
say 10 wires running from central to 
tho instruments for ton subscribers. 
At present a single wiro is run from 
central to tho instrument of every sub- 
scriber. My proposition is that ono 
cable carrying ten wires would prob 
ably glvo better service and require 
loss wire. 

Instead of ten separate and distinct 
wires for tho ton telephones in this 
neighborhood, lot there bo hut one ca- 
ble with ten wires In it. Lot it bo, 'in 
stalled In one house, then Into 'ad- 
joining houses until tho ten wires in 
tho cable havo boon used. 

When central wants mo, let her us.; 
one of the 'wires on which my call-bells 
and transmitter-battery aro connected 
When she Frets mo and places mo in 
communication with tho person desir- 
ing to talk with me, let her give me a 
wire the only friction of which shall 
bo to carry my voice. 

Central will havo ten wires at Us 
command, to any ono of which it can 
connect mo and use that wdre exclu- 
sively to transmit the electrical ener- 
gy that will reproduce my voice in tho 
other receiver. Instead of ono wiro to 
do different kinds of work, when such 
a system is developed, I should havo 
ono that will call the exchange and 
will do the auxiliary work, and ono 
over which T shall do my talking. 

When that system is developed, all 
tho transmitter-batteries will bo situ- 
ated in tho central station and taking 
caro of them will rcquiro fewer men. 

That Is tho way the work must bo 
dono now. With wires for different 
kinds of work, there would bo a cen- 
tralization of batteries that would 
make it easier and cheaper for a com- 
pany to take caro of the instruments. 
With more than one wiro to every in- 
strument, a successful automatic ex- 
change would probably be produced. 

If tho many-wire system wero in- 
stalled, it is probable that the old- 
fashioned magnetic telephone - would 
again do tho work as well' as it did 
30 vears ago bcrore the wire was load- 
ed "down with resistances for the per- 
formance of tho auxiliary work. 

I am really a bark number in tel- 
ephony. As soon as tho telophono be- 
came a commercial success I lost sci- 
entific interest in it. I am not a busi- 
ness man. A thing is Interesting - to 
mo bo long as it remains a scientific, 
problem. „ ,,. 

The Amount of Some Royalties 
By the way, ono of the letters I got 
on my return from Europe contained a 
telephone company dividend check— 
for exactly $4! That is my share in 
the quarterly or semi-annual dividend 
distribution. 

That is a smalt check to be received 
by a man who is supposed to get a 
royalty on every telephone In tho 
world. I know it has afforded many 
a man a delightful occupation to fig- 
ure out the amount of royalty received 
hv me But all my direct -financial in- 

'When I married I transferred all my 
interest in the company to my wife, 
whoso father made the telephone a 
commercial success. Afterwards ono 
share was transferred back to me so 
that my name should appear in tho 
list of stockholders. 

Nobody had any idea then what tel- 
ephone company stock would eventual- 
ly he worth. It did not greatly con- 
cern me. My satisfaction lay in 
knowing that I had made a receiver 
which mado tho telephone a thing of 
practical use. Now my interest is in 
a flying machine. 

While the telephone has come into 
general use, another of my inventions, 
and one which 1 consider a greater 
one is hardly known. The photophono 
was produced in 18S0. It Is only now 
coming into use in Germany. Efforts 
are still being mado toward discover- 
ing this very principle, namely, tho 
transmitting of speech by light in- 
stead of by wire. The photophono, or 
"radlophony," is much more wonder- 
ful than telephony. 

Tho inventions of tho past genera- 
tion have been remarkable, but thero 
is no reason to think that tho discov- 
eries of succeeding generations 
be less so.— rrof. Graham Boll. 



many accountants, statisticians and 
engineers to make tests, verify state- 
ments fiid so forth, and in choosing 
them mado it a point to select ono man 
predisposed In favor of municipal own- 
ership, and, as a colleaguo, another 
man with opposite preconceived ideas. 
This principle seems to havo been car- 
ried out In selecting the authors of tho 
report itself, Prof, John K. Commons, 
of Wisconsin University, being a muni- 
cipal ownership man, and J. W. Sulli- 
van, editor of the Clothing Trades 
Bulletin, being an advocate of private 
ownership. On tho available data tho 
two gentlemen could not agroo in their 
conclusions, hence tho two reports on 
a subject that is essentially one— the 
labor phase of municipal ownership 
and operation. The chief difference 
between them Is that Mr. Sullivan 
holds that' under municipal' control 
corruption flourishes to a degreo im- 
possible under prlvato control, while 
Prof. Commons thinks the corruption 
is as great In one case as tho other. 

A Menace to Unionism. 
' Discussing tho effect of municipali- 
zation upon labor unions, Mr. Sullivan 
argues that It is unfavorable. In tho 
first place, It enlarges tho field for the 
labor vote manipulator, and, by so do- 
ing, gives many unionists, those luke- 
warm and thoso who refuse to be mov- 
ed about like pawns, another reason 
for dropping out on the first oppor- 
tunity. Individual unionists at work 
for municipalities learn to look to poli- 
tics for help, indeed, whole unions have 
done so as in tho case of the British 
electric workers, and In so far they 
aro out of the real union movement. 
The ultimate result of this tendency 
would be to split up unionists into 
Cons-rvatlvo and Liberal unionists or 
Republic and Democratic unionists. 
Tho alternative is a third party, which 
docs not differ perceptibly from tho So- 
cialists. Another source of undermin- 
ing the union movement lies in such 
municipal benefit nnd pension schemes 
as have forestalled tho unionization of 
both the Glasgow and Liverpool tram- 
ways. This is Mr. Sullivan's view, but 
Prof. Commons has tho idea that in 
unionism lies tho euro for tho greatest 
danger of municipalization. 

Unionism a Cure. 
This danger, he thinks, is tho inter- 
ference of politicians in tho selection 
and management of employees. A com- 
mon argument Is that under munici- 
palization of tho four leading public 
utilities— gas, water, electric lighting 
and power, and street railways — the 
politicians would simply overload the 
pay-roll' with Incompetent men. Tho 
remedy for this danger, ,in tho opinion 
of tho professor, is to recognize the 
unions. Ho says that whenever this 
has boon done, and the men dealt with 
through their representatives, the banc 
of outside political influence has dis- 
appeared. "This follows from tho na- 
ture of labor organizations, which can- 
not survive If individuals' nro given 
proferenco on political, religious, per- 
sonal, or any other grounds than, the 
character of tho work they do." 
The Wage Question. 
Regarding wages, there appears to 
be little doubt that they aro higher for 
lighter toll' under municipalization than 
under private operation. This' applies 
only . to the lower kinds, of labor, which, 
of course^, arc the kinds most .common- 
ly employed. For more skilled labor 



and the higher class of employees who 
do not work with their hands muni- 
cipalization lias not Increased wages. 
Under private operation a skilled em- 
ployee -Te?1s moro securo, for tho ele- 
ment of politics noes not aftoct htm ns 
tinder municipalization. Ono might 
fairly sum up the report by saying it 
shows municipalization to convey a 
peril to unionism, benefit upon union 
laborers to the unskilled grades, and 
no benefits to the higher-paid em- 
ployee. Tho farther reports of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation concerning 
other aspects of municipal ownorshlp 
and control will bo looked for With 
interest. i 

Shipping Rebates 

Tho weokly Hamburg paper Hansa, 
of June 15, contains un account or a 
recent verdict of the courts which is or 
considerable interest to shippers and 
shinning lines. Put briefly, tho facts 
woro as follows: Tho plaintiff started 
a new lino in competition with three 
existing and mutually connected lints 

establish in Bremen and Hamburg, 
which somo tlmo ago introduced tho 
commission or rebate system operating 
from ports between Hamburg and 
Havre. At first tho plaintiff began to 
sail from Bremen, hut as ho was inter- 
dicted from doing this by a. judgmont 
based upon his contract obligations to- 
wards ono of tho throe defendants; ho 
afterwards commmenced to sail lUfl 
steamers from a North Sea port close 
to Hamburg but outside tho scope 01 
the rebate circular. The defendants 
thereupon extended their circular to In- 
clude tho Baltic ports as far as Memel. 
The plaintiff then sought a judgmont 
against tho combined lines 
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Memol. The court of first Instance, 
the Upper Court, and the Imperial Court 
— tho last named by Us judgment of 
March G last — have unanimously given 
their verdict against tho plaintiff. 
. Amongst tho points in tho Judgment 
of tho imperial Court the following 
may bo noticed: Contrary to the asser- 
tion of the plaintiff that the acts of 
the defendants contravened section 821. 
of tho Book of Common Law— viz., 
"Whoever, by acting in any unreason- 
able manner (contrary to fair Play), 
causes loss to another, shall be liable 
to make compensation for such damage, 
tho courts declared that tho actions of 
the defendants do not constitute a causo 
of damage in tho senso of tho section. 
Every shipowner is freo to fix on its 
own merits the tariff at which bo Is pre- 
pared to carry goods, nnd there is not 
tiling illegal either In underquoting op- 
ponents or in offering special benefits 
to those who give him exclusive sup- 
port. Though, of course, the granting of 
rebatos Increases the difficulty of form- 
ing nny now competitive undertaking, 
it does not follow from this that a ship- 
owner is not entitled to uso tho recog- 
nized means of a rebate to secure tho 
permanent support of shlnpers necessary 
for the prosperous development of his 
undertaking. A reference to a judgment 
of the court of April 11, 1001, was de- 
clared by tho Imperial Court as not sup- 
porting "the plaintiff's case. Then tho 
question was that of tho threatened ex- 
clusion from fixed general freight tar- 
iffs of a certain firm interested in a' 
competitive undertaking, but in the 
present rase there is no question or 
any Interference with t'ie freedom of 
tho plaintiff In establishing his own 
shipping business. Tho contention of 
the plaintiff that tho tbreo firms wero 
aiming at a monopoly of th* trade was 
hold to be Irrelevant to tho point at Irt 
su0 — namely, whether ..the granting of 
rebate Is or is not lawful.' ■< 1 i'<

tfte mining industry of Canada was tak- 
en at tho recent session of. parliament 
by : tho creation of a Dominion Depart- 
ment of Mines at Ottawa to encourugo 
und stimulate this industry in some- 
what the samo way as tho Federal De- 
partment of Agriculturo has forwarded 
Interest of the grain and fruit grow- 
ers, tho stock raisers, the dairymen, and 
all' other branches of farming. lno 
first minister of mines of Canada is 
the Hon. William Temploman, of vic- 
toria. British Columbia, and tho first 
deputy minister of mines is Mr. A, D. 
Bow, who la also director of the Geo- 
logical .Survey of the Dominion. At- 
tached to this new branch of the public 
Bervice Is what has heretofore been 
known as tho Mines Branch, under Dr. 
Engeno Haanol. 

Mr. Tompleman comes from a prov- 
ince which contains some of tho richest 
mineral areas of the world. As Direc- 
tor of the Geological Survey staff, Mr. 
Low has had opportunities of acquaint- 
ing himself with the mineral formations 
of tho country from coast to coast and 
north to within 700 miles of tho North 
Pole. Dr. Hannel's Mines Branch nas 
already achieved magnificent results in 
the research work that it has followed, 
and is at present unfolding to tho eyes 
of capital the clectrio pro cess of smelt- 
ing iron ores which eannS* N"t have 
an important bearing on the future de- 
development of iron manufacture In 
Canada. 

The Department of Mines will com- 
prise two branches— the Minos Branch, 
under the superintendence of Dr. Haanol 
which will have charge of all economic 
work; and the Geological Survey, which 
will continue the work of mapping out 
tho geological formations over largo ar- 
eas and publishing the same. The sur- 
vey will be employed also in explora- 
tion work. Mr. A. P. Low will for the 
present continue his charge of the Geo- 
logical Survey. In addition to this Fed- 
eral department of mines most of the 
provinces already have departments de- 
voted to tills same work, the functions 
of widen, however, aro for tho most 
part administrative. 

Tho Mines Branch has already Issued 
reports on the occurrence of mica and 
asbestos throughout Canada, and tho ex- 
tent and character of the deposits and 
Is now malting a similar survey of tho 
Iron and graphite fields. An agent of 
Dr. Hoanol's Is also in Europe at the 
present time Investigating the methods 
of peat manufacture, so that Canadians 
may he led to make somo uso of this 
fuelj urn inn tonal for which exists in 
many localities nnd over wide-spread 
areas. Tho experiments In electric 
smelting to which allusion has already 
been made have attracted attention far . 
beyond the bounds of tho Dominion, and 1 u 
a plant for the smelting of ore by this 
process Is In course of erection In tho 
Niagara peninsula, where electric power 
can bo generated at a very low cost. 

Tho first Important work of the Mines 
Department will bo to map out tho min- 
eral resources of tho country. This 
work is now In hand and will be prose- 
cuted vigorously until the information 
In question N edited ami issued with Il- 
lustrations for general distribution fo 
all who may be desirous of learning 
from official sources what tho Domin- 
ion's mineral wenhli ronlly Is, At the 
present tlmo the Geological Survey, 
which Is now attached to the Minos De- 
partment, Is following up a. series of 
tests to determine tho character and the 
value of tho various deposits of bitu- 
minous and anthracite coal and of lig- 
nite, which nro scattered from Nova 
Pcotla and Cane Breton In the east to 
British Columbia and tho Y»kon in the 
west. Many of these deposits are now 
being worked, Others aro yet to he 
developed. Soft coal of frond quality 
hns beep found on several of the Isl- 
ands of Canada'!) Arctic arohlpellgq, and 



has been found, the existence of which 
means a great deul to tho peoplo of that 
remote region. 

The Geological Survey's' Held staff of 
geologists and mincrologists aro scat- 
tered throughout tho several provinces 
and provide each year a fund of accur- 
ate scientific data which. is, at the samo 
tlmo a valuable adjunct to tho mining 
interests of the country. A man has 
only to take up ono of tho maps of the 
survey to seo for himself what form- 
ations nro to bo found hi any section 
and how they run. Considerable re- 
search is being mado this season along 
tho route of tho National Transcontin- 
ental railway through northern Ontario 
and Quebec, from which it nppoars that 
many of the economic minerals exist 
at points qulto easy of access to this 
new lino. Ono of tho most interesting 
features of the work this season will 
bo tho publication of a report on tho 
tin deposits of Nova Scotia and tho 
Yukon. Samples of tin stone from both 
these districts havo nlroady been veri- 
fied by tho geologists ns genuine, and 
if the finds prove of any economic val- 
ue, the discovery means tho develop- 
ment of a new branch of mining, with 
probably a tln-plato Industry to follow. 



Russia's Police System 

Tho Bourse Gazetto estimates that 
well over a twentieth of the entire 
Russian budget is spent on police, and 
tho larger part of this enormous sum 
— moro than ton millions sterling an- 
nually — represents the cost of the po- 
litical pollco organization, the gen- 
darmerie and the spy department. 

Tho budget, as published, shows on- 
ly fifty-four million roubles on ac- 
count of police. This is under tha 
head of tho ministry of tho interior. 
This ministry, however, has also at its 
disposal a secret fund, which never 
appears in the budget at all, amount- 
ing to ton million roubles. 

Other ministers, notably tho minis- 
try of the court, spend enormous 
sums on police and spies, apart from 
the expenditure of the recognized po- 
lico departments. When allowance is 
mado for tho sums expended, perforce, 
by tho towns and tho village com- 
munes on pollco and spy purposes it is 
plain that the estimate of tho Bourse 
Gazette is well within tho mark in 
saying that moro than five per cont. 

tho Russian budget is spent on po- 
llco of the kind most favored in Rus- 
sia— that is, not protectors of tho pub- 
lic safety, but spies upon the public In 
tho Interests of the government. 

If the expenditure on the necessary 
corollary to the police system in Rus- 
sia — tho prison and cxllo organizations 
— wero taken Into account tho propor- 
tion of the Russian budget devoted to 
repression would assume a still moro 
formidable aspect, — London Evening 
Standard.

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HOLIDAY PHOTOGRAPHY 

Lust week I had occasion to talk to 
you on the subject of photography at 
the seaside, and I endeavored to give 
you some hints which might prove 
more or less helpful to you in this 
branch of work; I now intend to say 
a few words on general holiday photo- 
graphy and riot confine myself to any 
one particular topic.

Nothing 
can add so much to the pleasure of 
our holiday as a nico scries of pic- 
tures taken along tho route from our 
own specially chosen points of van- 
tage, but it is all too common an ex- 
perience to find that the man who 
hardly ever fails with his camera 
when working in his own locality is 
by no means so successful when he 
goes into fresh fields and pastures 
new. 

Local Conditions. 

Tho reason for this Is not difficult to 
understand, because the conditions 
which exist in tho places where wo 
travel to are seldom tho same as 
those with which we are familiar at 
home,' and, therefore, unless wo adapt 
ourselves to thes* altered conditions, 
wo shall find our exposures, etc., at 
fault. 

The more wide our scope of travel 
tho greater need there is to under- 
stand the local conditions appertaining 
to different piaces, if we wish to make 
a success of our photographic records, 
and, at every turn, it believes us to 
be alert and on our guard, or else we 
will fall Into tho mistake of judging 
everything from the same standpoint 
that we did on our own familiar home 
hunting grounds. In the first place, 
If the vacation is to bo a lazy one, see 
that a sufficiency of supplies is car- 
ried, and do not leave anything to 
chance; if your itinerary is marked 
out carefully beforehand you will be 
able to pretty accurately arrange 
whero you will be able to .get fresh 
plates, films, or whatnot, but if you 
Intend to explore places off the beaten 
track bo careful to carry a sufficiency 
of materials to meet all your require- 
ments. Your camera, dark slides, tri- 
pod, etc., should be carefully over- 
hauled, special attention being paid 
to tho shutter, as if this Is only cap- 
able of giving an exposure of a thir- 
tieth or fortieth of a second and it is 
your intention to take pictures of 
breaking waves, yaohts racing or sim- 
ilarly rapidly moving objects, you will 
speedily find out that it is not work- 
ing quick enough to secure sharp im- 
•agrs. I once went with a friend to 
Switzerland who sufered great dis- 
appointment through forgetting to 
take color sensitive and non-halation 
plates with him, and thus his nega- 
tives failed altogether to render cor- 
rectly the very bright skies and dense 
masses of foliage in the foreground 
that one meets with in this country. 
Now, the scenery there very much re- 
sembles that met with in British Col- 
umbia, so I hope you will profit by his 
misfortune and not forget to include 
these necessaries In your outfit; of 
course, if you are using films you need 
not bother, as the kodak N. C. film is 
qrthochromatlc and docs not require 
backing. 

Note and Guide Books. 

I have always myself, before start- 
ing on a photographic journey, gone 
carefully over my itinerary, and, in a 
noto book, recorded these places of In- j 
terest that I wished to pay special at- j 
tention to, and, wherever possible, 
have ascertained at what time of the i 
day the subject was best approached. 
Thus, for example, when in Russia, l| 
ascertained from Baedeker what were I 
the market days in certain towns and | 
generally tried to arrive on these days,! 
as the towns were then more full of 
peoplo and many quaint characters' 
from tho surrounding villages would 
also be available for study; one can 
also find out how a public building 
stands and so figure out tile best time 
of the day for making the exposure; 
this, in the picture of the Kremlin at 
Moscow, reproduced herewith, which 
was taken with a. No. 4 Panoram ko- 
dak, it only required a glance at tiie 
map to tell me that it was best taken 
from this particular bridge about 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. Extending 
tills principle all along the route of 
our tour it will at once be apparent 
that a great deal of time and conse- 
quent worry will be saved, as wo shall 
he working systematically and inte- 
lligently, and \vIU be able to plan out 
our operations from day to day. In 
addition to keeping this itinerary, 
which should be as complete as pos- 
sible, in your noto book, you will i 
find it distinctly advantageous to also 
record all tho exposures you make, as 
though at the time of releasing the 
shutter, and even for a day or so af- 
ter, you may be able to recall what 
you photographed, you will find at the 
end of your vacation that you cannoi 
remember exactly where quite a num- 
ber of your pictures were taken; it 
may, perhaps, give you a small amount 
of trouble to d<> this, hit It is very 
well worth your while to keen this re- 
cord, especially if your prints are to 
be afterwards placed in an album 
with a written description inscribed 
under each one. Another advantage of 
this book is that by keeping track of 
your exposures you will not take two 
pictures on the nno plate, which is 
quite an easy thing to do when the 
mind is occupied with new places and 
fresh fares, and exposure follows ex- 
posure willi pretty frequent rapidity. 

Another thing that the careful man 
should do before starting on his holi- 
day Is to road some text-book on any 
new branch of photography which he 
thinks lie will meet with; thus, many 
of us do little more than ordinary 
landscape work, but, on tour, may wish 
to tako pictures of architectural ob- 
jects, and it will bo found to be ex- 
tremely beneficial to look up this 
branch of our art before wo leave 
home. It Is only after many years of 
experience in every branch of photo- 
graphy that we can afford to dispense 
with this precaution, as each subject, 
to a greater or less extent, calls for 
special treatment: and special appara- 
tus, and it is as silly to ask our cam- 
era to do that for which it was never 
designed to accomplish, as it Is to 
overburden a track horse with too 
heavy a load. 

Choice of Cameras 

Naturally any camera may be 
chosen as our companion, bub whore 
a largo variety of different subjects 
have to be photographed, there is 
nothing better than one whose bellows 
are capable of long extension, so as 
to permit of lens of different foci be- 
ing employed;* care should also be 



taken to see that everything is in 
sound order, and that tho focussing 
scale Is properly adjusted to the lens, 
and that the figures engraved on the 
dial really do represent the speeds at 
Which the shutter works. Don't start 
away with new apparatus no matter 
how expensive it may be, but test and | 
try It in every way possible to see 1 
that all is right; shutters of new 
dark slides are often too loose or too 
tight and the very 'freshness of the ; 
other parts represent a danger in j 
themselves for which we must bo as j 
much on our guard as if we wore j 
overhauling old apparatus. j 
Photographing From the Train j 
And now to pass on. to the practical i 
work of holiday photography: — Let 
us take first of all, the problem of 
obtaining successful pictures from a 
moving train. This is very fascinat- 
ing work, as there is a never ending 
^ variety of rapidly changing subjects 
j on which to make our exposures and

pear as if they were posing to have 
their photographs taken.

When the object is moving directly 
across the plate, the movement is 
greater than if it were approaching 
or receding from the camera. Objects 
near the camera will apparently move 
quicker than those at a distance, but 
wo can easily ascertain how far off 
any object must bo by a simple ma- 
thematical calculation.

LORD AVEBURY'S VIEW 



Very gradually but steadily tho full 
light of the truth is being thrown on- 
to the mysteries of "municipal trad- 
ing" in Great Britain and more es- 
pecially in London, where politics in 
recent years has taken on a character 
that has enabled the socialistic ele- 
ment to put the metropolis of the 
world •'into" business with a ven- 
geance' and Into debt at a rale that 
promises early bankruptcy. Address- 
ing tho Industrial Freedom league the 
other day Lord Avebury congratulated 
the organization on tin; vindication of 
its anti-municlpal-ownorship election 
and then took occasion to tear to 
pieces some biter utterances by the 
president of the board of trade. The 
provincial municipalities, the latter 
had declared, have, made a gross pro- 
fit of £2,000,000 on their electricity 
supply, and this, he added, "is a great 
triumph for municipal enterprise." 
Hut what signifies the gross profit? 
Lord Avebury asked. "It is die not 
pYofil that we are aftei — if we can 
find It. Now let us see about that: 
Tile tolal amount of capital Invested 
by thi- provincial local authorities in 
electrical supply undertakings Is put 
down at C ;M." 1 8,000. The gross profit 
being £2,000,000, if we take tho de- 
preciation at 2 1-2 per cent, it amounts 
tn over £ 1,000.000; and if we take the 
interest at :t 1-2 per cent, that 
amounts to another million, leaving 
practically no balance at all." .There 
are scores of municipal electric, gas 




London, July 10. — Ten million 
lars' worth of stolen property re- 
covered and 3,000 men arrested — 
among them many of tho cleverest 
and most desperate criminals of mo- 
dern times. That is the record which, 
shared between half a dozen detec- 
tives, would suffice to give each one 
of them a claim to more than ordin- 
ary distinction. Considered as the 
work of one man alone, it stamps In- 
spector John Walsh, the famous Scot- 
land Yard sleuth, as a veritable Na- 
poleon of his profession. 

Thirty years of Mr. Walsh's life 
have gone to the compilation of tills 
record, In the course of which Inci- 
dentally he has been brought face to 
face with death over a score of times. 
And now he has retired from official 
service to establish an international 
detective, bureau, for, with all his gor- 
geous opportunities, he has never 
"feathered his own nest" — a fact 
which would assuredly give him an- 
other claim to distinction had Ids ca- 
reer lain in America. 

fie told me something of his life, 
story yesterday, and I found it far 
more fascinating and interesting than 
any detective work of fiction. It deals 
with thrilling adventures and hair- 
breadth escapes and captures of 
world-famous criminals. It brings 
one in contact with royalty — with the 
sovereign of nearly every nation in 
Europe. It takes one scurrying over 
the world in pursuit of murderers, 
counterfeiters, forgers, dynamiters 
and anarchists. Told in detail it 
would make a most interesting book, 
but I have space only for a brief chap- 
ter. 

Mr. Walsh is a big man. lie stands 
6 feet 2 inches find tips the scales at 
225 pounds, lie is an Irishman by 
birth, with the typical Irishman's love 
of fighting, for as lie told of bis 
"scraps" witii criminals one could not 
help perceiving that he" rather en- 
joyed these contests. Ills eyes are 
small and have 'he quick all-embrac- 
ing glance of'the highly trained stalk- 
er of criminals. His shoulders, slight- | 
ly stooped, suggest great physical 
strength.

etter work can be done with a 
lens working at a large aperture and 
with a focal plane shutter, but, even 
with simple apparatus, creditable 
work may be turned out by paying at- 
tention to the above particulars. 
Marine Work 
Working from a river steamer is 
easier, as the base is generally stead- 
ier, but care should lie taken not to 
include any projecting parts of the 
vessel in the picture, and the bows of 
tiie boat will lie found, as 
a rule, to be the best place from 
which to conduct operations; on 
board large ocean liners, do not make 
the mistake that many passengers do, 
viz., trying to obtain good, pictures of 
rough seas from tho upper decks, this 
will never prove a success, as these 
gigantic vessels stand so high out of 
the water that all the irregularities 
of the waves are dwarfed down into 
almost nothing in the photograph.. 

One must also remember that there 
is almost always ;t more or less per- 
ceptible roll on these boats and, if the 
sea is running high, wait until the 
ship is itt her maximum angle of keel 
before re-leasing the shutter as she 
will then be practically at rest; do 
not also forget that, if you are photo- 
graphing an object moving in an op- 
posite direction to that in which you 
are travelling, the two velocities 
have to be taken into account in cal- 
culating the speed of the shutter, viz., 
that of the object and that of the ves- 
sel on which you are travelling. 
Street Scenes 
There are few things more attrac- 
tive to the Itinerant photographer 
than the. scenes and incidences in- 
separably connected with the life of 
the streets; in new towns and new 
countries these possess an interest 
entirely their own, anil at times, of 
fairs and carnivals present an ap- 
pearance of animation which Is pecu- 
liarly attractive. It is needless to say 
that there is hero a. never ending 
scope for the abilities of tho man with 
the. camera both for ordinary snap- 
shot work and for obtaining pictures 
destined in the future to hang upon 
the walls of a salon. Tho great thing 
to remember is to have everything 
ready before approaching your sub- 
ject, as if you start by getting into 
position and commence to set up your 
apparatus, a crowd will collect, gaze 
at you with tho most vacant expres- 
sions Imaginable and altogether upset 
the composition of your picture. This 
is no good itt all; get all your tackle 
ready beforehand so that ail you have 
to .do Is to rapidly bring your camera 
into position, quickly adjust the pic- 
ture in the finder and release the 
shutter. The same method should bo 
adopted when photographing children 
or groups on the beach; don't cause 
alarm by your manoeuvres with your 
camera, but have it all ready and ad- 
justed and out of sight, and then you 
will obtain pictures thai are natural

Hero ho early won his spurs 
by his breaking up the famous "Forty 
Thieves" and other criminal organiza- 
tions. So rapid was Ids aclvanco that 
in six months he was made a detec- 
tive, and in 1SS.'! he was transferred 
to Scotland. Yard. 

During his thirty years on tho force 
tho aggregate amount which lie has 
recovered in money, precious stones 
pkite and property, does not fall far 
short of $10,000,000, Mr. Walsh says. 

"I always had tin aptitude for de- 
tective work," said Mr. Walsh, "and 
I joined the force with that end in 
view. Even as a boy I was so in- 
tensely interested In the solution of 
crime problems, and read a groat deal 
of literature dealing witii them." 

I asked Mr. Walsh for an estimate 
of Scotland Yard, and he said: 

"I have travelled In almost every 
country in the world and am pretty 
well informed concerning their police 
systems. Scotland Y r ard Is undoubt- 
edly tho best in the world. I believe 
it as as near perfect as such an or- 
ganization can be." 

I spoke of some unsolved murder 
niysteries which had recently come to 
my attention in London, noticeably 
the famous "studio murder" and ttip 
"Merstham tunnel murder," and ask* 
nil Mr. Walsh if he thought Scotland 
Yard was as good as it used to he. 

. "Better," said he, "much bettor than 
it was ever before.

There are 8,119,406 organized work- 
ers In the Caucasion world, according 
to statistics compiled by the} New 
York department of labor. About two 
and a half million are accredited to 
the United States. Eliminating the 
different railroad brotherhoods, with a 
membership of a quarter of a. million, 
and a number of other Important or- 
ganizations that do not affiliate with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
the numerical strength of that body 
is given as 1,194,300. While it is true, 
taking the official figures as a basis, 
that trade unions do not embrace 
more than 3 per cent, of the popula- 
tion, one-half of the wage-earners in 
the leading industries or the United 
States are affiliated with labor organ- 
izations. This is shown by the total 
number of actual wage-earners as 
given by the census bureau — 5,470,321. 
Great Britain shows a slightly higher 
percentage of trado union member- 
ship, where about -1 1-2 per cent, of 
the people belong to somo union or 
other. The percentage of union mem- 
bership to total population is about 
the same In Germany and Australia. 
In New Zealand, the union member 
ship is less in proportion to popula- 
tion "than in' England.

The strike is still on at Cobalt 
mines, although the operators say they 
will be able to get all the hands they 
want.

He holds that a labor 
union has a right to fine any member 
who does not accede to the demand of 
the union and quit work in an estab- 
lishment where a strike is in pro- 
gress. 

The New South Wales Railway 
commissioners have fejtablished sev- 
enty-three "rest houses" on the vari- 
ous lines for the convenience and 
comfort of enginemen and guards 
when away from home. Regular at- 
tendants arc employed In the "rests" 
and tho cost of maintaining them is 
borne by the commissioners.

The nine hundred women and chil- 
dren employed at tho Perth Ainboy 
cigar factory, who went on strike 
three weeks ago, have returned to 
work at the old scale of wages. They 
were receiving $2.50 a thousand for 
making cigars and wanted $3. Tho 
company could not see its way clear 
for an increase and the strike follow- 
ed, 

The recent convention of th'c Rhode 
Island state branch of the American 
Federation of Labor decided that dele- 
gates to tho future conventions of the 
branch must present themselves at- 
tired in union-labeled clothing or 
their credentials would not be ac- 
cepted and seats would be denied 
them.

Japanese cannot become citizens of 
the United States. This decision is 
contained in a ruling by tho depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, rendered 
in reply to a letter from County 
Clerk Charles G. Keycs, of Los Angel- 
es, Cal. Richard K. Campbell, chief 
of the bureau of naturalization Is tho 
author of the ruling which settles this 
mooted question. 

Somo of tho British trades unions 
are taking very great interest in tho 
higher education of the workman. For 
the past three years some 100,000 
workingmen members of the Amalga- 
mated Society of Engineers have made 
levies of a penny each to help on the 
tlie work of Ruskln College at Ox- 
ford. This levy produced over $1,500 
a year and by moans of it six en- 
gineers are maintained for a year" 
course of study at the college.

Negotiations between tho British 
Columbia Electric Railway Company 
and its employees over a new wage 
scale have been, completed, and a 
contract for three years entered into.

View of Trade Unionism 



In an interview appearing in 
Eastern paper recently, James M. 
Lynch, president of the International 
Typographical union, gave some inter- 
esting information as to the mortuary 
feature of tho organization. 

It seems to be almost an instinct 
with man to provide for his burial 
after death. Men have been known— 
those in poverty— to laboriously collect 
and cling to a small sum for burial 
purposes, depriving themselves of the 
necessaries of life in order to retain 
this money, because of the horror of 
"lllling a pauper's grave." Many 
social ions provide for tho Interment of 
their members by a burial fund, and 
especially is this true of trado unions 
— perhaps all or nearly all of them. 

It was to be expected that, as intel- 
ligent worklngmen, the printers would 
be found in the lead In such a move- 
ment. While tho greater number of 
their local associations have burial 
funds of their own, from which to pro- 
vide for decent interment of their 
members, the International Typo- 
graphical union sends out from its 
home office in the Newton Claypool 
building, Indianapolis, Ind., to the offi- 
cers of each subordinate union $70 for 
each death of a member in good 
.-tending reported to it. AVhilo till 5 
is but a modest amount with which 
to pay the expenses of a funeral, yet, 
added to that provided by the local 
union, It makes a very acceptable sum 
— in some cities as much as $500 — 
which may bo regarded as llfo insur- 
ance as well as a burial fund. 

The disbursements in this way o( 
this one parent union from May 1, 
1S92, to May 1, 1907, amounted to 
$443,105, and in the year 1907 to $39- 
2 70. By this burial fund every mem- 
ber is guaranteed a respectable funer- 
al—not as an act of charity, for each 
member pays his share— and there Is 
enough left at least to enable his de- 
pendents to live until plans can be 
made for the future. 

The death rate in tho International 
Typographical union for the year end- 
ing May 1, 1906, was 1.14 per cent of 
the average membership, or a little 
more than 11 per 1,000. The average 
death rate since the establishment of 
the burial fund has been 1.21 per cent 
— about 12 per 1,000. 

Tho death benefit features of trade 
unions perhaps do not cut much of a 
llgure in the statistics of economics, 
but Investigation will develop that 
very considerable sums are devoted to 
this purpose, and it is also greatly to 
the credit of the printers that it is 
very rarely that a member of their so- 
ciety or his family becomes a charge 
on tho public, living or dead.

Humor In The Gospels 



A remarkably Interesting phHKo of 
Biblical research is that Inaugurated 
by Rev. Stephen Knapp, of New York, 
in tho Biblical World. Had Christ a 
sense of humor? is tho question Mr. 
JCnapp discusses, and some examples 
given which would seem to support 
his contention. In this article Mr. 
Knapp opens up what Is practically a 
new vein of thought, and although the 
association of Christ with a joking 
may tit first sight appear sacrilegious, 
as long as tho Investigations arc pur- 
sued In the reverent strain begun by 
Mr. Knapp, thcro can bo no objection 
to thorn, for as ho so well says, "tho 
assurance that Ho joined In men's in- 
nocent laughter would bo welcomed 
by us for the samo reasons that mako 
us troasuro the assurance of His sym- 
pathy in human sorrow." 

A Serious Mossayo. 

Tho writer prefaces his remarks by 
pointing out that even had humor and 
playfulness been more striking fea- 
tures of Christ's life, then thero is 
reason to sttpposo they would not 
havo been emphasized in tho Gospels 
,\vhoso messago is essentially serious, 
nays tho Toronto Mail and Empire. 
Tho doctrine of Christianity would lose 
little or nothing with tho omission of 
any humorous touches by which it 
may havo originally accompanied, nnd 
Indeed tho very process by which a 
largo part of tho teaching of Christ 
was preserved and finally recorded— 
tho compacting of it In oral, transmis- 
sion and tho gradual selection of tho 
pallont points to bo expressed— would 
fiaturally. tend to eliminate lighter 



turns of thought. As a matter of 
fact, tlio words of Christ reported In 
the fourth Gospel do not contain a 
single trace of humor or anything that 
remotely suggests it. Thero is, how- 
ever, strong internal evidence that 
tho founder of Christlnaity had and 
exercised a sense of humor. It is cer- 
tain that Ills highly developed Imag- 
ination and tho homely directness 
with which Ho often expressed him- 
self aro never found unaccompanied by 
humor. 

A Great Word Painter. 

"1 will mako you fishera of men," 
Is a phraso that might well havo 
struck those who first heard it as hu- 
morous, and it Is given by Mr. Knapp 
us an example of tho homely force- 
fulness of mnny of Christ's Hayings. 
Another Is "Yo arc llko unto wliited 
sepulchres, which outwardly appear 
beautiful, but Inwardly are full of 
dead men's bones." Hero is certainly 
a striking word picture, and It serves 
to direct attention to tho fact that 
Christ speaks habitually in figures, 
Parables, metaphors, and similes como 
so close together and in such abun- 
dance that, as Mr. Knapp says, His 
collected sayings aro llko a lot of mov- 
ing pictures. Sonio of tho parables 
themselves may bo cited as examples of 
humor, nnd In looking at them it Is 
important to bear in mind that, how- 
ever solemnly wo havo received them, 
this Is not evldonco that thoy wero 
just as solemnly uttered. Tho Parablo 
of tho Moto and tho Beam is an in- 
skanco of literary humor. Tho con- 
trast between tho lnflnltoslmul speck 



In tho oyo and a log of wood in the 
other, tho picture that it summons 
could hardly havo been comprehended 
for tho first time without a laugh. A 
parallel illustration Is found In th 
picture of tho Pharisees straining at a 
gnat and swallowing a camel. 

Literary Humor. 

Surely thero Is a charming display 
of humor in the glimpse wo get of tho 
children playing in tho market-place, 
of whom Christ says, "We piped un- 
to you, and yo did not dance; we wall- 
ed and yo did not mourn." Of this 
Mr. Knapp remarks, "Read this ser- 
iously and you have beforo you an In- 
explicable group of people, manifest- 
ly grown up— not children tit all— who 
solemnly charge one another with lack 
of sympathy.. Hut tho scone that 
Jesus really drew was what a modern 
child would call "playing funeral," 
only in the Palestine of Jesus' day tho 
customs of mourning offered a much 
more fortllo field for tho heartless Im- 
itation of children than Is tho case 
with us. If tho humor of this example 
needs careful pointing out, there is at 
least ono passago that oven today can 
hardly bo read without smiles or 
laughter. In tho Parablo of the Ex- 
cuses tho pleas offered by tho three 
men for not nttendlng tho great sup- 
per to which they had boon Invited, 
and especially that of tho last one, are 
distinctly funny. Ono might Indeed 
refer to them as examples of immor- 
tal humor inasmuch as we are amused 
by them today as wero tho men of 
2000 years ago: "I havo bought a field 
and nuiHt needs go and see It." "I have 
bought fiVd yokn of oxen and I go to 
provo them " "I havo married a wife 
and therefore I cannot come." If thero 
nro ministers who fall to take advan- 
tago of thchumorous opportunity given 
in this last excuse, Rev. A. 0. Courtlce 
la not ono of them, for Mr. Courtlco is 



not free from tho charge of having 
made congregations laugh as lie dis- 
sected tho invalidity of thjs pretext. 

Distinguishing between what may 
bo called literary humor such as tho 
foregoing, and humor that depends for 
Its acceptanco upon a relation betwoen 
tho words spoken and that which is 
going on in tho minds of tho listen- 
ers, Mr. Knapp finds many examples 
of tho latter in tho parables. In those 
of the Patched Garment and the New 
Wine in tho Old Wine Skins, It should 
bo considered that tho persons of 
whom Christ spoke, representatives of 
tho old regime of formalism, were In 
these parables represented by old 
clothes and worn-out wine skins; and 
it is difficult to imagine that the 
Speaker was not indulging In a smile 
ut their expense. If He was not, He 
might surely havo expressed His truth 
Without twice using terms so uncom- 
plimentary to his hearers. Other par- 
ables might bo quoted, but any reader 
can continue the test for himself. The 
chances are that he will be surprised 
at (ho frequency with which traces of 
humor will bo detected. Finally, al- 
though Mr. Knapp has overlooked it, 
tho wordH of Christ contain at least 
one frank pun, that in Peter's name, 
when Ho said, "On this rock will I 
found my church."
